MAHARAJA SIR RAMESHWAR 

SINGH OF DARBHANGA UNIVERSITY 
LIBRARY. 

Babu Joykissen Mookerjeo, of Ooterpara, made a donation of Rs. 5,000 to 
the University, on the 20th July, 1809, for the purpose of forming a Library. 
The amount was invested in 4 per eent. securities till the completion of 
the University building. 

In 1874, the sum of Rs. 3,500 was added to the Library Fund from the 
surplus income of the University of that year ; %nd the Syndicate, having 
thus at their disposal more than Rs. 9,000, appointed a Committee to report 
on the steps it wa.s advisable to take to form a Library. The Committee 
reported (see Minutes, Vol. XVIII, p i-g© 22) that they thought “ it 
desirable to begin with procuring such bt>oks ns shall render the Cal- 
cutta University Library Supplementary to other Lihraiies now existing 
in Calcutta.** The general priiviples laid down by the Committee, and 
the mode of procedure they proposed for adoption, were approved by the 
Syndicate; and further transfers have, from year to year, been made to 
the Library Fund from the surplus income of the I^niversity. Several 
instalments of books have been received, and the Library now contains 
besides English works of reference, and the chief authorities on Indiaun 
antiquities, fairly complete sets, of the Sanskrit, Arabic, Latin, French 
and German classics. 

In 1908 the Hon’ble Sir Raineshwar Singh, K.C.I.E., Maharaja, 
Bahadur, of Darbhanga, made over to the University a sum of two and 
a half lacs of rupees for tlio erection of a building in which the Library 
might be located. This munificent gift was accepted by the Senate with 
thanks, and it was decided to name the library aft^^r the Maharaja, who 
was subsequently nominatt'd an Honorary Fellow for life as an eminent 
benefactor of the University. 

The following Rules have been approved by the Syndicate : — 

> Rules for the Mahaoement of the University Library under 
Section 5, Chapter XXVIII of the New Regulations. 

1. The Library is for the use of Resident Fellows of the University 
and of Resident Registered Graduateft, and they alone have the privilege 
to use it, subject to the pre.sent rules and to sucli further rules and orders 
as may be agreed to by the General Committee under Regulation 6(1). 

2. (a) Persons who are neither Resident Fellows of the University 
nor Registered Greuluates may receive special permission from the Syn- 
dicate to use the Library for the purpose of Literary or Scientific Re- 
search. Such permission will be granted only on the recommendation 
of the Executive Committee. 

(6) In recommending any jierson to the Syndicate under this rule 
the Executive Committee shall specify in writing, for the information of 
the Syndicate, the grounds on which they base their recommendation. 

3. Subject to the exceptions specified in Rule 5, Resident Fellows, 
Resident Registered Graduates and such other persons as are allowed to

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make u&e of the Library under Jlule 2 and who reside at Cj^cutta^ may 
borrow and temporarily remove from the Library such 1:)oq|p as they 
« may require on the following conditions : — 

(a) In this rule the term “ volumes ” shall include pamphlets and 
parts of works separately sewn. 

{b) Resident Fellows will be entitled to take out up to ten volumes 
at a time. 

(c) Under special circumstances Resident Fellows may, with the 

sanction of the Executive Committee, take out more than 
ten volumes. 

(d) Resident Registered Graduates will be entitled to take out 

not more than four volumes at a time, and in order to be 
allow^ed this privilege w ill have to make a deposit of Rs. 25. 
Tile Registrar may, in the case of specially valuable books, 
and with the sanction of the Executive Committee, aSk for 
a special deposit. 

{e) Persons who are allowed to make use of the Library under 
Rule 2, and wdio reside at Calcutta, may take out books on 
the same coi-ditions as Resident Hogi stored Grfiduates. 

(/) University Professors, Retuiers and Lectures wall, during the 
time they hold office, be entitled to the same privileges as 
Resident Registered Graduates. 

(g) No book shall bo issued and delivered except to the authorised 

borrower in person, or to some one having written authority 
from him to receive it on behalf of the authorised borrower 

(h) Every volume borrowed shall be returned to the Library with- 

in two calendar months of the date on which it was re- 
moved from the Library In cose any bon'ower fails to 
return any book wdthin this period, a notice shall he sent 
• to him by the Librarian calling for the return of the book. 

(?') If a book called for under th^ pre\ ions section be not returned 
within one week after the receipt of the Librarian’s notice, 
the person who has borrowed the book from the Library 
shall be subject to a fine of one rupee for each volume s(» 
retained, and to a further fine of an equal amount for each 
additional week that he may retain it after the expiration 
of the second week. 

(/) Subject to the provisions of Rules 4, 5, 0 and 7, a book re- 
turned to the Library may bo again borrowed by the same 
person, provided that no other Follow or person entitled to 
use the Library has lodged with the Librarian an application , 
for the same w’ork. If such application has been made, the 
book may not be taken out by the original borrower until 
returned by the second applicant. 

4. The privilege of any Fellow or other person to uso the Library 
shall be suspended so long as be retains any book which, under these 
rules, he is not entitled to retain, or so long as he leaves unpaid any fine 
which may have been imposed on him under Rules 3, 6 and 7. 

5. (a) Books which are valuable on account of thoir rarity or which 
belong to a series and which, being out of print, it may be difficult or 
impossible to replace if lost, or books required for constant reference, 
shall not be removed from the Library 

(6) A list of the works excluded from removal under this rule shall 
be drawn up by the Executive Committee, and will be subject to revi- 
sion and extension from time to time. 

6. (a) The Librarian shall report to the Executive Committee all 
cases in which books have been mutilated, disfigured by writing on the 
margin or otherwise injured while in the possession of readers. 
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(b) Any person guilty of sueh an offence shall ]>o requiiecf to replace 
the injured by an uninjured copy of the book, and shall be liable to the 
cost of ‘its proper binding and other charges. Further, he shall be fined 
find suspended from the privileges of the Library at the discretion of the 
General Committee. 

7. (a) A general inspection of the Library and of the record of books 
issued and returned, sViall be made annually in the first week of April 
by the Exei iitive Committee, or by oms or more members of the 
Committee deputed by them for that purpose. 

(6) During this period of inspection the LiVjrary shall be closed, and 
all booUs whatever and by whomsoevt^r borrowed shall returned to the 
Library by the 31st March of each year. 

(c) Any person who fails to return, in accordance with this rAle, all 
books borrowed Ijy him shall bo subject to a fine of not less than two 
rupees for each volume retained • and if such volume is not x*eturned 
before the exphation of one week after th(‘ last day of mspt'ction, a 
further fine of an equal amount shall be hnfioscd for each volume for 
cacli additional week until that A*olume is n turned or until a copy of 
the sarni* edition and of ( qual value is phuiJvl in the Library in its stead, 
lUid all expenses connected therewith peid by th(‘ borrower. 

8. The Library shsll 1x5 closod on Sundays and all public holidays 
and on all days lor holding public examination s. Subject to the excep- 
tion under Rule 7, it shall be open (m otlx^r days between the hours of 
11 A.M. and o p.M.

SCHOiARSHIPS AND JUBILEE 
RESEARCH PRIZES. 

JUBILEE POST graduate SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The following scheme for the institution of scliolarships fur post 
graduate study or research in Literary or Scientific subjects, framed 
under section 18, Chapter IV of the new Regulations, has been adopted 
by the Senate 

1. For the encouragement of post-graduate study in accordance with 
the new Regulations, in the Faculties of Arts and Science, twelve Uni- 
versity Scholarships shall be established. 

2. Each scholarship shall be of the value of Rs. 32 per month, and 
shall be tenable for a term of two years. 

, 3. The scholarships shall be awarded annually upon the results of the 
B.A. and B Sc. Examinations. 

4. One scholarship shall ordinarily be awarded to each candidate 
whose name stands first in the Honours list in each of the subjects for 
tbOiB.A. and B.Sc. Examinations, provided that — 

(i) he has obtained first-class Honours in that subject. 

(n) he does not accept any other Uiiiversity scholarship, or any 
Government or College Scholarship, and 

(iit) ho undertakes to prosecute a regular comse of study for the 
degree of Master of Arts or Science cither under one or more University 
Lecturers or in a College duly affiliated for the examination in the subject 
which he takes up. 

No candidate, however, shall be entitled to more than one scholarship 
on the ground that he stands first in the first class in more than one 
subject. 

5. If a candidate in any subject is disqualified under provisos (it) and 
(m) of Rule (4), the scholarship in that subject shall be awarded to the 
next candidate in the first class who may be duly qualified, provided 
that all the other candidates who stand first in the first class in any 
subject and are qualified for a scholarship have received the same. 

0. If in any year the number of candidates qualified for a scholarship 
under the preceding rules exceeds the number of scholarships available, 
the Syndicate may, with the sanction of the Senate, award additional 
Bcholemships 

7. A candidate who obtains Honours at the B.Sc. Examination under 
the old Regulations will be deemed to have obtained first- class Honours 
in a subject within the meaning of Rule (4), provided he has obtained a 
first-class in subject (II) or in any two subject.^ taken together from 
among subjects III to IX (Secs. 6 and 7 of the B.Sc. Regulations, 
Calendar for 1906, p. 58). 

8. As a condition of the continuance of his scholarships, each scholar 
must produce at the end of every three months from the University I^ec- 
turer whose clMses he is attending or from the Principal of his College 
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c^tificates of good conduct, diligence and satisfactory progress in his 
studies. 

9. The first award of the scholarships shall be made upon the results 
of the last B.A. and B.Sc. Examinations. 


JUBILEE RESEARCH PRIZES. 

1. In commemoration of the Jubilee of the University, prizes shall be 
instituted for the promotion of research by its graduates. 

2. Out of the University Reserve Fimd, a sum of ^Is. .30,000 (thirty 
thousand) shall be set apart and called the Jubilee Research Prize J’und. 

3. Out of the income of the aforesaid Fund, two prizes shall, ordinarily, 
be awarded every year. Each prize shall consist of a gold modal of the 
value of Rs, 150 and a sum of Rs.*.350 in cash. 

4. One Y>rize shall be awarded for Research in Arts subjects and another 
for Research in Scientific subjects. The Arts subjects include Literature, 
Oriental languages. Philology, Arclia'ology^ History, Economics, Philo- 
sophy, and cognate branches of knowledge. Tlie Scientific subjects 
include Pure and Applied Mathematics and the diffe^rent branches of 
Natural and Physical Science. 

5. Not later than the 1st of March in every year the Syndicate shall 
invite the Members of the Senate to make suggestions with reference to 
definite problems which they consider to he suitable subjects for invest] 
gation, such suggestions to reach the Registrar not later tlian the 31st of 
Slay. It shall be the duty of each IMornVier who makes suggestions to 
show that it is possible to carry out the susigestt>d research with the means 
available in this country. Not later than the 30th of June in every year 
the Syndicate shall determine and announce two subjects, one in, Arts 
and oiic Scientific in whicli prizes rdiall lie arded m the .second year fol- 
low'ing that in which tlio anliounccmeiit is miule. The announcement 
shall specify as accurately as practicable tlie particular problem or class 
of problems in xvhich Research is invited, 

0. The prizes shall lie open to all persons who have at any time lx*Gn 
admitted to a degree in this X'^niver.sity. 

7. Every thesis shall he sent privately to tlie Registrar not later than 
the 30th June in the year next but one succeeding that in which the sub- 
jects are announ<‘ed. Every thesis shall bear a motto hut not the name 
of the candidate, and shall be accompanied by h sealed envelope bearing 
the same motto outside anc^ containing inside the name and address of the 
candidate, 

8. Every candidate shall indicate generally in a pi'»>face to his thesis 
and specially in notes, the 80 ur<*es fr<mi which his information is taken, 
the extent to which he has availed himself of the vxork of othei*s and the 
portions of the tbesiwx which he claiins as original ; he shall further state 
whether his research has been conducted in<lopendently , under advice, or 
in co-operation with others, and in what respects his investigations 
appear to him to tend to the advancement of knowledge. 

9. As soon as may be after all the theses have been received, the Syn- 
dicate shall have them adjudged by Btxards of Examiners ; there shall 
be one Board for the theses on the Arts subjects and another for those 
on the Scientific subjects. It shall be an instruction to the Boards not 
to recommend any thesis for a prize unless it exhibits a sufficient standard 
of excellence. 

10. Not later than the 30th September in every year, the Syndicate 
shally upon the reports of the Boards (which shall be published in the 
Minutes) award the prizes. 
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11. If, ifl any year, it is reported that there is no thesis worthy of 
either of the prizes, the prize shall not be awarded, and a prize not so 
awarded may, at the discretion of the Syndicate, be awarded in the same 
or in any subsequent year to the author of a thesis upon any subject which 
may be declared worthy of the prize by the Board of Examiners. 

12. Any Board of Examiners shall be at liberty, in recommending a 
particular thesis for a prize, to include in their reports the names of any 
other theses which, in their opinion, deserve considerable praise or com- 
mendation. 

13. Every candidate shall be at liberty to publish his thesis and the 
tliesis of every successful candidate shall be published by the University. 
The Syndicate may also, at its discretion, publish any thesis which ha« 
been specially commended. 

14. The first announcement of the subjects for the prizes shall be 
made before the 30th June, 1908, and the first award shall be made not 
later than the 30th September. 1910.

ENDOWMENTS. 

PRRMCHAND ROYCHAND STUDBX I'SftlPS. 

• 

T'rornchaiid Kuyohand, Ksq., of Bombay, iii a letter to the Oovernment of 
India, offered to make a d<^natioii of two laklw of rupoea to the Calcutta 
University, and on the Oth Fobniar^^ 180(5, paid over tliis amount to the 
(roverument of India, to be transferred to tlie University and lield by it as 
a Body Corporate under Section 2 of Act IJ. of lSo7. Mr. Premchand Roy- 
c’hand further expressed a hope that the mone^' should be devoted to some 
one largo object or to a portion of some large object for which it might in 
itself bo insufficiorit.** 

The Senate, at a mooting on the 21st duly. 18(>0. accepted Mr. Prcniehand 
Roychand’s munificent donation, and directed that it should be invested in 
5 per cent, rjovcrnment Securities. The Senate, at a meeting on the 3 1st 
December, 1892, sanctioned the following plan fo?* appropriating the pro- 
ceeds of tlie donation : — 

1. Five Studentships of Ks. a year eacli. to be called tlie Prern 

chaiid Roychantl Studentships, shall bo maintained on the interest of the 
endowment. 

2. Any graduate of the University of Calcutta, who has been admjt- 
ted to the degree of Master or Doctor in any faculty, -^hall be eligible for 
<mly one of these Studentships *during twelve xears from the time that he 
passed the Entrance Examination 

3 Each studentship shall be tenable, m tlio first in.stance, for two 
V’cars, during which the student will be expected to carry on some special 
investigation or work in the subject or subjects m which tliis studentship 
was awarded. The Studentship sludl be extended for a further period of 
three years prtivided the student satisfies th(^ Syndicate that he has 
carried out such investigation or work, and he continues it during this 
further period. At the end of each year after the first year, the student 
shall submit to the Syndieatf't report of the work in wliieli he has been 
engaged during that \'ear. 

4. One election shall he made annually afttu* examination, provided 
any one candidate be declared by the Examiners to be entitled to a 
Studentship. ShouUl the Examineva in any year report that no candi- 
ilato has, in their opinion, sliowii sufficient proficienc\^ to entitle him to 
a Studentship, it'shall be competent to the Syndicate to award the vacant 
Studentship m any subsequent year. 

5. The Studentship shall be awarded in alternate years in Literary and 
Scientific Subjects. 

The Literary subjects shall be aa follows : — 

(Ij One of the following languages : — 

English. I Crreek. 

Sanskrit. | Latin. 

Arabic. 


♦ The present value of the Studentship is Rs 1,400 a year. 
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(2) Comparative P})ilology, P^aeography and Epigraphy. 

(3) Logic and Mental Philosophy, including History of Philosophy, 

both European and Indian. 

(4) Natural Theology and Moral Philosophy, including History of Phil- 

osophy, both European and Indian. 

(5) History, Political Economy and Political Philosophy. 

The Scientific subjects shall be as follows : — 

(1) Pure Mathematics. 

(2) Mixed Mathematics. 

(3) Inorganic Chemistry and Chemical Technology. 

(4) Organic CSiemistry. 

(r/j Electricity, Magnetism and Sound (to be treated both mathemati- 
cally and experimentally). 

(0) Heat, Molecular Ph 3 ^sics, and Physical Optics (tC) be treated both 
mathematically and experiment ally), 

(7) Botany. 

(8) Physiology and Ztjology. 

(9) Geology and Mino^alog 3 ^ 

No candidate shall be allowed to take up more than two subjects. 

6. The Syndicate shall have power to define, from time to time, in con- 
sultation with exports, the limits of the several subjects, with a view t(» 
sp>ecialization as far as possible. 

7. Candidates must give r'oth^e six months before the examination of 
their intention to appear, and must, at the lime of giving such notice, 
state in writing the subjects they intend to take up. and pay a fee of 
Rs. 32 to the Registrar. 

Every candidate must also state, as definitclv as possible, the subject or 
part of a subject in whicli he intends, if elected to a Studentship, to carrj' 
on special investigations, with a view to retain the Studentship during the 
second term of three years ; and the-oxa-mirmtion will be so framed as to 
tost the extent of his knowledge in that subject or part of a subject. A 
c.andidate may also state what contribution, if any. he has made to the 
subject or subjects in which he desires to be examined. 

8. The names of tlie l^romchand Roychand Students, past and pres- 
ent, shall be printed in the C’alendar after the names of the Follows. 


RULES FOR THE P.R.S. EXAMINATION. 

1‘asset> hy thc Syni^icate. 

1. The examination shall bo liold in the month of November. 

2. In each of the subjects of examination, four papers shall bo set. 

In each of the subjects 3 or 4 of the ^c’ientific Course, two theoretical and 
two practical papers shall be set. 

In each of the subjects 5, 0, 7, 8 and 9 of the Scientific Course, throe 
theoretical papers shall be set. 

3. Each paper in the Litorarj^ subjects, and each theoretical paper in 
the Scientific subjects shall be such as candidates (’an reasonably be expect- 
ed to answer in three hours. 

The number of days over which the examination in a practical paper 
shall extend will be fixed by the Examiner in consultation with the Regis- 
trar. 

4. The number of questions set in each paper, whether theoretical or 
practical, shall bo at least twice os many as are required to be answered t<> 
secure full marks. 

5. Each paper shall carry 100 marks. 
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6. Only marks in excess of 30 in each paper shall be counted towards the 
total, and each mark above 70 shall count as two marks towards the 
total. 

7. The Examiners shall meet together before the examination in order 
to compare their questions, and after the examination in order to draw up 
a report (to be printed in the University Minutes) declaring the name of 
the candidate whom they consider entitled to the studentship. 


PREMCHAND ROYCHAND RESEARCH STUDENTSHIPS. 

t 

The joUowing n/les approved by the Senate will come into operation 
from the year 1910. 

1. Six Studentships of Rs. 1,400 a year each, to be called the “ Prem- 
chand Roychand Research Stu&entships,” sliall be maintained on tlie 
interest of the endowment. 

2. Any graduate of the University of Calcutta, who has passed the 
Examination for the Degree of Master or Doctor in any Faculty, during 
twelve years from the time that lie passed the Entrances or the Matricu- 
lation Examination, shall be eligible for only one of these Studentships. 
Explanation — 

Any person who passes the Entrance Examination in 1908 and subse- 
quently passes the Examination for the degree of Master or Doctor in any 
Faculty, may be a candidate for the Studentship in any year not later 
than 1920. 

3. The Studentships shall be awarded for promotion of research. 
Each Studentship shall be tenable for tliree years, during which the student 
will be required to carry on some special investigation or work in the 
subject in which the Studentship was awarded. 

4. Two Studentships shall, oniinarily, be awarded every yeai*, one in 
a Literary Subject, the other in a Scientific Subjeid 

5. The Jiiterary Subjects shall l>e as follows : 

English, Sanskrit, Pah, the Ptakrits and Indian VernacularB, Arabic, 
Comparative Philology with special reference to the Oriental languages, 
Indian Palapography and Epigraphy, Indian History, Philosophy-, Eco- 
nomics. 

The Scientific Subjects shall be as follows : 

Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, Physiology, Rotaiiy, Geology and 
Mineralogy, Zoology including Proto-Zoology and (^miparativo Anatomy , 
Experimental Psychology.’ 

0. Candidates for the Studentships sliall .submit their applications 
to the Registrar not later than the 31st October in any year and*!shall at 
the same time pay a fee of Ks. 32. Each application shall state (a) the 
academical distinertions which the candidate has obtained ; (b) the subject 
in which he has spoidalised ; (r) any research or investigation w'hich he has 
made in the selected subject or in any allieil brand i of knowledge ; (d) 
the subject in which he intends, if elected to a Studentship, to carry on 
special investigation or research. Every candidate shall produce a thesis 
dealing with some subject in which he has carried on or intends to carry on 
re.search. Everj^ canditlatc shall also state whether the research or in- 
vestigation which ho intends to undertake will he carried on in any par- 
ticuleu' Library or Laboratory and. if so, what facilities are available. 
Every candidate 'shall further produce along with his application tes- 
timonials to satisfy the Syndicate that ho is in habits and character a fit 
and proper person to cairy on the research which he proposes to undertake. 

7. The Syndicate shall, as soon as possible, after the applications have 
been submitted, appoint tw^o special Boards, one to report on the applica- 
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tions in the D!terary Subjects, the other to report on those in the Scientific 
Subjects. 

The candidates shall not be required to submit themselves to any 
written, oral or practical examination ; but either special Board may, 
at its discretion, require a candidate to appear before it with a view to 
ascertain precisely the nature of the research or investigation in which he 
has been previously engaged or which he wished to undertake, if elected to 
the Studentship. Each Board shall submit a report, dealing with the 
applications considered by it. The report shall set forth the name and 
qualifications of the candidate recommended for election to the Student- 
ship, and the grounds for such recommendation. 

8. Neither Special Board shall be bormd to recommend any candi- 
date if, in their judgment, none of the candidates is qualified to carry on 
research or investigation, so as to be worthy of th * Studentship. 

9. The Reports of i he Special Boards shall be laid before the Syndicate 
not later than the 15th of December every year, and if the Syndicate, 
upon the reports, are satisfied that the candidates recommended arc 
worthy of the Studentships, they shall make the award accordingly. 

10. If, in any year, a Studentship in Literary or Scientific subjects is 
not awarded on the ground that there is no candidate in that particular 
group of subjects qualified to receive it, it shall be competent to the Syn- 
dicate to award that Studentship m the other group of subjects in the 
same year or in any subject in any subsequent year. 

1 . Each Studentship «hall he tenable from the month of January 
and each student shall receive Rs. 50 a month. 

Not later than the 31st of October in each year, every student shall 
submit to the Registrar a detaihid statement of the research or investiga- 
tion in which he has been engaged during the year. If the Syndicate are 
satisfied that the research or investigation has been duly carried on a^s 
undertaken by the candidate in his application so that the object with 
whit'h the Studentship was awarded has been realised, the student shall 
recois e at the end of the year a sum of Rs. 800. 

12. If it is pros ed to the satisfaction of the Syndicate that a student has 
undertaken no rc^search or investigation or has abandoned it or has other- 
wise acted in c•ontra^'erltion of the terms upon which the Studentship was 
granted, tliey may, at any time, suspend the payment of the monthly 
stipend. 

13. The Syndicale shall, whenever practicable, arrange for the publica- 
tion of such of the researches of Preinehand Roychand Students as mii\’ 
appear to be of special value or excellence. 

14. The names of the Premchand RoychancK Students past and present 
shall be printed in the Calendar after the names of the Fellows. 

15. The Exaniination for the Studentship under the existing Regula- 
tions shall be held for the last time in 1909, and the first award under the 
new Regulations shall he made in December. 1910. 


DUFF SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The subscribers to a fund raised for the purpose of commemorating the 
services of the Rev. Dr. Duff directed the investment of the amount col- 
lected (Rs. 20,000) in Government Securities ; and offered to transfer the 
same to the University of Calcutta on the following conditions : — 

1 . The interest of the money shall be applied to establish : — 

I. — A Scholarship of Rs. 15 a month, tenable for one year by the student 
who shall obtain in the First Arts Examination the highest number of 
marks in Languages. 
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II. — A Scholarship of Ra, 15 a month, tenable for one year by tlte student 
who shall obtain in the First Arta ExStmination the highest number of 
marks in Mathematics.

5. The Syndicate sliall have the pov\ •^r of j>utting a fair interpretation on 
ctny doubtful point in the above rules.

TAGORE LAW PROFESSORSHIP. 

TheHon’ble Prosunno Coomar Tagfirc, C.S.I., bequeathed, 1^ this will, 
to the University, a monthly allowance of Rs. 1,000 for the purpose of 
founding a Professorship of Law in connection with the University, to be 
called the “ Tagore Law Professorship.” The terms of the bequest are 
given in the following extract from, the will : — 

** I am desirous of founding a Law Professorship, to be called • The Tagore 
Law Professorship * and of providing an adequate remuneration for the 
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Professor who shall hU the chair provided by me. 1 direct that rdy TrusteeB 
or Trustee do and shall, as soon as majr conveniently be after my death, 
invest, inf^vWbment Securities, such a sum of money taken from my per- 
sonality or by degrees from the income of my real estate at the discretion of 
my Trustees or Trustee, as will produce the monthly sum of Ks. 1,000, and 
that when such sum has been invested, the same may be assigned, trans 
ferred, and made over to the University of Calcutta, to be held upon the 
following trusts, that is to say, in trust to pay out of the interest accruing 
due therefrom the annual sum of Rs. 10,000* by equal monthly payments to 
the Tagore Law Professor, for the time being, and in trusts to apply the 
residue of the interest in the manner hereinafter mentioned. And 1 desire 
that until such sum shall liave been so invested and mode over as herein- 
before directed, my said Trustees or Trustee shall, either from the proceeds 
of my personal estate or from the rents, issues, and profits arising from my 
real property, pay the sum of Rs. 1 ,000 a month to the University of Calcutta 
to be applied by the University in the same manner and for the same pur- 
poses as the interest to accrue due from the funds which I have hereinbefore 
directed to be made over to the University. And 1 delcaro that the right of 
appointing a professor to the said ‘ Tagore l^avr Professorsliip ’ and remov- 
ing or dismissing the incumbent therefrom shall be vested in the Senate of 
the University. And that the first appointment shall be made so as to 
begin to take effect not later than the end of one year from the date of my 
death ; my will is that the ‘ Tagore Law Professor ’ shall read or deliver at 
some place within the town of Calcutta one Complete Course of Law Lectures 
without charge, to the students and other persons who may attend such 
lectures. Within six months after the delivery of each course of lectures, 
the lectures shall bo printed, and not loss than 500 copies thereof shall be 
distributedf gratuitously. I desire that the expense of such printing and 
distribution may be defrayed out of the residue of the annual interest of the 
said fund. Whatever portion of the residue may remain after defraying the 
expenses, I desire that it may be devoted to the printing and publication of 
approved works on Law or Jurisprudence. It is my will that the said 
‘ Tagore Law Professorship ’ shall, save as herein pro\'ided, be, as to the 
kind of law which is to be taught and in all other matters and things, regu- 
lated by and subject to the control of the Senate of the said University.” 

The Senate has adopted the following scheme for lectures — 

1. In the month of J une in each year, the Faculty of Law shall select not 
more than tlxree subjects, upon one of which the Professor for the following 
year shall bo required to deliver a course of at least tw elvo lectures. 

2. Immediately after the subject or subjects shall have been thus select- 
ed, advertisements shall be published in such newspapers os the Syndicate 
may think proper, stating the subject or subjects so selected and inviting 
applications from candidates for the professorship. 

3. Candidates shall send in their applications to the Registrar on ot 
before the Ist May following, and pach candidate shall forward with his 
application one hundred copies of a brief synopsis of his proposed lectures, 
and, if he so pleases, the |ame number of copies of his introductory lecture. 

4. The copies of the introductory lecturo and the brief synopsis so sent, 
shall be referred to a Committee of the Faculty of Law, consisting of five 
members to be chosen by the Faculty, who sliall consider the same and 

* The present salary is Rs. 9,000 per annum. 

t The Syndicate has laid down the following rules for the distribution of 
the books : — 

That copies of the lectures be distributed gratis only to such students as 
shall have attended 75 per cent, of the lectures deliver^ by the Tagore Pro- 
fessor of Law, and shall have obtained not less than 40 per cent, of the 
marks in the examination held bv him. 
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report thereon to the Faculty, who shall recommend a candidate to the 
Senate for election. 

5. The election of the Professor shall take place in the month of August. 

0. The Professor shall, not later than the month of August following 
his election, forward to the Registrar, a complete copy (manuscript or 
typewritten) of the lectures which he proposes to deliver. The copy 
shall be referred to a Committee of the Faculty of Law consisting of 
not more than three members to be diosen by the Faculty, who shall 
examine the same and before the 1st November report to the 
Faculty whether the work is complete and ready for the press. If upon 
such report the^, Faculty are satisfied that the work is complete, the 
Professor shall commence to deliver his lectures in the month of Decem- 
ber, and complete the delivery thereof in the following February. The 
copy of the lectures delivered shall remain in the custody of the Registrar, 
and shall be sent to press as soon as practicable after delivery thereof. 

7. If the Professor fails to submit the copy of the lectures as required 
by Rule 6 or, if the copy submitted be foimd, on examination, to be 
incomplete and not re^y for the press, the matter shall be referred to 
the Faculty of Law, upon ,,7hoso recommendation the Senate may either 
extend the time or cancel the appointment. In tho event of the 
appointment beinc; cancelled, the Senate shall take fresh steps for the 
appointment of a Professor. 

8. The salary of the Professor shall be paid in twelve equal monthly 
instalments ; the first instalment to be paid on the first day of the 
month following that in which the first lecture is delivered.

6. That the holders of the Scholarships for the time being shall be called 
Dwarkanath Scholars. 

7. That the Scholarship shall be paid by a monthly sum of Rs. 8. 

8. Tliat the amount aforesaid be invested in Governiiient of India Pro- 
missory Notes of the 4 (reduced to 3i) per cent, loan for Rs. 5,500, and 
the notes handed over to authorities of the said University with re^iuest 
that the Syndicate may give effect to the above Kesrilutions. 

9. 'Iliat should the interest paf^able on the Government Securities be 
rcHiuced, the monthly amount to be paid to the Dwarkanath Scholars shall 
be proportionately reduced to allow of the amount of interest n^alised 
meeting the? amount pa v able to the scholars.

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SARADAPRASAD SCHOLARSHIP AND PRIZES, 

The late Babu Saradaprasad Ray» Zemindar of Chakdighi, bequeathed by 
his will to the University a sum of Rs. 5,000 which it was left to the Syndi- 
cate to utilise in the best way they thought fit. In February, 1885, the 
University received from Babu Lalit Mohan Roy, the heir of the deceased, 
a Government Promissory Note for Rs, 5,000, and in April, 1888, the Com- 
missioner of Burdwan forwarded the interest on the same, amounting to 
Rs 3.500. The capital at the disposal of the Universitv thus stood at 
Rs. 8,500. After consultation with Babu Lalit Mohim Roy, it was deter- 
mined to found a scholarship, to the value of Rs. 10 a lyonth, to be called 
the Saradaprasad Scliolarship, to be awarded annually to that one of the 
successful candidates for the First Examination in Arts who, ha\dng {)a8sed 
iJie Entrance Examination from the Chakdighi Higher Class English School, 
iuid prosecuted his studies in an afljliated College for a period of two years ; 
and in case no successful student, appear from that school, to that one 
among the successful candidates for the F.A. who had passed the Entrance 
Examination with the greatest credit from the Burdwan District. 

It was also determined to apply the balance whi(‘h remained, amounting 
U) Rs. 80, every year to the foundation of four prizes of books, to lie called 
the Saradaprasad Prizes, to 1 j(' awarded to the four successful candidates 
who 8t(»od highest in tlio subjects of Physics, Chemistry, Logic and History, 
respectively. As no separate examination in Chemistry was to Vie Ijeld until 
ISOl , it w’as decided that two prizes should be given, up to that year, to the 
two highest candidates in tin* suViject of Physics.

AMBIKACHARAN CHAI DHURT MEDAL. 

In 1S79, Government accepted the offer of Babu Ambikacliaran Chau 
dhnri, B.C.E., Assistant Engineer. Nagode, to invest Rs. 1,200 in 4 per 
cent, (reduced to 3\) Goi eriiiuent Promissory Notes, on condition that out 
of the interest of the above investment a medal is awarded annually to 
that student of the Scebpur Civil Engineering College who stands first in 
Mathematics at the B.C.E. Examination. The e.dministration of the 
Fund was entrusted to the Principal, Civil Engnoeriug College. Seebpur. 
The Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, having proposed that the medal 
should, in future, he publicly presented at the (Convocation of the Calcutta 
l^niversity. the Government of Bengal, in its letter No. 499, dated the 
19th July, 1890. appointed the Registrar of the Calcutta University as ad- 
ministrator of the Fund in place of the Principal, Civil Engineering Col- 
lege, Seebpur. On 14th October, 1890, the latter officer made over to the 
University the sum of Rs. 132-11-1, being the amount of balance at credit 
of the above Fund, and forwarded a copy of the Report on tlie audit of the 
account of the Fund, countersigned by the Accountant-( Jeneral, Bengal. 
The investments, at present, amount to Rs. 1,400. \ ielding an annual in- 
come of Rs. 49.

SIBLEY SCHOLARSHIP. 

The late Mr. George Sibley, formerly a fellow of the University, bequeathed 
all his shetres in the Ghoosery Cotton Mills Company, “ Limited/’ to the 
Senate of the University ‘ ‘ upon trust to found Scholarships of the value of 
Rs. 60 per mensem for graduates of the University in Civil Engineermg, with 
power to divert from time to time any portion of the income not exceeding 
an equal moiety in any other way, which may, in the opinion of the Senate, 
be better calculated to further the study of Engineering Science among 
the natives of India. ’ ’ At the time of Ms death Mr. Sibley owned 225 
shares in the abovenamed Company, their nominal value being Rs. 200 
esbch. Of these, 25 shares had to be sold to meet the claim of the Inland 
Revenue authorities in England demanding a legacy duty of 10 per cent, 
of the value of the shares and of the amoimt of any dividends received or 
accrued since the testator’s death, and to pay the Attomey*s bill of costs. 
The remaining 200 shares, together with dividend warrants for Rs. 800, were 
made over to the Secretary and Treasurer, Bank of Bengal, w^ith instructions 
to sell the shares at their market value, and to invest the sale proceeds and 
the amount of dividends in the 4 (reduced to SJ) per cent, loan of 18C6. 
The Faculty of Engineering, at their meeting held on the 22nd March. 1 893, 
recommended to the Syndicate that out of the interest of the above 
endowment, one Scholarship (to be called the Sibley Scholarship) of Rs. 30 
a month tenable for two years, be awarded annually (1) to any B.E. at the 
end of his practical course who attends and works regularly in an electrical 
laboratory or in an electrical workshop ; or (2) to any B.E. who is bond- fide 
working in a mine. The selection of the scholars to be according to their 
standing in the B.E. Examination, an^ each scholar to be required to sub- 
to the Registrar a certificate of good conduct at the end of each montli. 
The Scholarship to be forfeited if the conditions on which it is granted cease 
to be observed. 

The recommendation of the Faculty of Engineermg was adopted by the 
Syndicate at their meeting held on the 8th April, 1893. 


BIHARILAL BOSE MEMORIAL' SCHOLARSHIP. 

The late Babu Beharilal Bose, Vakil of the Calcutta H^h Court, be- 
lueathed by his Will to the University a sum of Rs. 3,0(X1 in-3J per cent, 
iovemment Promissory Notes (reduc^ to 3 per cent) in order to found a 
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Scholarship of Rs. 3-8 a month, tenable for two years, to be*oalled the 
**Biharilaf Bose Memorial Scholarship,*’ to be awarded to the boy 
who paases the Entrance Examination f^m the Konnagar English School, 
but nuUs to obtain a Government Scholarship. This Scholarship to be 
awarded to the boy in order of merit. 

The Syndicate at their meeting held on the llth July, 1896, thankfully 
accepted the doi||^tion.

SREEGOPAL BASU MALLIK FELLOWSHIP. 

The following scheme for the Fellowship has been filially adopted by the 
Syndicate and thS Ti’ustees of the donor : — 

1 ' In the first instance, a Fellow shall bo appointed for a term of three 
years, whose duty it shall be — 

(o) To give tutorial assistance to 'students of Sanskrit generally and 
students of Vedanta Philosophy in particular. 

(6) To deliver a course of lectures on Vedanta Philosophy. 

(c) To carrj'' on research in Vedanta Philosophy, with a vie\\’ lo 
enable liim to discharge his duties under heads (o) and (b) 
satisfactorily. 

2. With a view to give effect to the object mentioned in 1 (a), the 
Fellow shall hold classes not less than three times a week during at least 
thirty -six weeks in the year. To such class only such students wd I be 
admitted as may have satisfied the Fellow either by mbmitting to a test t '‘ 
be imposed by him or otherwise that they are qualified by pre\dous training 
and attainments to profit by his teaching. The name of any students may 
be removed by reason of irregularity in attendance. The course of tutorial 
instruction .shall include not only the Vedanta Philosophy but also such 
preliminajy branches of study as may bo determined by the Fellow 
from time to time in consultation udth the Syndicate. Twelve of these 
students will be entitled to a monthly stipend of Rs. 10 (rupees ten) to be 
paid during good conduct and upon satisfactory progress made in their 
studies. An annual examination shall be held upon the result of which th ' 
best student will be awarded a gold medal of the value of one hundi-ed 
rupees and Iso a prize of Rs. 500. The annual examination shall be 
open to graduates and to holders of certificates at the Sanskrit Title 
examination of such standing as the Syndicate may approve. 

3. With a view to give effect to the object mentioned in 1 (6), the 
Fellow shall annually deliver a course of public lectures on Hindu Philo- 
sophy in general and Vedanta Philosophy in particular. These lectures 
must not be less than twelve in number td be delivered not more than 
once a week. The substance of these lectures, as also tlie result of any 
original research or investigation made by the Fellow under 1 (c) above 
shall be published in a volume at the close of every year. 

4. The remuneration of the Fellow shall be as follows 

(a) A stipend of Rs 125 a month. 

(b) A lump sum payment of Rs. 1,400 at the end of the year, out of 

which the expenses of printing 500 copies of the lectures shall 
be met, 400 of which shall be placed at the disposal of the 
University and 100 at the disposal of the founder’s representa- 
tives for free distribution. 

5. The Fellow must submit a quarterly report to the Syndicate as to the 
manner in which he has been discharging his duties. 

6. The mode of election shall be as follows ; — 

Persons who have made a special stndv^A^tlie subject shall be invited 
by notices advertisements in the newspapers to send in 

thAi*> names together with a synopsis of the proposed lectures 
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to the Syndicate, who shall ti^lect at least three persons out ot 
the applicants and send their names to the Trustees, who shall 
within one week thereafter notify their choice, which will be 
accepted by the Syndicate.

COATES MEMORIAL PRIZE. 

On the 29th May, 1889, the Honoreury Secretary, Coates Memorial Fund, 
made over to the University the sum ef Rs 2,270-5-0 for the purpose of 
creating an endowment of a prize for Original R^aroh in Medicine. 

The following revised Rules for the award of the Coates Memorial Prize 
were adopted by the Syndicate at their meeting held on the 8th March, 
1902 

( 1 ) The Coates Memorial Prize shall be annually awarded by the Syndi- 

cate on the recommendation of the President of the Faculty of 
Medicine for the time being. 

(2) An annual notification inviting applications from candidates who

digenous drug or drugs to be selected by the competitor himself, 
subject to the approval of the President of the Faculty of 
Medicine. 
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(4) The names of the drugs so fleeted must be submitted to the 

Registrar for the approval of the President of <be Faculty of 
Medicine within three months from tho date of the a nnu a l 
notification of the prise in the CtdcuUa Gazette. 

(5) The names of the drugs approved by the President of the Faculty 

of Medicine shall, as soon as possible, be communi^ted to the 
candidates ivho submitted their applications within the time 
specified in para. 4 of the Rules. 

(6) Xo prize shcdl be awarded for a thesis on any drug which has not 

been aj^roved by the President of the Faculty of Medi<^ne. 

(7 ) The thesis must be mitten in English, and it muft be submitted to 

the Registrar not later than the 3<Hh November of each year in 
a sealed cover with the words ** Thesis for the Coates Mefnoiial 
Prize ’* and the name of the writer distinctly stated on it. 

(8) The President of the Faculty of Medicine may examine the thesis 

himself or delegate it to some expert member or members of 
the Faculty, whose decision shall final. 

(&) The writer of the thesis must be a ^aduate in Medicine of the 
Calcutta University, who has been Engaged in the practice of the 
profession for at least five years. 

(10) The names of the prizemen shall be published in the Gazette and 
shidl also be printed in the University Calendar. 

Out of the above sum made over by the Honorarj" Secretary, Rs. 2,000 
have been invested in 3^ per cent. Government Promissory Notes.

KISORIMOHAN-HARAKINKARI SCHOLARSHIP. 

In March 1903, Babu Kisorimohan Ray, V^akil, High Coui*t, Calcutta, 
offered to the University G.P. Notes for Rs. 4,000 of the 3 per cent. Loan 
for the purpose of ^founding, from the iutei'est thereof, two scholarships of 
Rs. 6 eueich per month, tenable for one year, on the following conditions ; — 

1. That the aforesaid Scholarships shall be called “ Kisorimohan-Hara- 

kinkari Scholarships.’ • 

2. That the aforesaid endowment and the names of Scholars shall be 
published in the Calendar of the University and be placed next after 
the Rajkrishna-Kshetramani Scholarship founded by me in 1901, 

3. That the aforesaid S^ihols-rships shall be awarded to holders of 
Rajkrishna-Kshetramani Scholarships and shall be tenable for one year 
commencing next after the expiration of the terms of their original Schol- 
arships, on condition that they prosecute or pursue their studies in some 
well -organized Institution, teaching in Arts or some profession or any 
technical subject. Provided that no such Scholarship shall be awarded 
to any one of them if, in the opinion of the University, the student is 
deemed unfit and undeserving, by reason of his or her not having made 
sufficient progress in study, during the term of his or her holding the said 

* Rajlu^’shna-Kshetramani Scholarships ” or for any other rei^n. 

4. That if, for any reason, in any year, any of the two Scholarships 
be not awarded to a holder of a “ Rajktishna-Kjahetramani Scholarship,” 
the same shall be awarded to a most deserving student who could have 
been eligible for one of the Rajkrishna-Kshetramani Scholarships accord- 
ing to the tenor and spirit of tho conditions attached to the said Scholar- 
ships, but to whom no such Scholarship was aw^arded by reason of there 
being, at that time, a more fit student to take. 

5. That as far as practicable the aforesaid Scholarships shall be 
subject to the conditions attached to the said “ Rajkrishna-Kphetrainani 
Scholarships.” 

6. That the power of putting a fair construction on any doubtful point 
in, or deciding upon any point not covei’ed by, the aforesaid conditions or 
tho conditions attached to the said ” Rajkvishna-Kshetramani Scholar- 
ships” shall rest with the University. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate at their meeting held 
on the 21st March, 1903.

GfllFFITH MEMORIAL PRIZE. 

In August 1901, the Registrar received from Messrs. Winter, Bothamley 
A Co., Solicitors. London, a sum of Rs. 26,936-0-9, being the value, 
deducting costs, of the one-tenth share of the residuary Estate bequeathed 
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to the University by the late Mr. William Griffith. A Sub-Committee 
of the Syndicate consisting of the Hin’ble the Vioe-ChanceUor, the Rev. 
Fr. E. Latent, S.J., O.I.E., M.I.E.E., Alex. Pedler, Esq., C.I.E., F.R.S., 
and the Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay, M.A., D.L., F.R.A.S., 
F.R.S.E., was appointed to consider the question as to the diposal of the 
amount. In December, 1901, a further sum of Rs. 60 was received from 
Messi-s. Winter, Bothamley & Co., on account of an asset sold since the 
division of the Estate, thus making the total value of the bequest 
Rs. 25,995-0-9. The amount was invested in 3J per cent. Government 
Securities of the nominal value of Rs. 26,800. Out of the interest of this 
Fund the Syndicate have decided to award an annual prize to be called 
the “ Griffith Prize.*' 

The following rules recommended b 5 ' the Sub-Committee were adopted 
by the Syndicate at their meeting held on the 14th December, 1901 : — 

An Annual Prize, to be called Griffith Prize, will be awarded by the 
UniN'ersit 3 ' for the encouragement of advanced study in Science and 
Letters. 

All persons wlio liave taken tlie Degree of Bachelor in the Faculty of 
Arts, or the corresponding Degree in an\- oth^r Faculty in this Univorsitj^ 
will be allowo^to compete. The Pr ze will be awarded to Science and 
Letters in alternate ^^ears. 

Candidates for the Prize will he required to submit an Essay or a record 
of original woik in .some Department of Science or of Letters, as the 
case inaj" be. and each candidate will be required to send his Essay or 
record of work to the Registrar under a distinguishing motto. Tlie name 
of the candidate must be forwarded at the same time in a sealed envelope 
with the motto outside. 

Htniorarv Examiners will be appointed l\v the S^’iidicate to adjudicate* 
upon the merit of the work submitted by the candidates. 

If in any 3 ’ear no candidate shows sufficient merit to entitle him to the 
Prize, tlie income for that j’oar will l>e added to the Fund and invested 
accord ingl 3 ’. 

The Griffith Prize for 1907 will 1 h? awarded 1)3’ the Svndicate in the 
course of 1908, and the subject for such Prize will be an Essa 3 ’ or record 
of original work in some Department of Letters Candidates will bo 
required to send in their Essa 3 ^ or records of original uork on or before the 
31st December, 190 ;■ 

The value of the Prize for 1907 will Ik* Rs. 900 


.IOiiENI)RAC'HANDR.\ CHOSH’S RESEARCH PRIZE IN 
COMPARATIVE INDIAN LAW. 

In Januaiy 1902, the late Babu tjogendrachandra Ghosh, Member of the 
Senate, offered to place at the disposal of the Calcutta ITiiverait 3 ’^ Govern- 
ment Securities of the nominal value of Rs. 10,000 of the Loan of 1865 ter 
the encouragement of the study of Comparative Indian Law, b 3 ^ persons 
belonging to what is called the AdhN apak class in Bengal, and for the pur- 
]iose of estabUshing, out of the annual income qf the fund, a prize to be 
awarded to the writer of the best Es.say on the subject under the following 
conditions : — 

(i) By Comparative Indian Law shall Ix^ meant the Hindu Smriti 
Sastra, called a “ Vyabaharkhanda and a comparison of the standard 
Sanskrit authorities on the subject \vith British Indian Law as contained 
in Parliamentary Statutes. Regulations and Acts of the Indian Legislative 
Councils, and the Law as laid down in Leading Cases. The study, which 
it shall l>e the object of the Prize to encourage, is the Historj' of the 
Hindu Smriti Sastra as it existed at and from the time when Inffia came 
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under British rule, and how and to what extent it has been altered under 
British influence, regard being not only to the existing Statutes, 
Regulations and Acta but also to those which, having been in operation for 
a time, have now been repealed or become ob^lete, and regard being also 
had not only to the existing Leading Cases but to cases which were con- 
sidered Leading at one time, but have now been overruled, and how and 
to what extent such alteration has aflected Hindu Society. 

(ii) The essay, at the discretion of a Committee consisting of the 
Vice-Chancellor for the time being of the University, the President of the 
Faculty of Law and the Principal of the Government Sanskrit College in 
Calcutta, may deal with the whole of the Indian Comparative Law as 
before defined o'c with part or parts thereof ; but in no case shall an 
essay ^ entitled to competition wMch in any way attacks the religious 
beliefs, usages or institutions of His Majesty's subjects. And it shall be 
in the province and discretion of the said Committee to (a) make a 
detailed programme of studies for the proposed prize ; (6) name the 
subject of the essay for any one particular year : and (c) decide whether 
such prize shall be awarded every year or at longer intervals. 

(iii) By Adhyapak shajl be meant scholars of the Smriti Sastra, 
students of Smriti in the Government Sanskrit College mC^cutta, and in 
the Tales or indigenous Brahmamcal schools which send^^ candidates for 
the Title Examination held in that College, and students in other similar 
institutions in India. 

(iv) Every cemdidate for the Prize shaU be required to indicate 
generally in a perface to his thesis and specially in notes, the sources from 
which hifl information is taken, the extent to which he has availed 
himself of the work of others, and the portions of the thesis \^hich he 
claims as original. He shall further be required to state whether his re- 
search has been conducted independently, imder advice*, or in co opera- 
tion with others, and in what respects his investigations appear to him to 
tend to the advancement of knowledge. 

(v) Successful candidates shall be required to publish their essays, 
and, if necessary, they shall receive help from the University for the 
purpose. 

(vi) The essay or essays shall be written either in English or in 
Bengali, but if any competitor sends in an essay in any voniaciilar 
language other than Bengali he shall be bound to furnish cm English trans- 
lation thereof. 

(vii) The adjudicators for the prize shall bo the Vice-Chancellor of 

the University, the Chief Justice of Bengal, the President of the Fcu^ulty 
of Law, and the Principal of the Sanskrit College in Calcutta. Hiey shaU 
be entitled to consult experts of their own selection to assist them to (a) 
decide whether the essay or essays in competition is or are of sufficient 
merit to deserve the prize ; (6) award such prize ; (c) decide about the 
number of manuscript copies of each tosay to be sent in by the successful 
competitors ; (d) and consider the ways emd means for the publication of 
any essay or essa^. ^ 

(viii) The Prize shall be called the ** Research Prize in Comparative 
Indian Law." 

The offer waa thankfully accepted by the Syndicate at their meeting held 
on toe 8th February, 1902. 


ABINAS CHANDRA MEDAL. 

In March 1902, Babu Upendranath Mitra, M.A., B.L., Member of the 
Senate, wrote to the Registrar stating that his grand-dcmghter, Srimati

medal in memory of her deceased hiui)>and, the late Babu Abinas Giandra 
Mitra, B.L. , Superintendent, Finand^ Department, -Government of India, 
on the following conditions : — 

(i) That the medal be awarded annually to that successful candidate 
for degree of Bachdor of Arts who obtains the highest number of marks 
for Origiz]^ Composition at the Exam nation for Honours in English. 

(ii) That the medal bear the words ** Abinas Chandra Medal on one 
side and the University Arms on the other.

PREONATH DUTT LEGACY. 

In August, 1904, the Solicitor to the Government of India forwarded 
a cheque on the Bank of Bengal for Rs. 13,017-10-1, being the one-fourth 
share of the residuary estate of the late Babu Preonath Dutt bequeathed 
by him to the University. 

The Senate at their ineeting held on the 17th Felpruary, 1906, adopted the

The 
last fact shall be certified by two Members of the Senate. 

The Syndicate shall have power to alter the amounts of the scholarships 
according to the funds which are available.

1. That the scholarship shall be called the “ Darbhanga Research 
Scholarship ” and that it shall be awarded for the purpose of encouraging 
original research in medicine in its various branches, 

2. That all Graduates and Licentiates in Medicine of the Calcutta 
University shall be eligible to compete for the scholarsliip. 

3. That the value of the scholarship shall be Rs. 50 a month ; that 
it shall be awarded e\ery alternate year a^id that it shall be tenable for 
one year only from July to Jimo. 

4. That the scholarship shall be awarded under the following condi- 
tions : — 

(a) That the scholar shall bo appointed by the Syndicate on the 
recommendation of the Faculty of Medicine. 

(h) That the scholar sliall be required to devote at least 4 (four) hours 
a day, Sundavs and holidays excepted during the tenure of his 
scholarship to research work in any special branch of Medical 
Science to be previously selected by him and approved by the 
Board of Studies in Medicine and that liis work sliall be open 
to inspection by a member of the Faculty of Medicine to be 
sfiecially deputed by the Faculty in that behalf. 

(c) That applications for the scholarship shall be invited by tlie Regis- 
trar in the month of January of the year in which the scho- 
larship is to be awarded, and that such applications must 
reach the University office not later than the IJbth of April next 
following. Every candidate must state in his application the 
, special subjact or branch of Medical Science in which he 

proposes to carry on investigation or research work, and must 
also state in what respects his investigations appear to him 
to tend to the advancement of Medical Studies. He shall 
also state in his application the place where he intends to 
carry on his research work. If in a recognised Laboratory 
or Hospital, a recommendation from the Head of such Labora- 
tory or Hospital as to the fitness of the candidate to conduct 
such work and the probable value of such work, must accom- 
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pany the application. If the candidate intends to carry on 
his investigations privately, his application must be supported 
by a certificate to the above effect froYn a member of the 
Faculty of Medicine. 

(d) That during the tenure of his scholarship, every Research scholar 
shall be required to submit short quarterly reports of liis 
work to the member of the Faculty of Medicine who may be 
deputed to inspect his work and upon whose favourable re- 
port the continuance of his scholarship shall depend. 

(c) Each scholar shall, at the end of his tenure of scholarship, submit 
a cjompleto statement of the work ho lias doi^e diirincr the year. 
This statement which shall be typo- writ ten and otherwise 
ready for publication, shall be laid before the Facitlty of 
Medicine who shall, if publication he deemed advisahle, decide 
all questions in connection therevMth. 


CURUPRASANNA (IHOSH SCHOLAKSHIPS. 

The following s<*henie for giving <*ffect to the wishes ot the Testator 
has boon adopted liy the Senate : — 

1. Not less than three scholarships, each to be called “ Tlie (luni 
prasanna (Ihosh Scholarship ” shall he inamtamed out of the income 
of the endoM'ment. Each scholarship shall he tenable for three years, 
and one appointment shall be made annually. A scholarship, if tenable 
in Japan, will lie of the annual value of Rs. 1,000 ; if tenable in Europe 
or America of the value of Ks 2.0(U). 

2. C^andidates for the scholarships must, under the terms of the Will 
of the founder, ho *' pure luitiv'cs of Jlengal ” and “ preference shall 
always be given to Hindus.” 

3. .Applications for the scholarships shall bo subuiitted to the Registrar 
not latei’ than the 1st of August every yt‘ai‘. If an applicant has not 
already passed the Inh'i incdiato Examinatum in 8'-i<'ncc of this Uni\ c?'sity , 
or the final examination of a recognised School of Art or Teclinical or 
Agricultural College, lie must produce with Ins application proof that he 
has attained a knowledge of English and Mathematics up to the stamlartl 
oi the Matriculation Examination and of Physics and Chemistry up to the 
standard of the Intermediate Examination in Science. 

Any person w’ho intendi^to l>e a candidate for these scholarships may 
be examined, upon payment of a fee of Rs. 2 for each subject, m Eiiglisli 
and Compulsory Mathematics in the papers set at the ^latrieiilation 
Examination and in Physics and Chemistry in the papers set at the Inter- 
mediate Examination in Science : and if he attains the nimummi standard 
laid down in the Regulations in all or any of the subjects m winch lie is 
examined, he sllfa.ll he entitled to receive a certihr*ate accoi'dingly. 

4. Candidates lor the scholarships must liave completed IS years 
on the 1st March in the year in which they apply^ 

5. Tlie application of every c*andidate must set forth precisely the 
institution in Eiuope, America, or Japan in wdiich. if elected to the acholaj- 
ship, he intends to study, as also tlie particular branch of Agriculture or 
the Arts, Science and Industries of Europe, America, or tlie East, in 
which he desires to specialize. 

6. Candidates for the sciiularships shall submit to the Registrar, 
along with their apjilications, 

(a) Certificates of their good conduct, from persons of respectability'' 
and position w’ith whom they may be acquainted. 
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(6) Certificates of their physical capacity to undergo the course of 
life and study which they will have ^o follow in the country to which they 
intend to proceed, signed or countersigned by a medical man holding a 
degree or diploma of a recognised British or Indian University or Licensing 
body. 

Candidates must also state whether they have the consent of their 
families to proceed to Europe, America, or Japan. 

7. Tlie applications shall, in the first instance, be considered by a 
Committee of the Syndicate, consisting of the Vice-Chancellor and three 
other members, upon whose report, the Syndicate shall, not later than 
the 1st September in any year, award the scholarship to that one among 
the candidates who is best qualified to promote the object of the foimder. 

8. The Syndicate may contribute towards the expenses of the passage 
of the selected scholar, such amount as the state of the funds may permit. 
Tlie Syndicate may also, whenever practicable, contribute towards the 
retiu*n passage, of any scholar \vho has specially distinguished himself in 
his studies. 

9. Every scholar shall, within four weeks of his arrival at the selected 
place of study, forward a rs'port to the Registrar, coimtersigned by the 
proper authorities, showing (a) the course of study ho proposes tg follow, 
(6) the arrangement made for his residence, supervision and control. 
Any departure from the conditions of study and residence thus reported 
shall be duly intimated by the scholar for the approval of the Syndicate. 

10. Every scholar shall, at the end of each term at the Institution 
where he prosecutes his studies, forward to the Registrar a certificate 
from the proper authorities, showing that his residence, conduct, and pro- 
gress in study have been satisfactory during the term. The continuance of 
the scholarship shall depend upon the regular production of such certificate, 

11. Every scholar will be liable to forfeit his scholarship^ who, not 
being disabled by illness or prex’enied by any other cause which the Syn- 
dicate may deem sufficient, fails to complete his studies for three years 
(in accordance w'ith the terms and conditions set out in his application). 
If a scholarship be forfeited, the scholar will be further liable to refuntl 
the amount, if any, contributed for his passage. 

12. Subject to due compliance wdth the above conditions, the allow- 
ance w'ill be forwarded quarU'rly in advance, by the Registrar, free of 
all charges to the chief Controlling authority of Institution where the 
scholai' prosecutes his studies, for payment to him. 

13. The Senate may. at any time, upon the recommendation of the 
Syndicate, alter these Rules, consistently with the terms of the Will of 
the foimder, but not so as to prejudice the holder of any scholarship already 
awarded. 


KUSUMKUMARI MEDAL. 

On the 25th February, 1908, Dr. Narendranath Chakr^-borti , Executor 
to the Estate of the late Kmumkumari Sen, made over to the University 
Government Promissory notes of the nominal value of Rs. 1 ,500 for the 
purpose of creating an cifdowment for the annual award of a gold medal 
of the value of Rs. 62-v8-0 to the best Bengali student, irrespective of sex, 
who strands first in the P'insl Examination in Midwifery from the Medical 
College, Calcutta, on the following conditions : — 

1. That the medal bear ^he words ** Kusumkumari Medal awarded 

to for proficiency in Midwifery ” on one side and the 

Uhiversity Arms on the other. 

2, Tliat the medal be presented publicly every year at the annual 
Convocation for conferring degrees. 
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That the names of the medallists be printed annually in the Univer- 
sity Calendar. 


GOLAKCHANDRA GHOSE MEDAL. 

On the 4th May, 1908, Babu Dwarkanatli Ghosh made over to the 
University 3 per cent. Government Promissory notes of the nominal value 
of Rs 2^500 for the purpose of creating an endowment to commemorate 
the memory of his late father, Babu Golakchandra Ghosh, on the following 
conditions : — 

1. That an annual gold medal be presented public^ every year to the 
successful candidate at the M.A. Examination in Sanskrit, who obtains 
the highest marks in the Vedanta Philosophy, provided ho does not obtain 
any other medal. In case the, required candidate is not available the 
medal is to be presented to a deserving candidate who shall have passed 
the M.A. degree in Sanskrit Moral Pliilosophy, irrespective of caste, creed 
and sex. 

2. That the medal is to l3ear the following inscription : — 

*■ Dwarkanath Ghosh donor, in honour of his late father Golakchandra 

Ohoso of No. r»2-2, Sankaritola Lane, Calcutta, awarded to ” 

on ono side and the University arms on the other. 

3. That the names of the medallists be printed in the Calendar and 
in the Calcutta Gazette. 


MINTO PROFESSORSHIP OF ECONOMICS. 

J . The duties of the Professor of Economics shall be as follows : — 

(а) To devote himself to the investigation of the Science of Econo- 

mics and its application to Indian Problems. 

(б) To deliver (not less than once a week during twelv'e weeks every 

year) a course of at least twelve lectures upon Economics 
w'itli special reference to Indian problenui and emboyding, as 
far as possible, the result of his owti researches in the subject. 
(Such lectmes, after delivery, shall be published by the Uni- 
versity). 

{c) To hold classes in Economics not less than twice a week during at 
least twenty- five weeks every year, for the benefit of post- 
graduate students and to promote research by them as far as 
practicable. • 

(d) To prepare a work dealing with the application of the Principles 
of Political Economy to Indian topics. (The limits of the 
subjects to be generally those indicated in the syllabus pres- 
cribed for the Examination for the Degi-ee of Bachelor of 
Arts.) 

2. The Professor shall, in the first instance, l>e appointed for a term 
of five years, but upon the expiry of his term, shall l^e eligible for re- 
appointment. 

3. The salary of the Professor shall be Rfc, 9,000 a year to be paid in 
equal monthly instalments. 

4. The balance of the Annual Government grant, Rs. 1 ,000, shall be 
applied to the publication of the lectures delivered by the Professor under 
Rule 1, clause (6). 

5. As soon as practicable after the scheme for the Professorship has 
been approved by the Senate, the Syndicate shall invite applications by 
public advertisement. 
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6. Can^lidates for the ProfeBsorship shall submit their applications not 
later than the 1st December, lOOSf^ Every application shall be accom- 
panied by — 

(а) A statement of the original work or investigation in Economics 

which may have been done by the candidate ; 

(б) Testimonials to indicate special fitness for appointment to the 

Professorship of Economics ; 

(c) A syllabus of the courses of lectures which the candidate would, 
if appointed to the Professorship, deliver during the first two 
years of the term of office. 

7. Canvassing by intending candidates for the Professorship is strictly 
prohibited ; and ift any candidate is proved to have canvassed for the 
appointment directly or indirectly, he shall, on that ground alone, be 
disqualified. 

8. The applications from candidates* shall, in the first instance, be 
considered by a special Board consisting of the Hon’blo the Vice-Chanc*ellor 
and four other members nominated by the Syndicate. The Board shall 
scrutinize the applications and report thereon to the Syndicate. The 
Syndicate shall then recorarqend t/O the Senate that one amongst the 
candidates who in their opinion is best qualified for the Professorship. 

9. The appointment shall bo made by the Senate at the Annual Meeting 
in 1909, when the applications of all the candidates together with the 
report of the special Board and the proceedings of the Syndicate shall 
be laid before the Senate. 

10. The Professor, elected by the Senate and approved by the Governor- 
General in Council, under Section 9, Chapter X, of the Regulations, shall 
undertake the performance of the duties of his office not later than the Ist 
November, 1909. Upon his failure to do so, the Senate shall be at liberty 
to cancel the appointment. 

11. The copyright in the lectures as well as the Treatise [Sec. 1 (b) and 
(d) ] shall be in the Professor ; but he shall make over to the University 
200 copies of his lectures annually for distribution. 


GOVERNMENT SCHOLARSHIPS TENABLE IN ENGLAND BY 
NATIVES OF INDIA.* 

1. Six Scholarships, the cost of which is defrayed by the Government of 
India, are established, tenable in England by persons who are natives of 
India within the meaning of Section 6 of the Statute, 33 Vic., Cap. 3, The 
Scholarships are placed at the disposal of the Universties of Calcutta, 
B mbay, Madras and the Panjab in rotation, t o^e Scholarship being given

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to each of the first two Universities during one year, and one Scholarship 
to each of the last two during next y^r. 

2. Each Scholarship entitles the holder to an allowance not exceeding 
£200 per annum, payable from date of his arrival in England, and is ten 
able for three years. 

3. Each scholar is provided with a free passage to and from England. 

4. If any scholar, not being disabled by sickness, fails to complete a 
residence of three years in England, or is guilty of gross misconduct or 
disregard of the orders of His Majesty’s Secretary of State, he w^ill, at the 
discretion of the Secretary of State, forfeit his Scholarsliip, emd will also be 
liable to refund the amount representing the cost of Ijis free passage to 
England. 

5. Scholars wiU be expected to reach England before the opening of the 
October term at the Universities of. Oxford or Cambridge, to one of which 
Universities they will be required to proceed. 

Rules fob Election to the (iOvernment Schoiarships. 

1. Candidates for the (lovorument Schoikrships must be natives of 
India within the meaning of Section 6 of the Statute, 33 Vic., Cap. 3. 

2. The selection of the scholars shall take place not later than the month 
of June in the year in which a Scholarship is placed at the disposal of this 
University. 

3. The candidates for the Scholarship shall be only such Graduates of 
the University as have passed the examination for the degree of M.A., or 
the examination for the degree of B.A,, or B.Sc. with Honoun*s, and must 
in all ceises be under 22 years of age on the 31st March, in tlie year in 
which the selection is made by the Uriiversit}^ . 

4. Candidates for the examinations mentioned in the preceding rule 
who are desirous of competing for the Ooveruiiient Scholarship at the 
disposal of this University either in the year of their examination, or in the 
three following years, shall intimate the fact to the Registrar at the time 
they make their applications for these examinations, and shall state whether 
they have the consent of their families to proceed to England in order 
to complete a University education there. 

5. It shall be the duty of the Boards of Examiners in submitting the 
results of the examinations mentioned in Rule 3, to state which of the 
candidates are in their opinion lit and proper persons to be selected for the 
Government Scholarship. 

6. Candidates for the Scholarship who have been nominated by the 
Boards of Examiners under the preceding rule, shall in the month of May m 
the year in which it is to be a\varded, be called upon to submit to the Regis- 
trar certificates of — 

(а) their good conduct, from persons of respectability and position 
witli whom they may be acquainted ; 

(б) their knowledge of the English language, from one or more of the 
Professors of the’ College in which they have been educated, and 

(c) their physical capacity to undergo the course of life and study 
which they will have to follow in England, signed or countersigned by 
a Presidency or Civil Surgeon. 

7. In the year in which the selection is to take place, the names of those 
candidates recommended by the Boards of Examiners for the year and for 
the three preceding years shall be laid before a Committee of the Syndicate 
consisting of not more than three members, who shall have power to call for 
reports from the Principals and Professors of the Colleges in which the 
graduates were educated, and to make such other enquiries as they think fit, 
and who shall recommend to the Vice-Chancellor one of the candidates 
fop selection. 
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BuLES IDS Indian Govebnment Soholabs in England. 

(As amended by the Secretary of^tate in OoundU 1893.) 

1. Every scholar shall, on reaching England, at once present himself at 
the India Olhce and report his arrival in writing. 

2. Every scholar ^all, without any unnecessary delay, inform the 
Secretary of State to which University he intends to proceed, and shall 
at once take steps to enter himself at the College he has selected. 

3. Every scholar shall, within four weeks of reaching Ei^land, submit 
for the approval of the Secretary of State, a statement showing the general 
course of study he proposes to follow ; and the course approved shall not be 
changed without &e sanction of the Secretary of State. 

4. ^-Every scholar shall, at the end of each term of residence at the 
University, submit to the Secretary of State a certificate from the proper 
College or University' authority, showhig that his residence, conduct and 
progress in study have been sati^actory during the tenn. 

5 Every scholar shall, at all times, obey such instructions as he may 
receive from the Secretary of State. 

6. Subject to the due compliance with the above conditions, the allow- 
ance, at the rate of £200 a year, for three years, will be paid quarterly in 
advance by the India Office, commencing from the date of the Scholar’s 
reporting his arrival in England, but this allowance shall be reduced by the 
amount of any other sum which may become payable to him out of the 
revenues of India in respect of residence at a University during the same 
period or any part of it. 

7. Every scholar will forfeit his Scholarship, who, not being disabled by 
illness or prevented by any other cause which the ^cretary of Qtete may 
consider sufficient, fails to complete a residence of three yecu^ in England, 
according to the terms and conditions approved by the Secretary of State 
under Buie 3, or who is guilty of misconduct or disregard of the orders of 
the Secretary of State. If a Scholarship be forfeited, the scholar will lose 
his claim to a free return passage to In^a, and will further become 
liable to refimd the cost of his free passage to England. 

8. The scholar will be under the special supervision and charge of the 
Political Aide-de-Camp to the Secretary of State, through whom the neros- 
bary orders will be given , and to whom all reports and other communica- 
tions respecting them should be sent.

VI. 

AFFILIATION OF THE UNIVERSITY 

OF CALCUTTA TO THE UNIVERSITIES OF OXFORD, 
CAMBRIDGE. DUBLIN AND EDINBURGH. 


(I). UNIVERSITY OF OXFORD. 


In a cunvocation of the Oxford Univorsity held on June 3rd, 1902, the 
following Revised Statute on Colonial and Indian Universities was ap- 
proved 

Where^ it is expedient ( 1 ) to provide for the making of regulations for 
carrying into effect the provisions of the Statute on Colonial and Indian Uni- 
versities ; (2) to enable Candidates from these Universities under certain 
conditions to offer themselves for examination in any Honour School of the 
Second Public Examination, and to supplicate for the Degree of Bachelor of 
Arts without having passed either Responsioiis or the First Public Examina- 
tion ; and (3) to confine the requirement of a sufficient knowledge of the 
Greek language to Candic^tes from Colonial Universities, and to determine 
the conditions under which Candidates shall be permitted to satisfy the 
requirement by passing approved examinations of such Universities, the 
University enacts as follows : — 


1. Any University situated in any part of the British Dominions other

Unworsity to be admitted to the privileges of 
this section of the statutes. 


2. The application shall be addressed to the Vice-Chancellor, who shaH 
report the scune to the Hebdomadal Council. 

3. The Hebdomadal Council, after considering such application and 
after making such enquiry as it shall deem necessary, shall, if it think fit, 
propose to Convpcation that the University so applying shall be admitted 
to the privileges of this section of the Statutes. A University admitted to 
the privileges conferred by this section of the Statutes may at any time 
renounce such privileges, and this Univorsity m*y at any time by a vote 
of convocation withdraw the same from any Univorsity. 

4. Any member of a Univorsity so admitted, who shall have pursued a 
course of study prescribed by it imd extending over two yeare, and who 
shall have passed all the examinations incident to the course, may be 
admitted to the status and privileges of a Junior Colonial oi Indicm 
Student. 


5. Any member of a University so admitted, who shall have pursued a 
course of study proscribed by it and extending over three full years, and 
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who shall have taken’*' Honours in the hnal examination incident to the 
course, may be admitted to the statfus and privileges of a Senior, Colonial 
or Indian Student. 

6. It shall be the duty of the HebdomcKlal Council to draw up and 
submit to Convocation a statement of the conditions under whch a member 
of a University so admitted shall be deemed to have taken Honours as 
aforesaid. Every such statement, if approved by Convocation, shall have 
the force of regidations made by Statute. 

7. The status and privileges of a Junior Student shall be as follows : — 

(a) The Term in which he is matriculated shall be reckoned, for the 
purposes of any pi^ visions respecting the standing of members of the Uni- 
versity, as the fifth Term from his matriculation. 

(b) A Junior Student shaU not be required to pass Responsions, or to 
pass in an Additional Subject at Responsions. 

(c) A J unior Student who has passed the Second Public Examination 
and has obtained Honours either in the First or in the Second Public 
Examination, shall be entitled to supplicate for the Degree of Bachelor of 
Arts so soon as he shall have kept statutable residence for eight Terms, 
provided that, if he is a Colonial Student he has shown a sufficient know- 
ledge of the Greek language. 

(d) A J imior Student who has passed the Second Public Examination 
but has not obtained Honours either in the First or in the Second Public 
Examination, shall be entitled to supplicate for the Degree of Bachelor of 
Arts so soon as he shall have kept statutable residence for twelve Terms. 
Provided that, if he is a Colonial Student, he has shown a sufficient know- 
ledge of the Greek language. 

8. The Status and privileges of a Senior Student shall be as follows : — 

(а) The Term in wliich he is matriculated shall be reckoned for the pur- 
poses of any provisions respecting the standing of members of the Univer- 
sity, as the fifth Term from his matriculation. 

(б) A Senior Student shall not be required to pass any part of Respon- 
sions or of the First Public Examination or any Preliminary Examination 
of the Second Public Examination. 

(c) A Senior Student who has obtained Honours in the Second Public 
Examination shall be entitled to supplicate for the Degree of Bachelor of 
Arts so soon as he shall have kept statutable residence for eight Terms. 
Provided that, if he is a Colonial Student, he has shown a sufficient know- 
ledge of the Greek language. 

9. Every person who, having been matriculated, desires to claim the 
status of a Junior or Senior Student, shall make his application through an 
officer of a College or Hall or of the Non-Collegiate Body, to the Secretary 
to the Boards of Faculties, and shall at the same time pay to the University 
Chest, through the Secretary, the sum of one pound or of two pounds, ac- 
cording as he is admitted os a Junior ©r a Senior Student. If he makes 
his application later than a w'eek from matriculation, he shall pay an ad- 
ditional fee of one pound. 

10. Any person qualified to become a Junior Student bn matriculation 
may be admitted to any part of Responsions, any part of the First Public 
Examination, and any [preliminary Examination in the Second Public 
Examination. 


♦ The University of Calcutta. 

That any member of the University of Calcutta who shall have passed 
the Examination at that University for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts, and 
shall have been placed in the First Division in two or more subjects of that 
Examination, shall be deemed to have taken Honours as required by the 
provisions of Statt. Tit. II. Sect. VIIT. cl. 5. October 22, 1903. 
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11. Every person who, being qualified to become a Junior* or Senior 
Student on matriculation, desires to have his name entered for an examina- 
tion before he has been matriculated, shall make his application to the 
Secretary through an officer of a College or Hall or of the Non-CoUegiate 
Body, who shall send the name to the Secretary seven clear days before 
the day fixed for entering names for the Examination in question, 
together with — 

(а) The statutable fee, and in addition thereto the sum of one pound or 
of two pounds according as the Candidate claims to be qualified to become 
Junior or a Senior Student. 

(б) A declaration that the Candidate in his opinion bond- fide desires 
admission to his College or Hall or as a non-Collegiate Student as the case 
may be ; and 

(c) Evidence showing that the Candidate is qualified as aforesaid. 

Any Candidate whose name has been entered for an examination as 
aforesaid shall, so soon as he has been matriculated, become a Junior or a 
Senior Student, as the case may be. 

12, A Colonial Student shall be deemed to have shown a sufficient 
know'ledge of the Greek language if he has pissed — 

either (a) one of the examinations enumerated below in the Schedule : 

or (6) such examination or examinations of his University as shall 
satisfy the conditions laid down under the provision of the next following 
clause. Provided that evidence of his having satisfied these conditions 
shall have been produced to the Secretary within one week from his matri- 
culation, and that a registration fee of fiv^e shillings shall have been paid 
through the Secretary to the University Chest. 

13. It shall he the duty of the Hebdomadal Council to draw^ up a 
statement of the conditions under wdiich a member of a University whicli 
has been admitted to the privileges of this Statute shall be deemed to have 
shown a sufficient knowledge of the Cheek language in the examinations 
of his X'niversity. Every such statement shall be submitted to Convo- 
cation, and, if approved, shall have the force of regulations made by 
Statute. 

14, The Secretary shall have powder to make and varj^ from time to 
time regulations for the admission of qualified persons to the status of 
.Junior or Senior Student, and for enabUng Junior or Senior Students, or 
persons qualified to become Junior or Senior Students, to offer themselves 
for examination under the provisions of this section, provided that all such 
regulations and any variation in them shall be submitted to the Vice- 
Chancellor and Proctors for approval. 

16. It shall be the duty qf the Secretaiy t-o keep a sufficient record of the 
members of the University who have the status and privileges of a Junior 
or Senior Student respectively, and of the persons not yet matriculated 
whose names have bwn entered for an examination under the provisions 
of this section, and to see that no candidate is admitted to the examina- 
tion or to any of the privileges of a Junior or Senior Student who has not 
satisfied tho conditions of this section.

(II). UNIVERSITY OF CAMBRIDGE. 

On the 28th February, 1895, the following revised Regulations were 
fMlopted by the Senate of the University of Cambridge for the affiliation 
of the Calcutta University : — 

1. That the University of Calcutta be adopted as an institution affi- 
liated to the University of Cambridge. 

2. That any matriculated Student of the University of Calcutta be 

entitled to be admitted to the privileges of affiliation who has (1) in ac- 
cordemce with the Regulations of that University studied for not less than 
two years at one or more institutions for the education of adult students 
affiliated up to the B.A. Standard ; (2) passed the Entrance Exami- 

nation and also passed in the first division in the First Examination in 
Arts, or passed in Honours in the Examination for Bachelor of Arts of 
that University ; provided that in one of these Examinations or in some 
other examination held by that University, he has satisfied the Examiners 
in Greek, Latin, Sanskrit, Arabic or Persian. 


(Ill) UNIVERSITY OF DUBLIN. 

Abts Studies. 

The University of Dublin is prepared to recognise the Arts Studies of the 
following Colonial and Indian Universities, and such others as the Board 
and Council may, from time to time, direct to be added to the list : — The 
Universities of Adelaide, Allahabad, Bombay, Calcutta, Cape of Good 
Hope, Madras, Melbourne, M’Gill (Montreal), New Brunswick, New 
Zealand, Panjab, Sydney, Tasmania, Toronto. 

Any student producing the proper CertifiGates that he has passed two 
years in Arts Studies at such Universities, or hew passed the examinations 
belonging to that period, will be entitled to put his name on the College 
Books as a senior Freshman, a student with one year’s credit ; with tlus 
reservation, that if the Course of Arts which he has pursued does not 
include all the subjects of the Junior Freshman year, the Senior Lecturer 
may require him to qualify by Examination in the omitted subject or 
subjects within one month after his name has been entered on the Books. 

Furthermore, the Senior Lecturer was authorized by the Board, upon 
due inquiry, to admit students who have passed the Matriculation Exam- 
ination of the University of Cape Colony, without further Examination. 

Medical Studies. 

The Board, on the recommendation of the Medical School Committee, 
have adopted the following Resolutions (January 13th 1900) : — 

** That, in Medical Schools recognized by the University of Dublin, two 
consecutive anni medici taken at any period during the four years, of the 
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Aledioal CumculUin, be rooogoized as qualifying for admission to the Ex- 
aminations of the School of Physic.” ^

The Presidency College was established on the 15th June, 1855, under 
orders from the Hon’ble the Court of birectors in their Despatch No. 62, 
dated, 16th September, 1854, and is imder the control of the Director 
of Public Instruction, Bengal. 

The College is open to all classes of the community, and the courses of 
inatruotion is adapted to the requirements of the University for Degrees 
in Arte and Science. 

Students who have passed the University Entrance Examination are 
admissible to this College. 

There is an admission fee of Rs. 10; the monthly tuition fee of Rs. 12, 
except in the case of students holding Junior Scholarships, who pay 
only Be. 10 and the annual athletic club subscription Re. 1-4. 

Eden Hindu Hostel is a Government Institution maintained in con- 
nection with the College, and is under the control of the Principal. 
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A Gold Medal, called the Scindiah Medal, the value of the Interest no 
Bs. 2,500, being a donation from His. Highness the Maharaja Scindiah, is 
awarded annually to the candidate who stands first among the successful 
candidates from this College at the F.A. Examination. 

A prize, called the Gwalior prize, the value of the interest on Rs. 600 
being a donation from His Highness the Maharaja Scindiah is also awarded 
annually to that student of the Presidency College who, on passing the First 
Exeunination in Arts, stands next in order of merit to those who gain 
scholarships op other prizes. 

The Late Moharaja Doorga Charan Law, C.I.E., meulo an endowment 
for three free studentships in this College.

COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT. 

303, Bowbazar Street. 

1. Courses of study at\d delivery of lectures^ — Arrangements are made for 
instruction and examination in two diffei ont courses of study — one to be a 
complete course every part of which shall be obligatory, and the other to 
consist of a series of lectures or clas^^es all or any of which may be attended 
at option. The lectures in the former course arc delivered during the day 
while those in the latter are delivered in the evening only, 

2. Day Course. — The following are the subjects prescribed for the day 
course : — 

(i) English (modern), and especially English correspondence, including 

commercial correspondence, letter drafting and writing ; 

(ii) arithmetic, including commercial and mental arithmetic ; 

(iii) one of the following languages, namely, Bengali, Hindi, Urdu, 

Uriya, French, German or Latin. 

(iv) one of following subjects, namely, book-keeping, shorthand- 

writing or typewriting ; and 

(v) comme^cied history and geography. 

The coui*se extends over a period of two yea^, at the end of which an 
examination is held in the prescribed subjects, in all of which the candidates 
are required to pass. No candidate is edlowed to pass unless his answers on 
every subject are written in a good, legible handwriting. 

3. JBvening Course. — The fmlowing are the subjects prescribed for the 
evening course : — 

(i) outlines of political economy ; 

(ii) banking and currency ; 

(iii) commercial and industrial law. 
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(iv) annuities and insurance ; 

(v) book-keeping ; 

(vi) .shorthand-wriiing ; 

(vii) typewriting ; and 
(viii) English (modem). 

In thesejsubjeots speoial exeuninations are held, candidates being allowed 
to take up each sepurately and to obtain certificates of having pa«»d in it. 

4. Aiixrd of oerUfioatea and publication of resuZto.-^Oertifioates are 
awarded by the Education Department to students passing the examina- 
tions, and require endorsement by the Secretary to the Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce, and lists of successful candidates, without clMsification, are 
published by that Chamber and by the Bengal National Chamber of 
Commerce. 

5. AdmisHion . — ^There is no age-limit ^or candidates for either course. 

Candidates who have passed the C class ’* Examination of B[igh Schools 

or the Entrance Examinaiton are eligible for admission to the day course, 
but others are admitted only if they satisfy the Education Department, by 
passing a preliminary tes^xamination of a similar standard, that they have 
sufficient general education to enable them to derive advantage from the 
lectures. Candidates who have not attended the lectures in the day course 
are allowed to compete at tho examination only if they have passed the 
Entrance or the ** C class *’ Examination or satisfied the Education Depart- 
ment, by passing a preliminary test-examination, that they have a reason- 
able prospect of success. The form of certificate which is issued to students 
who have passed this examination, as laid down in paragraph (2) above, 
shoi^ whether the student has passed the “ C class ’* or Entrance Exam- 
ination or not, and also whether he has duly attended the lectures pre- 
scribed for the day course. Those only who have passed the “ C class ” or 
Entrance Examination, and after attending the full day course of 
lecturos have passed the prescribed examination, are considered to be 
elimble for tho full commercial certificate. 

Candidates who have attended the lectures in the day course are eligible 
for admission to the evening course and allowed to compete at the examin- 
ations ; but others are admitted and allowed to compete only if they satisfy 
the Education Department by passing a preliminary test-examinaton that 
they have a leasonable prospect of success, as the caae may be. The certi- 
ficates issued on the resiilt of the examination in this course, as laid down 
in paragraph (3) above, show whether the students have attended th^? 
lectures prescribed for the day course and have petssed such examination, 
and also whether they have attended the evening course of lectures. 

6. I'ees . — The tuition fee is Ra. 3 per mehsem payable for the whole 
school year for the entire day course, and the admission fee is Rs. 3. A 
foe of Rs. 3 is payable for each series of fifteen lectures in tho evening 
course on — 

(i) banking and currency; 

(i0 commercial and industrial law ; 

(iii) annuities and insurance ; 

(iv) English (modem). 

The fee for each course of thirty-two lectures on the outlines of political 
conomy is Rs. 6 

M the evening lectures on book-keeping, shorthand writing, and type- 
writ^ are on advanced portions of those subjects and continue over a 
considerable period, the fee for each course is Rs. 10. 

7. The setting of the papers for the examinations is left to an Examina- 
tion Boi^, which is constituted for the purpose by the IMiector of Public 
Instruction, and upon which the Education Department, the Bengal

Chamber of Commerce, end the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce 
are represented. 

8. PriztB . — First and second prizes of Rs, 60 and Rs. 26 respectively 
are offered by the Bengal ChemibOT of Commerce for competition by the 
students of the classes in each of the following subjects ; — 

Modem Engli^, Shorthand, Book-keeping, Mercantile Ls^, Banking 
and Currency, and Political Economy. 

9. Medals . — Three gold medals are offered by the Remington Type- 
writer Company for competition by the students of the Type-writing 
classes K day and evening. 

10. Four scholarships of Rs. 16, Rs. 12, Rs. 8, and Rs. 8 per mmeem 
tenable for two years, respectively, are, under existing arrangements, 
available for candidates adimtted to the day course who have ]^asBed 
the C class " Examination ; and candidates who have obtained similar 
scholcurships at the Entrance Examination are permitted to hold them 
during the day course.

This Institution was founded in 1836, and was originally supported from 
funds bequeathed by Muhammad Moshin, a wealthy Muhammadan gentle- 
man, who dying without heirs in the year 1806 left his large property, 
yielding an annual income of Rs. 45,000, to Muhammadan Trustees “for 
the servicje of God.’ ’ Owing to the misappropriation of the funds Govern- 
ment assumed the office of Trustees. The right of assumption was opposed 
by the original Trustees, but upheld both by the Courts in India and by the 
Privy Council in England. The period of litigation extended over many 
years, during which the axmual income accumulated, forming a surplus of 
Rs. 8,61,100. The surplus 7a8 devoted to the foimdation and endowment 
of the Hughli College, and was further increased by a portion of the original 
zemindaree that became available on the death of one of the Mootawallees of 
the Hughli Immambarah, an Institutioti which also derives its support 
from M^ammad Mohsin’s legacy. The College endowments were further 
increased by the accumulation of unexpended revenue until the income 
amountod to Re. 51,000 per annum. In 1873 the Government of India 
resolved to transfer the whole of the Moshin endowment to the purpose of 
Muhammadan education throughout Bengal and accordingly increased the 
provincial as8i,n;iiment for education- in Bengal ^by Rs. 50,000 a year, in 
order to meet the expenses of the Hughli College which has now become 
an Institution maintained by the Government. 

The College consists of three Departments, — an English, an Arabic, and a 
Law Department, — and is under the control of the Director of Public In- 
struction, Bengal. The English Department is open to all students who 
have passed the University Entrance P^xamination, the fees being three 
rupees per mensem for Muhammadans and Rs. 6 for all others. In the 
Law Department the fee is Rs. 7 for the 1st and 2nd year classes.

SCHOLARSHIPS, STUDENTSHIPS, &c. 

1. One Laha Scholarship of Ra. 25 per mensem tenable for one year, is 
awaided annually to a graduate in Honours of this College, who is preparing 
within dve years of his passing the Entrance Examination, to take the M. A. 
degree. 

2. One Rani Katyani Scholarship of Rs. 16 per mensem, tenable for two 
years, is awarded annually to the most deserving student who has passed 
the F.A. Examination from the College, Emd who has not gained a govern- 
ment Scholarship!; but the Principal who is the administrator of this 
scholarship fund, is authorised to divide the scholarship into two of Rs. 8 
each whenever such a course may be advisable. 

3. One Zemindaree Scholarship of Rs. 7 per mensem, tenable for two 
years, is awarded annually to the most deserving student who has passed 
the Entrance Examination from the Collegiate or Branch School, and who 
has not gained a Government Scholarship, preference being given to a stu- 
dent of the latter school. 

^ 4. Maharaja DoorgcM^haran Laha, C.X.E., awards five studentships each 
of Rs. 5 per mensem, to students rea^ng in the English Department of the 
College, and five of Rs. 3 each to students of the Collegiate School. 

5. Nine Mohsin Anglo-Persian Scholarships, tenable for one year, three 
of Rs. 5, three of Rs. 4, and three of Rs. 3 per mensem, are awarded annual- 
ly to the most deserving Muhammadan students of the Collegiate School. 

6. Thirty Free Boarderships are attached to the Muhammadan Hostels, 
13 of which are open to all Muhammadan stij|dents of the College and Col- 
legiate School, who have not gained any Government or Mohsin Scholar- 
ships, and 17 to students of the Arabic Department. 

7. Six Mohsin Scholarships, tenable for one year, attached to the 
Arabic Department, are awarded annually, two of Rs. 8, two of Rs. G, 
and two of Rs. 4 per mensem. 

8. A Thwaytes Gold Medal of the value of about Rs. 42 is awarded annu- 
ally to the graduate from this College who gains the highest number of 
marks in Mathematics at the B.A. Examination of each year. 

9. A Scholarship ofcRs. 5 per mensem, tenable for two years in the 
Hughli College, is awarded annually to the student of the Hughli Collegiate 
School who obtains the ^atest number of marks in Mathematics in passing 
the Entrance Examination of the Calcutta University. And a Schmarship 
of Rs. 5 per mensem, tenable for two years in the Hughli College, is award 
ed annually to the student of the Hughli College who obtains the greatest 
number of marks in Mathematics in passing the First Examination in Arts 
of the Calcutta University.

The College is supported by (Government and is under the control of 
the Director of Public Instruction, Eastern Bengal and Assam. 
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It was originally opened as a school by the General Commttee of Public 
Instruction, in the year 1835. In 1841 it was converted into a College, 
when a Principal we^ appointed, and an increase made to the staff of 
teachers. The College biiilding was erected partJy by public subscription 
in 1841. 

Any undergraduate of the University may be admitted, and instruction is 
given up to the standard of the M.A. Examination of the University of Cab 
cutta. Lectures in Law also are delivered , and students are prepared for 
the B.L. Examination. 

Students in the General Department pay a monthly fee of Rs. 6, and in 
the Law Department, of Rs. 5. 

A silver medal, called the Donnelly Prize, the value of the interest on Rs. 
501) subscribed by the native assistants of the late Abkari Commissioner’s 
Office, in memory of the late A. F Donnelly, Esq., and a prize, called the 
Lewis Prize, tlie value of the interest on Rs. 600 subscribed by studeifts of 
the College, in memory of G. Lewis, Esq., one of the former Principals of 
the College, are awarded annually — ^the former for proficiency in Histoj y 
in the F.A. and the latter fof proficiency in English (essay writing). 

A gold and a silver medal called the Pope Medals, the value of the inter- 
est on Rs. 1 ,600, subscribed by the native friends of Mr. John Van Someren 
Pope, M.A., one of the former Principals of the College, are awarded 
annually — the former to the candidate who stands first from the Dacca 
College in English Honours at the B.A. Examination, and the latter to the 
candidate who stands first in English at the Entrance Examination from 
the Dacca Collegiate School. 

A prize, called the Srinath Prize, the value of the interest on Rs. 200, is 
awarded annually to that student who stands first in Sanskrit at the En- 
trance Examination from the Dacca Collegiate School. 

Five prizes, <;alled the Ramlochan Ghosh Prizes, of the total value of 
Rs. 36, the interest on Rs. 1 ,000 presented by Babu Ramloclian Ghosh, to 
the Dacca College, are annually awarded in*the following manner on the 
results of the Entrance Examination of the Dacca Collegiate School : — 

1 Prize of Rs. 7 to tlie best student in English,

The prizes are awarded on the results of the Entrance Examination, and 
are limited to those students who do not obtain any Scholarship, provided 
they read for the F.A. Examination in the Da&ca College A student may 
gain more than rrne prize if entitled to them by his marks. 

A prize, called the Brcnnand Prize, consisting of books of the value of the 
interest on Rs. 1,000, awarded nnnually to that student who at the B.A, 
Examination .stands first from the Dacca College in Mathematics, to enable 
him to read for the M.A. degree in that subject. 

Four Scholarships of Rs. 6 each were given by Sir Ashanullah, K.C.I E , 
and continued by his son Nawab Salimulla Bahadoor, C.S.I. , to Maham- 
medan students from the J3acca Ma^lrassah, tenable in the 1st, 2nd, 3rd 
and 4th year College classes, respectively. 

A Scholarship of Rs. 17-8 a month, the interest on Rs. 6,000 given by 
the late- Raj a Rajendranarayan Rai, Bahadur, of Bhawal, in memory of 
his father Raja Kalinaravan Raychauduhri , is awarded annually to a 
graduate of the Dacca College to enable him to read for the M A. degree 
in that College. 

A Scholarship, called the Iswarchandra Vidyasagar Scholarship of Rs. 10 
a month, was given by Rajendranarayan Rai, Bahadur, of Bhawal, and 
continued by his widow, in memory of the late Pandit Iswarchandra 
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Vidyasagar. The Scholarship is awarded to the student who passes tlie 
Entrance Examination from the Dacca Collegiate , school and stands 
highest in Sanskrit, to enable him to read up to the M.A. Standard at the 
Deu^ca College. 

Attached to the College, and under the control of the Principal, is the 
Rajohandra Hindu Hostel, founded in memory of the late Babu Rajchandra 
Das, Zemindar and Banker of Dacca; by his son, Babii Pratabchandra Das. 
It is supported by an annual contribution of Rs. 600 from his estates, 
a monthly capitation grant from Clovernment and the foes paid by the 
students.

This College was founded by Government in 1845» and is under the con* 
trol of the IHrector of Public Instruction, Bengal. 

Any person who has passed the University Entranpe Examination may 
be admitted. Students pay a monthly fee of Rs. 5. 

Thp College is a handsome building, standing upon 3 bigahs of land, 
surrounded by an enclosed compound of upwards of 100 bighas. It was 
erected in 1866 at a cost of Rs. 66,876, Rs. 17,000 of which collected by 
private subscription. In consideration of the liberality thus manifested in 
the district, the donor of Rs. 1,000 is allowed to place a boy, free of expense 
at the College in perpetuity, and another for every Rs. 500 additional he 
may have subscribed. There are thus 13 free-student ships. Part of the 
^ound occupied was purchased by Government ; for the remainder, the 
O^Uege is indebted to the munificence of the Maharaja of Nuddea and the 
Maharani Swamamayi, C.T., of Cossimbazeur. 

In 1871 , the B.A. classes (the third and foiu*th year classes) were abolished 
by Sir George Campbell, then Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal ; and for 
some years the College only afforded instruction up to the Slrst Exami- 
nation in Arts. In 1876, however. Sir Richard Temple, on the petition of 
the chief inhabitants of the district, consented to restore the College to its 
former status, provided that a considerable share of the increased cost was 
subscribed by the community. A sum amounting to more than Rs. 40,000 
was subscribed during the year, and with this endowment the College was 
re established on its orginal footing. Classes for the A course for the B.A. 
were opened in Jime, 1888. ^ 

A prize of Rs. 80, founded by Babu Mohinimohan Ray, in 1883, and 
called the Mohinimohan Ray Prize, is awarded annually to the student who 
most successfully passes the B.A. Examination with Honours, or to a 
graduate of the College who passes the M.A. Examination in any subject. 

Another prize of Rs. 8, founded by Babu Syamacharan Maitra and called 
“ Smith and Maodonell Prize ” is annually awarded to the student who 
most successfully passes the F.A. Examination, and prosecutes his 
studies for the B.A. Examination in the Krishnagar CoUege. 

College Endowment Funds now amount to Rs 46,000. 

There is a Hindu Hostel attached to the College, which is under the direct 
control of the Principal and is managed by a Superintendent who is also the 
Gymnastic Master of the College.

(Late Berhampur College.) 

Affilta-ted, 1867. 

The older Gazetteers are Unanimous in recording that a “ Britisli 
College was founded in Berhampur in 1826, but the College, as we know it 
was opened in 1863 The fonnoation-stone of the building, one moiety of 
the cost of which was paid by the community, was laid in 1863, and the 
building came into use in 1869, when the Institution became a first-grade 
College in Arts. A Law Depeirtment had been added in 1864 The status 
was, however, reduced in 1872 to that of a second-grade College, and the 
Law Department was abolished in 1875. The Institution again became a 
first-grade College with a Law Department attcu^hed in 1888. It is open to 
all classes of the community.* 

In pursuance of the policy recommended by the Education Commission, 
and adopted by the Government of India, the Bengal Government decided 
in 1886 to transfer the Berhampur College to private management The 
munificent offer of the late Maharani Swarnamayi, Cl., of Cossimbazar to 
maintain the College for five yearn was accepted. Accordingly by a Bengal 
Government Resolution, dated the 14th May, 1887. the control of the 
College, administrative and financial, was vested in a Board of Trustees. 
Since the MaJiarani% death in 1898, the College has been financed by her 
nephew and successor, Maharaja Manindra Chandra Nandy. In 1905 the 
College was handed over by deed of transfer to the Hon’ble Maharaja 
Manindra Chandra Nemdy of Cossimbazar, with a Board of Management 
consisting of the 3faharaia as President , the District Judge, the District 
Magistrate, and the Inspector of Schools, Presidency Circle, as ex officio 
Members ; and Babu Boikuntanath Sen. 

The Board of Management has appointed a Committee of Management 
for the College consisting of its own members and the Principal of the 
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College y and another Committee for the School consisting of its own 
members together with the Principal of the College and the Head Master 
of the School The Principal is eoS~officio Secretary to both Committees. 

Scholarships, — Three Scholarships, called the Berhampur College Scholar- 
ships , of the monthly value of Rs. 8 each, tenable for two years in the B.A. 
classes of the Institution, are awarded on the results of the F.A. Examina- 
tion to students taking up an Honour Course for the B.A, Examination 
The Kennedy Scholarship of Rs 4 a month, founded by public subscription 
in honour of J. Kennedy, formerly a Collector of this District, is awarded 
to the successful F.A. candidate from this College who stands next to those 
obtaining Berhampur College or Covernment Scholarships. It is tenable 
for two years in the B.A classes of the Institution. The Girish Narayan 
Ray I scholarship of Rs. 8 a month, founded in 1907 by Babu rjirish 
Narayan Ray, of Lalgola, is awarded to tho best Entrance candidate 
from tho Berhampur Centre. Five Rajib Scholarships of Rs. 4 a month 
each, founded in coramemoration of the donor, the late, Rai Rajib Lochan 
Kay, Bahadur, the ))enevolent dewan of the late Maharani Swamamayi, 
are awarded to the first five successful Entrance candidates from 
the Berhampm Centre. They are tenable for two years in the F.A. 
classes of the Institution. Three ExhUritions of Rs 150 each are awarded 
to students of the College taking the B.A. degree with Honours. In 1904 
the Maharaja founded two Fellowships for students who, having taken the 
B.A. Degree from the College with Honours, continue their studios in the 
Institution for the Degree of M.A. 

Medals. — Two gold medals, named after their donors, Babu Baikuntha 
Nath Sen and Rai Srinath Pal, Bahadur, are awarded to students of this 
College passing the B.A. Examination with Honours in English and Science 
respectively. A silver medal, named the Macfcenzte founded by 

late Rai Mukimda Lai Barman, Bahadur, in commemoration of His Honour 
Sir A. Mackenzie’s visit to this District in February, 1898, is awarded to 
the student who stands liighest from this College in the B.A. Examination 
with Honours. 

Free Studentships. — All Government scholars and students holding “ Ber- 
hampur College ” and “ Kennedy ” Scholarships receive tutiton free. 
A limited number of free and half-free studentships is also awarded to poor 
and deserving students. Through the liberality of the late Raja Asutosh- 
nath Ray, of Cossimbazar, tho Principal is enabled to provide a few 
additional free and half-free studentships to the extent of Rs. 36 a 
month. 

Collegiate School. — Connected with the College is a School Departinent 
teacliing up to the Matriculation Standard. The tuition fee in the School 
ranges from As. 12 to Rs 2-8 a month, 

Hostel. — ^There is a Boarding Establishment attached to the College for 
the accommodation of Hindu students. The number of students in 
residence is usually about 125.

Affiliated, 1857. 

Originally established by Dr. Duff in August, 1830, for the education of 
native youths, under the name of the General Assembly’s Institution. 
From 1843 it was designated the Free Church Institution, being supported 
by the Free Church of Scotland, and, since 1900, by the United Free Churches 
of Scotland. 
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Tift Insl/itiition, since 1857, has been in a handsome edifice, in Nimtala 
Gh&t Street, erected at a cost of apwards of £15,000. 

It consists of two departments— « a College Department, and a School 
Department. 

In the College Department all the branches of higher education — the 
regular subjects of the University curriculum up to the M.A. Degree — ^are 
taught embracing English Literature, Philosophy, Science, Mauieroatics 
(Pure and Mixed). History and Sanskrit, in immediate connection with 
systematic religious instruction. Students who have passed the Entrance 
Examination are admissible to the College Department. The monthly 
tuition fee is Rs. 5 

In the School Department, there are graduated classes, teaching up to 
the University Entrance Standard. Religious instruction is imparted to 
all the claases. The schooling foe varies from Re 1 to Rs. 3.

Scholarships. 

1. There is an endoi^ment of Rs. 70 per month for Scholarships of 
Rs. 6 a month each, awarded by competition.

iffinitiaiere, Calcutta. 

Affiliated, 1857. 

La Martiniere, Calcutta, together with similar Institutions at Lucknow 
and Lyons, was founded by General Claude Martin, a native of the latter 
place and a General in the service of the King of Oudh. 

General Martin bequeathed a large sum of money to bo devoted to the 
establislimont of a School for the Christian inhabitants of Calcutta, under 
the direction of the Supreme Court The School was opened on the 1st 
March, 1836, and was according to the provisions in General Martin's Will 
named “ La Martiniere/’ 

By decrees of the Supreme and High Courts, a body of Governors wew 
constituted, consisting of the Governor-General, the Lieutenant Governor 
of Bengal, the Chief Justice of the High Court, the Bishop of Calcutta, the 
Commander-in-Chief, the Members of Council, the two Senior Barrister- 
Judges of the High Court, the Advocate-General and the Chairman of the 
Calcutta Municipality'. These, cx-officio Governors select annually four 
other Governors, who with onp of the ex-officio Governors, form a Board of 
Acting Governors, to whom the general control of the Institution is 
entrusted. 

The Scholars on the Foundation consist of (1) Full Foundationers, who 
are entirely supported from the Funds of the School ; (2) Demi-Founda- 
tioners, who pay a monthly fee of Rs. 16 towards the cost of their main- 
tenance' and education. 

The Foundationers are chosen fi*oin among the Christian population of 
Calcutta ; they must be European extraction, and, at the time of elec- 
tion, not less than six or mors than ten years of age. 

There ai'e also Boarders paying Rs. 31 per mensem, a limited number 
of Exhibitioners paying Re. 21, and day-scholars paying from Rs. 6 to 
Rs 10 per mensem.

The coiirse of study comprehends English, Sanskrit, and Bengali Iritera- 
ture. Mental and Moral Philosophy, Mathematics, History, the Bible and 
Christian Theology. • 

The maximum College fee charged is Rs. 5 ; board in Hostel, Rs. 8 ; 
School fees, Rs. 2 and under . board, Rs. 5.

Affiliated, 1860. 

This is a Government Institution.* 

It was founded in 1824 for the encouragement of the study of the Sans- 
krit language and literature, and at first Sanskrit was stiidi^ exclusively. 
At present English is taught here up to the F A Standard and Sanskrit to 
the standard prescribed for the M.A. Examination, as also for the Sanskrit 
Title Examination in several branches. A class has been opened for 
teaching the Vedas at the request and expense of Madhavachandra Giri, 
Mahanta Maharaj of Tarkeswar. 

The College is open to Hindus occupying a respectable position in Hindu 
Society, irrespective of caste. The Schooling fee is Rs. 6 per month in the 
Ck>Ueffe Department, and Rs. 3 and Rs. 2 in the School Department. The 
ravilege of the lower fee of Rs. 2 is conceded to 40 students of the College 
Department, who must be desoendemts of 6 ono fide Pandits. The fee of 
one of the students is paid out of the endowment fund of Srimati Sati Devi 
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of Chundemagore. Besides these there are. 50 free studentships for the 
Sanskrit Title classes. < 

The privilege of the lower fee of Re. I is conceded to 200 students of the 
School Department, of whom 100 must be the descendants of Pandits, and 
the fee of 60 of the remaining 100 is paid by Maharaja Munindra Chandra 
Nandi, Bahadur, of Cossimbazar, and that of the other 60 by Babu Pra- 
matha Nath Mallik, of Pathuriaghata and his two other Co-trustees, Babu 
Harendranath Seal, and Balaichand Mallik, out of the estate left by the 
late Rani Rajkumari Dasi. There are two graduate Scholarships of Rs. 35 
and 26, and there are nine senior Scholarships, varying from Rs. 10 to 
Rs 20 per montl)., and one Scholarship of Rs. 4 called afterits founder. Pro- 
fess©^ E. B. Cowell. There is also an annual medal or prize of 10 Rs. found- 
ed by the Maharaja Bahadur of Scindia, to be awarded to a student of the 
College, who, on passing the F.A. Examination from this College, stands 
next to those who obtain Scholarships, or any other prizes. There are 
also eight junior Scholarships of Rs. 8 each (sompeted for by pupils of the 
second class of the School Department ; and there are besides two Scholar- 
ships of Rs. 5 each, two of Rs. 4 each, and eight of Rs. 3 each, called the 
Maheswari Dasi Scholarships, founded by the late Rai Rajiblochan Ray 
Bahadur, of C-ossimbazar to commemorate the name of his mother. They 
are awarded annually to the pupils of the third, fourth and fifth classes of 
the School Department for proficiency in Sanskrit Literature and Grammar. 

A valuable library of printed works and manuscripts is attached 
to the College ; and a (lovernment grant of Rs. 600 per annum is applied 
to the purc'hase of standard English and Sanskrit works

Bisljop’s CTollegc. 

Founded, 1820,- 
Affiliatbd, 1860. 

This College, founded by Dr. Middleton, the first Bishop of Calcutta, is 
under the management of the Incorporated Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel in Foreign Parts. It was primarily designed to be a Missionary 
Institution intended to promote in various ways the spread of the Christian 
religion in India, especially by the training of Christian youths in the doc- 
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trine and discipline of the Church, in cyder to their becoming Missionary 
agents, and also to give a general higher* sducation to such Christian youths 
as should be desirous of and fit for the same. In July 1893, this latter 
object was placed upon a distinct and permanent basis, and the University 
classes reorganised. The College admits no non-Christian students into 
its clcuases. 

The Foundation consists of one Fellowship, founded by the late Rev. 
JohnNatt, and a Scholarship endowment founded by various Societies 
and individuals. A limited number of Scholarships, varying in value from 
Rs. 5 to Rs. 25 a month, is given out of this endowment, nt the discre- 
tion of the College Council, to Theological students anci^ students of the 
University classes who may be in need of assistance. • 

Attached to the College, and under the control of the College Council, is 
a School known as the Bishop’s College School. 

The Most Reverend the Lord Bishop of Cal: utta is the visitor of the

This institution was opened in February, 18(50, as a Government School 
under the Local Committee Public Instruction. In September. 1862, 
it became a Collegiate School, and it was raised to the status of a College 
in the 1st January, 1863. A Law Department was added in May, 1864. 

The first Head Master of the School was Mr. J, F. Thomson, who was 
succeeded by Mr. J. K. Rogers on the 12th August 1862. In April, 1863, 
Mr. Rogers’ designation was changed into Professor in charge of the 
College.” On the 14th February, 1867, Mr. J. W. McCrindle, who had 
already officiated as Professor in charge, became the first Principal of the 
College. 

All students ai’e admissible to the College who have passed the University 
Entrance Examination, and instruction is given up to the standard of the 
B.A. Examination of the University of Calcutta. There is an admission 
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fee of Rs. 6, and a monthly tuition fee of Rs. 6 in the Greneral Department, 
and of Rs. 5 in the Law Departmeiit. 

The follow^ Junior Scholarships, awarded on the results of the Em 
trance Examination, are tenable in the Patna College : — 

I. The Harabullab Narayan Scholarship of Rs. 10 a month, open to 
Bihar students from the Bhagalpore and Monghyr Zilla Schools, awarded 
annuaUy. 

I 2. Hathwa Raj Scholarship of Rs. 10 a month, open to students from 
the Hathwa Eden School, awarded annually. 

3. Two Qazi Syed Reza Hossain Scholarships of Rs. 10 a month, open 
to Mohamedan students, awarded annually. 

4. , The Qazi Syed Reza Hossain Jubilee Scholarship of Rs. 8 a month, 
open to Bihari Mohamedans, awarded in every alternate year. 

6. The Syed Luft Ali Scholeu^hip of Rs. 8 a month, open to Mohame- 
dans, awarded annually by the Director of Public Instruction. 

6. The Pearson Memorial Scholarship of Rs. 7 a month, open to students 
of the Mozufforpur Zilla School, aw^arded in every alternate year. 

7. The Elliot Memorial Scholarship of Rs. 5 a month, open to Moham- 
edan students of the Patna Collegiate School. This Scholarship is tenable 
for one year only in addition to any Government Scholarship. 

8. The Badshah Nawab’s Bourdillon Scholarship of Rs. 5 a month, open 
to Shia Mohamedan students of the Patna Collegiate School. This Schol- 
arship is tenable for one year in addition to any Government Scholarship. 

The following Senior Scholarships, awarded annually on the results of 
the F.A. Examination, are tenable in the Patna College : — 

9. Two Qazi Syed Reza Hossain Scholarships, open to Mohamedan stu- 
dents, one of Rs. 12 a month, awarded locally, and one of Rs. 11 a month, 
awarded by the Director of Public Instruction. 

10. One Qazi Syed Reza Hossain Scholarship of Rs. 16 a month is 
annually awarded to a Mohamedan student of the Patna College, on the 
result of the B.A. Examination, to enab1e''him to contincue his studies for 
the degree of M.A. 

II. The Durgagati Memorial Medal or Prize is awarded to the best 
student who passes the B.A. degree with honours in English and who ha 
read for the B.A. Examination for two continuous years in the Patna 
College. 

12. The Badshah Nawab's Bourdillon Scholarship of Rs. 5 is awarded to 
the Shia Mohamedan student who has passed with the highest number of 
marks the Entrance Examination from the Patna Collegiate School. 

Wilson Memorial Prize : — Two prizes in ^ooks to the value of Rs. ID 
and Rs. 7 are awarded annually on the results of the College monthly 
and annual examinations to the students who stand highest in the third 
and first year respectively. 

Under the control of the Principal of the Patna College are the Patna 
Collegiate School and the Bihar School of Engineering. 

The latter Institution owes its origin to a fund raised by the residents of 
Bihar to commemorate the visit of His Majesty the King, when Prince of 
Wales, to India. It was formally opened as a School of Engineering on J uly 
11th, 1896. For admisfion preference is given to Biharis. Failmg, how- 
ever, a sufficient number of Bihari applicants, students who are natives of 
other provinces may be admitted. Candidates for admission must be 
under twenty years of age, and have passed the Entrance Examination of 
an Indian University, or Standard VIII of the European School Code, oi an 
equivalent Examination in English and Mathematics held by the Principal 
of the Patna College at the beginning of each session. The monthly fee is 
one rupee eight annas for Biharis, Rs. 3 for Bengalis. There is a Hostel in 
connection with the School. Scholarships tenable in the School are awarded 
,on the results of the anmial examinations. Students are prepared for the 
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Overseer Certifioate of the Publio Works Department, the course of studies 
corresponding to that prescribed for th* Apprentice Department of the Civil 
Engineering Cpllege, Sibpur.

This Institution was established under the direction of the Society of 
Jesus in January, 1860, in the large building, No. 10, Park Street, 
formerly appropriated by the late Dr. Carew for St. J ohn’s College. Since 
1868 the adjoining house, enlarged and improved, forms part of the 
College. 

Its object is t-o give Catholic youths a full course of liberal education, 
and to train up their heeuiis to virtue. Pupils of other religious p>ersuasions 
are alsb admitted on the same principle of non-interference as the old 
St. Xavier’s College which was closed ii\ 1846. 

The College has an Infant Class, a Lower and Upper School Department 
averaging about 500 pupils, and a College Department of about 400 stu- 
dents. The course of studies embraces all subjects up to the B.Sc. Standard 
in Science and the M.A. Standard in Arts. 

Competitions are held duri/i'g the year, and medals and prizes in books are 
awarded to the best scholars. 

A solar spectroscopic observatory, a meteorological observatory, and 
chemical and physical laboratories are attached to the Collegei

Eht ffieneral SsBcinblg’^ Institution, Cliurcl) of Srotlanb fBission, 

Calcutta. 

Affiliated to Calcutta Univebsity, 1864. 

This Institution was established in 1830 by the General Assembly of 
the Church of Scotland. It is the oldest Institution of the kind in India, 
for it was here that the system, now all but luiiversally foUowed, was 
first tried — of imparting the highest form of knowledge, including 
Religious Instruction, through the medium of the English language. 
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The new system was introduced by Dr. Duff, who began his missionary 
labours by founding this Institution. ♦Valuable help in the way of procur- 
ing pupils was given at the commencement by the well known Rajah Bam 
Mohun Roy. The success of the Institution soon surpassed all expecta- 
tions. The Governor-General declared publicly that it had produced 
** unparalleled results.” After having been carried on for some years in 
various hired premises, the Institution was removed in 1839 to the present 
building in CJomwallis Square. 

The Rev. Alexander Duff, M.A., D.D., was Principal of the Institution, 
from its foundation imtil 1843, and the Rev. James Ogilvie, M.A., D.D., 
from 1846 until his death, in 1871. He was succeeded by the Rev. Robert 
Jardine, M.A,, Ph.D., who retired in 1876. The Principals since thqn have 
been Rev. William Hastie, M.A., D.D., the Rev. William Smith, M.A. , 
the Rev. John Morrison, M.A., D.D., and the Rev. A. B. Wann, M.A., B.D. 

The General Assembly’s Institution is divided into two Departments — 
the College Department and the School Department. 

In the College Department, the students pay a monthly fee of Rs. o each. 
The regular subjects of the Calcutta University curriculum are taught, also 
the doctrines and the evidences of the Cliristian religion. 

In the School Department, pupils pay fees from 12 annas to Rs. 3 a 
month Careful attention is given to instruction m religious knowledge. 

A Hostel for students of the College has been built at 71-1, Cornwallis 
Street, called The Lady Jane Dundas Hostel, after a lady whose legac^y of 
£1,000 left in the hands of the Rev. Dr. MacGregor, Edinburgh, was 
assigned by him to the Hostel. It accommodates 0i> students, who pas' 
from Rs. 13 to Rs. 10 per mensem. 

Endowed Scholarships and Prizes. 

1. Ilie Maci'arlan ( rold Medal or Prize of Rs. 50 is awarded eveiy year 
to the student of the fourth yfcar class who shows the greatest proficiency 
in English at the B.A. Examination, provided he passes with Honours. = 

2. The Moriison Prize (in honour of Dr. John Morrison . late Principal) — 
being the interest of Rs. 1,000, is awarded to the student of the fourth year 
class who stands second in English from this Institution at the B.A. Ex- 
amination, provided he passes with Honours. (Amount Rs. 35.) 

3. The William Smith Prize, founded in honour of the late Rev. William 
Smith, a former Principal, is the interest of Rs. 2.000 in books, awarded an- 
nually at the University Convocation to the student ot the CJeneral Assem- 
bly’s Institution who shall pass the B.A. Examination with !iighe.st 
Honours in Philosophy, (Present worth, Rs. 70.) 

4. A prize of Rs. 25 which includes the Kalidew Mukerjee !Medal or Prize, 
founded in memory of the gentleman whose name it bears, is awarded to the 
student who passes the B.A. Examination witli highest Honours in His- 
tory. 

5. The Jagadiswar Medal, in memory of the late Rev. Jagadiswar 
Bliattacharjya (A student of the college,) is awarded as a second prize in 
Religious Knowledge in the fourth year class. 

0. The Ogilvie Memorial Scholarsliip of Rs. lO^er mensem in honour of 
the late Rev, Dr. Ogihde, Principal of the Institution, is awarded every 
alternate year to the student who passes highest at the F. A Examination — 
provided he passes in the First Division. The scholfinrship is tenable in the 
General Assembly’s College for two years, in the third .and fourth year 
classes. 

7. Wilson Fund Scholarships. The Wilson Fund is a sum of £500 left 
in 1844 by the late Miss Wilson of St. Andrews, Scotland, for the main- 
tenance of two or more senior scholarships. The income is now divided 
into three scholarships as follows : — 
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(а) One of Be. 10 per mensem is awarded every second year, alternately 
with the Ogilvie Memorial Soholarslfip, to the student who passes highest 
in the First Division at the F.A. Examination. 

(б) and (c) Two of Bs. 6 per mensem, awarded, one each year, to the 
student who passes second highest in the First Division at the F.A. Exam- 
ination, and tenable in the General Assembly's College for two years, in the 
third and fourth year classes. 

8. The Gala Cnand Chuckerbutty Medal or Prize of Bs. 17 is the yearly 
interest of Bs. 500 presented in 1896 to the General Assembly’s College by 
Babu Cala Chand Chuckerbutty, 92 Cornwallis Street. It is awarded to the 
student who stands highest at the College Examination in Beligious 
Knowledge in the second year class. 

9. The Chalmers Memorial Scholarship of Bs. 10 per mensem is aweurded 
to a Christian student who has passed the F,A. Examination from the 
General Assembly’s College and proceeds to the Medical College. 

In addition to the foregoing endowed prizes, the two pupils of the En- 
trance clctss who pass highest in the First Division at the University Exam- 
ination, are awarded Sehola|*8hips of Bs. 10 and 5 per month, tenable for 
two years in the General Assembly’s College. Other prizes are also awarded 
in all the subjects to the students who stand highest at the F.A. and B.A. 
Examinations.

This College is supported by Government and is under the control of the 
Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. 

It was opened as a Zila School in 1841 ; raised to a High School in 1868, 
and to the status of a full College in February 1876. Instruction is given up 
to the M.A. Examination of University of Calcutta. Students pay a 
monthly fee of Rs. 4 in the B.A. and F.A. classes, Rs. 5 in the M.A. and 
^leadership oasses, and Rs. 6 in the B.L. Degree classes. 
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Local Soholaashifs astd Prized.

Two Mayo Scholarships of Ks. 10 per mensem; ecioh tenable for two 
years, are awskrded annuity to the students who pass the F. A. Examination 
from this College, and are natives of the Province, and stand next to the 
Senior Scholars. 

Two Dhankanal Scholarships of Rs. 8 each, and two of Rs. 4 each, per 
mensem ; one Maurbhanj Scholarship of Rs. 7 a month ; one Talchar 
Scholarship of Rs. 7 a month ; two free-studentships. All these Scholar- 
ships are tenable for two years. 

One Talchar Medal, of the value of Rs. 25, is annuedly awarded to the 
writer of the best English Essay on a given subject. *The competition is 
confined to the fourth and third-year students. * 

A Law Department was 6Mlde(| in 1871 and affiliated in 1881. 

Attached to the College and under the control of the Principal are a 
Collegiate School, a Survey School, an Agricultural School, and a Hindu 
Hostel.

The College is under the control of the Director of Public Instruction, 
EcLstern Bengal and Assam. 
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It is a Government Institution, originally established as a Zila School, is 
1836. In 1873, it was raised to a%econd Grade College owing to the 
gift to Government in perpetuity of an estate yielding an aimual income 
of Ks. 5,000 by Rajah Kara Nath Ray, Bahadur, of Dubalhati, and 
in 1878 it was raised to a First Grade College, the additional expenditure 
being met partly from the proceeds of an Endowment of one-and-half 
lacs of Rupees created by the Rajshahye Association. Instruction in 
given up to the standard of the M.A. Examination of the Calcutta 
University. It was affiliated in Law in the year 1880. The students in 
the General Department pay a monthly fee of Rs. 3, and those in the 
Law Department Rs. 5. 

One scholarship of Rs. 15 a month, called the K.C. Sircar Scholarship, 
tenable for two years in the B.A. classes of the College, is awarded annually 
to a student passing the F A. Examination from any College in this Prov- 
ince or Bengal and reading for his B.A. Degree Examination in this College. 

There is one Scholarship of Rs. 3 a month, called the Mayo .Scholarship, 
tenable for two years, open to the students in the third-year class. 

An annual prize of Rs. 80, called the Mohinimohan Ray Prize, is awarded 
to the student who most successfully passes the B.A. Examination with 
honours, or to a graduate of the College who passes the M.A. Examination 
in any subject. There is a Scholarship of Rs. 10 a month called the Prama- 
thanath Graduate Scholarship ; this was founded by Raja Pramadanath 
Ray of Dighapatia, and is awarded to the graduate who passes highest 
from this College and reads for his M.A. degree here. 

In 1892 a scholarship was foimded by Babu Harakumar Sarkar, of Ram- 
pur Boalia, of the value of Rs. 3 a month tenable for two years in the B.A. 
classes. It is awarded to the one who stands higliest among the students 
who pass the F.A. Examination from this (Wlege, provided that he holds 
no other Government or local scholarship. This scholarship is named after 
the donor’s father, the “ Ramkumar Free Scholarship.*’ 

There are, besides, two scholarships, called iTie Banamali Jubilee Scholar- 
'oliip, named after their donor Rai Banamali Ray, Bahadim, of Tarash, of 
the value of Rs. 8 a month, tenable for two years at the Rajshahye College. 
Thej^ are open to those students who pass the Entrance Examination from 
the Pubna Zila School and the Seraj gunge H.E. School, and who fail to 
obtain a Government Scholarship. 

Two scholarships named after the donor Rani Monmohini Devi of 1 'uthea, 
of Rs. 10 and Rs. 8 a month, respectively, tenable for two years, are 
awarded to students who pass the F.A. Examination of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity from any College in Bengal, and who r^Eid in the Rajshahye College 
for the B.A. Degree Examination. One schola^’ship o'* Rt-. 7 tenable in 
the first year class and another of Rs. 8 r month tenable in the second year 
class of the College are awarded to the student passing the Entrance 
Examination in the first division from the Puthoa H.E. School but failing 
to obtain any other scholarship. A scholai’ship of Rs. 3 a month for two 
yeaT.s to a student who, after passing the F.A. Examination f uni any 
College in Bengal, joins the College and reads therein for his B.A. Degree 
Examination. 

A medal is awarded to the tudent of the Rajshahye College who passes 
highest the F.A. Examination among the successful candidates from it. 

Attached to the College and under the control of the Principal are the 
Arabic Department and the Mahomodan Boarding House. 

Attached to the College there is a Sanskrit Department called the Rani 
Hemanta Kumari Sanskrit College, founded and endowed b3’ Rani 
Hemanta Kumari Devi of Puthea, Classes in. Vedanta, Smriti, Kavj^a, 
Alankara, Grammar, etc., have been opened since July, 1904. 

The Madrassah and the College buildings were erected in 1883 and 1884, 
at the cost of Rs, 38,000, and Rs. 60,000, respectively. 
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There aore two Hindu Boarding-houses, oailed the Pramathanath and 
Hemanta Kumari Devi Hindu BoaT^ing housed, attached to the College, 
opened in 1884 and 1903, respectively. 

B Classes have been opened in the Collegiate School since March, 1905.

Affiliated, 1879* 

This Institution consists of a College and a School. In the College the 
course of instruction is adapted to the roquiromonts of the University for 
doprrees in Arts and Law ; and in the Law Department, students are also 
prepared tor the Pleadership Examination. The College is affiliated up 
to the standard of the Intermediate Examination in Science, in the suV 
jects of Physics and Chemistiy ; and up to the standard of the B.A. Ex- 
amination in those subjects, and aiso. in English, History, Sanskrit,, 
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Mathematics, Mental and Moral Science and Political Philosophy. The 
main school is held in premises c^ntigaous to those of the College. 
It has t\^o blanches 4 one at Bow fiazar, the other at Bara Bazar. Ihe 
Institution, in its present form at any rate, was the handiwork of Pandit 
Iswarchemdra Vidyasagara. It was the first attempt to impart higher 
education through a purely indigenous agency, and was conoueted in a 
way that was characteristic. He gave it a costly local habitation and 
endowed it with a valuable Library and a Laboratory. 

Since the death of Pandit Lswarchandra Vidyasagara in July, 1891, the 
management of the College has changed hands more than once. Since the 
1st September. 1R96, it has, under an agreement with the Vidyasagor 
Institute, been vested in a committee call^ the College Council, composed 
mainly 6f Professors of the College. 

The annual tuition fee is Rs. 36 for the first year and second year classes 
of the General Department, and Hs. 48 fdr the third year and fourth year 
classes of that Department, and for the Law Classes. Exemption from 
payment of the full fees is granted in special cases. The fee for ctdmission 
is generally equivalent to the tuition fee for a month. 

Vidyasagar Scholarships t-ffnable in the Metropolitan Tnstitutirm are 
awarded to desennng F.A, and B.A. students.

This institution was founded as a School under the name of the City 
School in January, 1879. The aim of the institution from the beginning 
has been to impc^ education on a broader basis than usually adopted ; so 
that it should embrace not only intellectual training and proper enforces 
ment of discipluie, but also the improvement of character and hecJthy 
development of the mind. The success of the institution, and the desire 
further to develop and ccury out their ideas regarding education, led the 
College Council to add a College Department which was affiliated to the 
Calcutta University up to the standard of the First Arts. Examination 
in January, 1881, and up to the B. A. Standard in January, 18o4. 

The institution is open to aU classes of the community and consists of 
a College and a School Department. In the School Department there 
are si)ecia) classes in drawing, music, and icienco, which are open to all 
students of the institution without on^' extra payment. It has a branch 
school teaching up to the standard of the University Entrance 
Examination, in the town of Mymensing, called the City Collegiate School, 
Myinensing Branch, opened in January, 1883. The Mymensing City 
School was raised to the status of a Second (Jrade Colleee in July 1902. 


COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 

The course of instruction is adapted to the requirements of the University 
for Degrees in Arts. There is an admission fee of Rs. 5 and a monthly 
tuition fee of Rs. 5 for the fiftli year class, an admission fee of Rs. 4 
and a monthly tuition fee of Rs. 4 for the third and fourth year classes, 
and an admission fee of Rs. 3 and tuition tee of Rs. 3 for the first and 
second year classes. In the case of students entering from the City School 
or its branch the admission fee is Re. 1 .

This Institution was originally established as a School under the name of 
the “ Presidency School ” in January, 1880. It continued for two years 
under the management of a Committee : and in January, 1882, the mansige- 
nient pEissed entirely in the hands of Babu Surendranath Banerjee, who has 
since been the solo proprietor of the Institution. It was affiliated up to the 
F.A. Standard in January, 1884, when the name was changed into the 
“ Presidency Irfstitution,” which, however, weis again changed into the 
present name in December, 1884. In 1885 it was affiliated up to the B.A. 
and B.L. standards of the Calcutta ITniversity. • 

The object of the Institution has been from the beginning to impart edu- 
cation to students of all classes of the people, without distinction of creed or 
colour, at moderate and convenient rates of fees ; and further, the author!- 
' ties have always sought to impart such education as would embrace, not 
only intellectual training and the proper enforcement of discipline, but i^so 
the improvement of character and the heathly development of the emotions. 

The Institution consists of two Departments, wz., the General and the 
Law. The General comprises the Collegiate Arts classes and the School 

II 4f) 
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Department which includes a vernacular section. The law consists of B.L. 
and Pleadership classes. Besides, there are specied classes, such as the 
Gymnastic class and the Drawing class, which are attached to the General 
D^artment. 

There are four classes in the Law Department, two teaching the full 
course of study prescribed for the B.L. Examination, and two teaching the 
c ourae for the Pleadership Examination ; and four Collegiate Arts olcMses 
teaching up to the B.A. Standard of the Calcutta University ; and there 
are nine graduated classes in the School Department, including a 
vernacular section for the tuition of infants. 

The rates of fees for the F.A. classes aro.Rs. 3 ; those for the B.A. and B.L. 
classes, Ks. 4 ; of' the Pleadership classes, Rs. 3 ; and of the School De- 
partment varying from Rs. 3 to annas 8.

This Institution, for the education of girls, was founded in 1849, by the 
Hon’ble J. E. Drinkwater Bethune, after whose name it is called. It was 
maintained by its founder from his private funds, until 1851, when he died. 
The Most Noble the Marquis of Dalhousie bore all its expenses from 1851 to 
1866. It was then taken over, and has since been supported by Govern- 
ment. The management is entrusted to a Committee ^ppoint^ by the 
Govemme it of Bengal. The Institution consists of two Departments. 
The College Department, started in 1879, is open to girls of all ages and 
nationalities, and provides for instfuction up to the M.A. Standard of the 
Calcutta University. The School Department is open only to girls of Hindu 
extraction, between 0 and 18 years of age, and teaches up to the Entrance 
Standard. There is a Boarding Establishment attached to the Institution. 
The tuition fee for day-scholars is Rs. 3 a raontli in the College Department, 
and Rs. 2 a month in the Scliool Department. Boarders ore charged a 
uniform fee of Rs. 10 a month. An admission fee of Rs. 2 has to be paid by 
every day-scholar, and of Rs. 10 by every boarder.

A gold medal of the value of Bs. 100 is awarded annually to the student 
of the Victoria College who stands highest in the M.A. Examination. A 
scholeu'ship of the value of Rs. 25 a month, tenable for two years, will be 
awarded to the best graduate from the College, or failing such, to the 
bast graduate from outside who reeuls for the M.A. degree in Mental 
and Moral Philosophy. A scholarship of t)jo value of Rs. 20 and 
another of Rs. 15 per month, tenable for two yeeurs, are awarded to 
the two first successful students from the College at the F.A. Ex- 
amination. Six ’Stipends of the value of Rs. 10 each, tenable for two 
years, are awarded each year to six students of the 1st and 3rd year 
classes in consideration of merit, 20 free studentships are awarded in 
consideration of merit and circumstances. All natives of the State and not 
more than 20 near relations dependent on non-gazetted officers in the 
State service receive gratuitous instruction. 

Attached to the College and under the control of the Principal are a 
Collegiate Hostel charging a inonthl3’^ fee of Rs. 7 per head, and 
a Boarding Institution for the natives of the State, maintained entirely' 
at the expense of the State. 

The Jenkins School is attached to the College and is under the control of 
the Principal. 

The College Library is well otjuipped with standard works in the 
different subjects of stud^^ The total allotment in the ( 'ollege Budget 
for the Library and the Laboratory is Rs. 1,000 a ^xar. 

The State Library is also accessible to the advanced students, and 
lorms an extensive collection of valuable works in different department*; 
of literature. 

There is a Gymnasium attached to the College in whic*h the students 
of the Jenkins School and the College arc taught exercises according to 
European and Indian methods.

This College was originally founded as a H.E. School by the late Babu 
Ram Rattan Roy, the local Zemindar. It wets raised to the status of a 
second grade College in 1886, and to that of a first grade College in 1890. 
There are, however, at present no B.A. classes in the Institution. The 
College building is a splendid pucca one, situated in the midst of a vast^lawm, 
which affords good space for all sorts of manly exercises. The building of 
the Boarding House attached to the«College is also a pucca one which, when 
the improvements contemplated to be effected in it are completed, will 
prove an attractive residence to students. All the Professors, Teachers, 
and Students of the College and the Collegiate School receive free Medical 
aid, provided by the descendants of the found^. The Vei nacular School 
attached to the College has been incorporated with the Collegiate School, 
and the whole institution, in all the departments, is imder the control and 
supervision of the Principal. 

The rate of fees in the College classes is Rs. 3 per month, while the rates 
111 the School classes vary from Rs. 2 in the highest four classes to 4 annas 
in the lowest, so that no class of people need find it beyond their means 
to give their clnldren the benefits of an English education at this Insti- 
tution. 

The Library of the College is well furnished wjtli all the necessary or im- 
portant works in English Literature, and the Laboratory is in a satisfactory 
condition. There are ample funds ht the disposal of the authorities of the 
College for making any improvements or additions that may be required, 
and the descendants of the nobleffounder of the Institution are ever ready to 
do all that may bo necessary for the efficiency of the College. The Profes- 
sors, including the Principal, are not only always accessible to students 
but are ever ready to help the boys in all sorts of ways.

Affiliated, 1887. 

This Institution was founded as an M.E. School in the year 1883 
under the patronage of the late Rai Tej Narain Singh, Bahadur. The 
number of the students on the rolls rapidly increasing, it was within two 
months of its foimdation raised to the status of a High School with an 
endowment of Rs. 150 a month settled upon it by the founder. In the 
year 1887, in commemoration of the Jubilee of “ Her late Gracious 
Majesty’s reign, it was converted into a Second Grade College, and in 
1890 made a First Grade College, with a Law Department attach^ to it. 
The total amount of endowments, as they now stand, is Rs. 450 a month, 
of which Rs. 250 a month is the grant "of late Rai Tej Narain Singh, 
Bahadur, Rs. 100 of Mr. Peep Narain Singh, the son of the founder, and 
another Rs. 100, the grant of the public-spirited Kumars of Banelli. 

The tuition fees have been increased all round from the commence- 
ment of this session, that for the M.A. and B.L. ClaPses is Rs. 7 only, 
for the B. A. and the Intermediate in Arts Rs. 6 and 5 respectively. The 
admission fee is equal in value to the tuition fee and the transfer fee, 
the same in amount as the admission-fee. 

The College enjoys tw<i scholarships: — (1) The Bayley scholarship of 
Rs. 10 a month tenable for two years. It is the gift of Mr. Deep 
Narain Singh, and recently, according to the wishes of ^he donor, it has 
been divided into two Scholarships of Rs. 6 and 4 respectively, each 
ceirrying with it a half-free-studentship. They are awanled to the two 
best boys of the Collegiate School who have faii^ t > secure Government 
scholarships. (2) The Toynbee Scholarship of Rs. 7 a month tenable for 
two years is awarded to the best student among the successful Entrance 
candidates of the District who lias failed to secure any other scholarshifi 
and who elects to prosecute his studies at this College. 

There are also two gold medals and two silver medals. One gold 
medal, the Khelat Chandra Medal, is the gift of the late lamented Babu 
Rama Nath Ghosh, Zemindar, Calcutta, and is awarded to the student 
who distinguishes himself the most among the successful B.A. candi- 
dates ; the other, called the Kuldip Medal, the gift of Babu Jadunandan 
Prasad, Zemindar, CJolaghat, Bhagalpiir, isointended for the best Behari 
Student among the successful F. A . candidates of the Institution. Of 
the silver medals one, called the Lady Woodbum Medal,” is the gift 
of Nawab Begum Sahar Banco Saheba, of Khagra, and is awarded to the 
best Mohamedan student among the successful B.A. candidates ; and the 
other, called the ** Bretl Mecial,” the donor of which is Saiyad 
Mahammad Nasir Khan, a local Zemindar, is awarded to the boy who 
passes in the Entrance Examination highest among the Behcuri candi- 
dates of the Collegiate School. There are twenty free-studentships in the 
College Department. 

The Institution is under the control of a Managing Committee of which 
the permanent President is Mr. Deep Narain Singh. It owns a spacious 
bmlding erected at the cost of the founder and his son. There is also a 
Boarding House attached to the College erected partly at the cost of 
Mr. Deep Narain Singh and partly out of the savings of the Institution. 
A separate building for the accommodation of the Science Department is 
in contemplation. The College possesses a fine Librcuy and a good 
Laboratory, which latter has been of late substantially improved.

This Institution was 8t€u*ted as a higher class English School teaching up 
to the Entrance standard, in the year 1883, by Babu Bisseswar Singh, 
Zemindar of Kulharya, in t|^e district of Shahabad, and Pleader, practising 
at Patna. It was founded with the object of a wider diffusion of high 
English education among the people of Behar, and of bringing it within 
the reach of men of limited means. The success which attended the first 
year of the infant Institution encouraged the proprietor to raise it to the 
status of a College, teaching up to theastandard of the F A. Examination, 
and it was affiliated to the Calcutta Univ'ersity with the name of the Behar 
Nationed College in September, 1889. 

In the year 1892, this Institution was raised to the B.A. Standard, and a 
Law Class weis added to it in which instructiofi is given for the Pleader- 
ship and B.L. Examinations. 

In November, 1900, a fund under the name of Students^ Mutual Aid 
Fund ” was started for helping poor students with stipends, books, medical 
attendance, etc. The expenses are met by subscriptions from Students, 
Professors, and the Proprietor of the College, and from such outsiders as 
have sympathy for the movement. 

Advanced religious instruction for Hindus as well Mahomedans has 
been provided for in all the College Classes. , 
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SOHOLABSHIPS. 

(1) Two Scholarships, each of Rs. '10 a month, tenable for two years, 
are awarded to the students who pass the Entrance Examination in the first 
division, standing first and second from the Collegiate School, and continue 
their studies in the College. 

(2) One Scholarship of Rs. 14 a month, tenable for two years, is award- 
ed to the student who passes the F.A. Examination in the first division, 
standing first from the College, and continues his studies in the College.

Affiliated, 1896. 

This Institution was founded a& a Higher Class English School, under the 
name of the “ University Institution,” on the Jnd June, 1893. The name, 
however, was shortly changed, and the Institution was recognised by the 
University of Calcutta under the name of the “ Central Institution,” which 
was altered again in 1896, into the one it at present bears. The unexpected 
success of the school, within a short period of its starting, and the connec- 
tion of a number of experienced educationists with its teaching staff, led 
to its being raised to the status of a Second Grade College in June, 1894. 

The resifits for 1896, both at the Entrance and F.A Examinations having 
still further improved the prospects of the Institution, an application was 
made for its affiliation up'uo the B.A. Standard of the University, and it 
attained to the status of a First Grade College in January, 1896, and com* 
pleted the full period of five years for which it was stipulated to be main- 
tained under a certain constitution, in June, 1901. 

The Institution is not supported by any private subscription or other 
aids, and its proprietary rights eure absolutely ip the hands of its founder, 
Babu ’Khudiram Bose. 

Since the enforcement of the New Regulations of the University, 
the management of the College and the Collegiate School has been 
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vested in a regularly constituted governing body, with Babu Chandra 
Nath Bose, M A., B.L. {PreHideni)^ Bftbu Shama Charan (^anguli, B.A., 
nd S. P. Sarbadhicary, Esq., M.D. (Vice-PreaidhntR). C. H. Linton, 
Esq., M.A., and Babu Jodu Nath Chose, B.L. {Members), and the 
Principal of the College {Member and Secretary). 

The object of the Institution is to provide an Unaided College in the 
northern part of the city for students of moderate means and resources, 
combining physical and moral training with the type of intellectual training 
adapted to the requirements of the University. Attention is paid to 
proper enforcement of discipline by precept and example, and examinations 
and exorcises are held frequently, both in the School apd College Depart- 
inents. Both the third year and fourth year B.A. classes have b^n pt work 
since June, 1896, several among the many graduates from this Insti- 
tution have graduated with Honours in the course of those years ; and the 
percentage of F.A. successes for 1907 has boon exactly oO, and that 
of B.A. (-^4 Conrde)y close upon that figure. Monthly returns, showing the 
progress and conduct of the pupils in the School Department, are sent 
to the guardians, whose suggestions in yiis connection arc cordially 
received. 

The rate of monthly tuition-fee in the College Department B.A. classes is 
ordinarily Ks. 4 ; in the F.A. or Intermediate in Arts and the higher 
classes of the School Department, Rs. 3 ; in the lower forms, Rb. 2-8 and 
Rs. 2 ; and in the Infant Department, Re. 1. The fee for admission to 
any class of the School Department is equal to a month’s tuition-fee 
for the same. 

A number of scholarships named ‘‘ Diamond Jubilee Scholarships,” 
“ P. K, Lahiri Scholarships,” to be awarded annually to such students of 
the Institution as would pass with distinction the B. A., F.A., and Entrance 
Examinations of the University, have been prov'idod for, in addition to a 
lot of School Annual ( Victoria Memorial) and College Monthly Examination 
(Vidyaswjo/ Memotiaf) Scholarships determined by the results of these 
examinations. Two silver medals, named ‘ Durgacharan Sarcar Medal 
and “ (lagaiichandra Bose Medal,” are to be awarded by the Proprietor of 
the Institution, the one in memory of his youngest brother, and tht* 
other in inoinory of one of his distinguished piipil.s in another Institu- 
tion, to two sucli students of the College Department as uf>uld secure 
a Duff Scholarship or the highest number t>f marks m Logic, at the 
F.A. or Intermediate in \rts Examinations of the I'liiversity for an\ 
year.

This Institution was founded as a school under the name of Bangabasi 
School in June, 1886. The success of the Institution during the first year 
of its existence led the proprietor to add to it a College Department, which 
was affiliated to the Calcutta University in Arts up to the F.A. Standard in 
J une, 1887 , and hapi since March, 1896, been affiliated in Arts up to the B. A. 
Standard and in Law up to the B.L. Standard. 

The Institution consists of two Departments, viz., the Arts Department 
and the Law Department. The Law Department teaches the full course 
of study prescribed for the B.L. and Pleadership Examinations, and the 
Arts Department teaches up to the M.A. Standard. 

A new and special feature of the Arts Department is the arrangement 
for teaching the B course in Biology, in addition to Physics and Chemistry, 
and that of the Law Department is the opening of a Law Library for the 
use of the Law students of the College free of any charge. This Library is 
provided with two or more sets each of all standard Law-books ordinarily 
required by students, together with complete set of the Indian Law Reports 
and a few other Law Reports. In order to keep the students conversant 
with current Law Literature, the Library, is supplied with copies of the 
Calcutta Gazette and the Gazette of India.

This Institution was founded as a higher class English School on the 27th 
of June 1884, by the late Babu Brajamohan Datta, Small Cause Court 
Judge of Nuddea, at the request of the District Education Committee 
which had been instructed by the D rector of Public Instruction to secure 
the establishment of a private school, as the number of students in the 
Barisal Zila School had at that time exceeded 600, and the buildings were 
found too small for the accommodation of so many boys. Babu Braja- 
mohan expressed a wish to raise the Institution to the status of a Second 
Grade College, but it could not be fulfilled on account of his sudden 
death. His sons, Babu Aswiniknmar Datta and the late Babiis Kamini- 
kumar Datta and Jaminikumar Datta, encouraged by the unexpected 
success of the Institution, and with a view to cariy^ out the wishes of their 
deceased father, added the College classes, which have been affiliated up to 
the F.A. Standard of the Calcutta University since June, 1889, and to 
the R.A. and B.L. Standards since July, 1898. 

The object of the Institution is to give to the students intellectual, physi- 
cal and moral training without reference to sect or creed. Particular 
attention is paid to the enforcement of discipline. 

Quarterly statements, showing the progress and conduct of the pupils in 
the School Department, are sent to their parents for their remarks and 
suggestions. 

A Scholarship of Rs. 10 a month, named 'J he Bell Scholarship ” aftee^ 
Mr. N. D, BeatsomBell, B.A., I.C.8., tenable for two years in the B.Ar 
classes of this Institution, is awarded to the student who passes the F.A. 
Examination in the first division and fails to secure a Government Scholar- 
ship. 

A Silver medal founded by* Babu Chandra Sekliar Chipta, late Treasurer 
of the Currenc}' Office, is awarded to the student who stands first among tlTb 
successful Entrance candidates, provided he continues his studies in the 
F.A. classes of this College. 

The tuition fee in the College Department is Rs. 3 a month.

This College was founded in July, 1899. It is the result of the zealous 
efforts of the local Bhumihar Brahman community to remove the crying 
want of a College at Mozufferp^ir, which had long been felt by the public of 
the place. With this view the Bhumihar Brahman Sabha met in March, 
1899, and discussed the most feasible way of accomplishing their object. 
The authorities of the Society’s High School, which was founded by the late 
Nawab Imdad Ah Khan, Bahadur, very generously ceune to their help and 
made over the School to the Sabha. The Sabha thereupon resolved to 
establish a College at Mozufferpur, and took the aforesaid Institution as its 
feeder. The College has been fortunate enough in enlisting the warm sym- 
pathy and support of many pubhc-spirited gentlemen of the tovm on its 
behalf. The object that the Sabha has in view, in founding this College, 
is the placing of the benefits of higher education within the reach of the 
students of North Behar, and the imparting of moral and physical train 
ing to them. 

The College was first started, as a second grade one, on the 3rd J uly, 1899. 
A :: application was made in June, 1900, for the affiliation of the College to 
the Calcutta University, up to the B.A. Standard. The Syndicate was 
pleased to recommend the affiliation, and the Govemor-Generars final 
sanction was obtained in the lirst week of the current year. 

A sum of Rs. 50,000 has been set apart in trust for the maintenance of the 
College, and a registered trust deed, executed by Chodhri Mohan th Raghn- 
nath Dass, Zemindar of Jaintpur, Rai Purmeshwar Narayan Mahtha, 
Bahadur, Banker, Babu Langat Singh, Zemindar, and Babu Jugeshwar- 
prasad Singh, Pleader, was submitted, along with the first petition for 
affiliation, to the Syndicate. Soon after the bounding of the College it 
became apparent that Babu Langat Singh alone was to bear the whole of 
the expenses of the College. The trust fund in hand has consisted solely of 
his own donation, and nobody else came forward to help the College finan 
cially. Hence it is a fact that Babu J^angat Singh alone has been support- 
ing ^e College from its very beginning, and he is therefore the proprietor of 
the Institution. 

The College has been furnished with a fine Laboratory and a well-stocked 
Library. It is proposed tc^ establish a boarding-house in connection with 
the College as soon as possible for the benefit of mofussil students, in which 
poor boys will bo allowed free board und lodging. 

The tuition fee for the College classes is Rs. 4, and that in the School 
Department varies from Rs. 2 to As. 8 a month. 

One scholarship of Rs. 8 and six others of Rs. 4 each have been awarded 
to deserving students of the College Department. One of the six Scholar- 
ships of Rs. 4 each is called the “ Fraser Scholarship,” in honour of the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s visit to the College in January, 1904, and the 
others are also named after distinguished official visitors during the year, 
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As no eligible students have been found, none of these scholarships have 
been awarded during the present year. 

Three free studentships and thi^ l^alf-free studentships have been grant- 
ed to deserving poor boys at the commencement of the current session.

This College was established by the Wesleyan Mission, in June 1903, 
partly because of the success of the Mission High School, known as the 
Kuchkuchia High School, but chiefiy because of the great demand for 
higher education in this part of Bengal. There being no college within 
a rewiius of sixty miles, and Bankura having a dry and healthy climate, 
it was considered to be in every respect a most suitable centre for such 
an institution. The need of a College, in this neighbourhood, has been 
amply justified by the number of students that have joined during the 
last five years. Its success has been so gratifying, both numericoUy and 
educationally, that the authorities have asked the university to affiliate 
the institution up to B.A. in Arts, which privilege has been granted. Tlio 
privilege of affiliation would have been granted at a earlier date, but 
owing to the reorganisation of the University the delay was unavoidable. 
Though at present, affiliated in Arts only, provision is being made for 
the teaching of Science, and the University has been asked to give 
permission to commence classes in Chemistry in June of tlienext session. 

Great difficulty has been experienced in obtaining a suitable site for 
the new additional buildings to be erected, but an ex cell ent property 
of 115 bighas has at last been acquired. On this site a new College build- 
ing, houses for Principal and professors and Hostels for Hindu and Chris- 
tian students are being erected. At present only F.A. classes ore being 
held, B.A. classes wiU be opened in Jur.io of the present year in 
the new College building 

The aim of the College is to give a sound, healthy education, based on 
high moral and Christian principles ; and to this end cramming is dis- 
couraged and Scriptme is taught systematically in both School and 
Coll^. Manly outdoor games are encouraged and the new College 
recreation ground is largely patronised by both students and boys. 

Thera te of fees in the College classes is at present Rs. 5 per month 
in the B.A. and Rs. 4 in the F.A. Classes ; in the school it varies from 
Rs. 2 to 8 annas.

This Institution was founded by Warren Hastings in 1781 , with the view 
of enabling Muhammadans of Bengal to acquire such a knowledge of Arabic 
Literature and Law as would qualify them for the Judicial Department, and 
was endowed by him with a Zemindary yielding an estimated rental of 
Rs. 29,000. In July, 1819, the zemindary was resmned and the rental was 
commuted to a fixed annual charge on the Treasury, of Rs. 30,000. 

In 1873 the interest of the Muhammad Mushin Legacy, amoimting to 
Rs. 51,000, which had previously been expended on the Hughli College, 
was sot ft-ee, and was devoted to Muhammadan education in Bengal. 
Several new Meuirasahs were founded ; and the sum of Rs. 35,000, plus the 
schooling fees, changed afterwards to Rs. 31,000, was fixed as the annual 
charge of the Calcutta Madrasah apd Colinga Branch School. 

The Institution, which is under the control of the Director of Public In- 
struction, Bengal, consists of thiee Departments. In the Arabic Deparv 
ment, Arabic and Persian Literature, History, Logic, Rhetoric and Muham- 
madan Law are taught. The department consists of 11 classes, riz., five 
senior, two junior and four oriental classes wluch are conducted by 
a staff of 17 maulavis and teachers, with Shamo-ul-Ulama Ahmad 
"^as the Head Moulavi. The students of the four senior classes- from 
senior fourth year to senior first year are prepared for the correspond- 
ing standards of the Central Examination of Bengal Madrasahs, con- 
ducted by the Principal of the Calcutta Madrasah as Registrar under 
the orders of the Director 01 Public Instruction, Bengal After having 
passed the Higher Standard Examination from the senior fourth year class 
of the various Madrasahs of Bengal, students are given a course of 
instruction in Hadis, Tafsir, Arabic Literature and Logic, etc., in the 
senior fifth year class. Instruction m special classes is provided for 
those students who desire to take up the study of the English Language 
as an optional bubjeot. The monthly fee in the senior fifth year c1as.s 
is one rupee ; from the senior fourth year class to the junior first year 
class 8 annaSf and in the oriental classes 4 annas. The aver€^;e number 
of students, 473, 

The College Department is a second-gretde College (established in 1884) 
and teaches up to the P.A. standard. The monthly fee is Rs. 2 ; average 
number, 42. For teaching purposes it had been amalgamated with the 
Presidency College, since July 1888, the students of the Madrasah College 
attending the former College for their lectures. 

The Anglo-Persian Department into which has been merged the Colinga 
Branch School, is a Collegiate School, and teaches up to the Entrance 
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Examination. There is a stafiE of 24 teachers with Maulayi Muhammad 
Azizul Huq. M.A., B.L., as the Head Master. The monthly fee is Be* 1 ; 
average number of students 2(55. ^ * - 

In the place of the Colinga Branch Schooi a Middle English School in 
connexion with the Madrasah was started for Muhammadans in 190S1 in the 
northern part of the town. 

Monthly fee, annas 8 ; average number of students, 124. 

There are two Government scholarships of Rs. 16, each tenable in the 
senior fifth year class, Arabic Department, and awarded to those who 
stand first and second in order of merit among the successful candidates at 
the Higher Standard Examination of the various Madrasahs of Bengal. 

There are 18 Muhsin scholarships of Bs, 10, 8,6, 4 and 3, respectively, 
awarded in the Arabic Department; II Muhsin scholarships of Rs 5, 4, 3, 
respectively, in the Anglo-Persian Department ; and a Scindia and Bhopal 
scholarship of Rs. 2-8. There are four Scholarships of Rs. 34, each tenable 
for the year in M.E. School. 

In the College Department there are the following scholarships : — 
2 Muhsin scholarships and 3 Amir-i-kabir scholarships, each of Rs. 10, and 
tenable for two years, by students reading for the F.A. Examination. Two 
scholarships of Rs. 10 each, tenable for two years, are annually awarded 
to passed students of the Madrasah, continuing their studies for the B.A. 
degree in a Calcutta College. 

The Elliott Madrasah Hostel, built from joint contributions of the 
Bengal Government and individual Muhammadan donors, has been opened 
since June 1899. It occupies a site adjoining the Madrasah building and 
affords accommodation for 140 Muhammadan students attending either 
one of the several Madrasah Departments of some other affiliated College 
in Calcutta. Free boarderships, to the total number of 48, are provided 
from the donations of Sir Charles Elliott, Nawab of Dacca, Basharat Ali 
Chaudhari, Nawab of Murshidabaxl, Haji Quasim Arif, Moulvi Ali 
Ahmad, Nawab of Junagarh, National Mohammadan Association, Nawab 
Saher Bano Begum of Khagra Estate, Shaikh Muhammad Ali, Nawab 
..Vilayat Ali Khan, Muhammadan Literary Society, Prince Sir Jehan 
Quader Moulvi Alimuddin.

The College is supported by Government, and is under the control of the 
Director of Public Instruction, Eastern Bengal and Assam. 

It was origine^y opened as a Zilla School in 1836 by the General Com- 
mittee of Public Instruction. In January, 1869, it was raised to a ^cond 
Grade College, teaching up to the F.A. standard. A Law Department 
teaching up to the Pleadership Examination 8tanda];d was also added 
afterwards. , 

The monthly tuition fee in the College Department is Rs. 3 ; and in the 
Law Department Rs. 6 ; in the School it varies from Re. 1 in the lowest to 
Ks. 2-8 in the highest class. 

There is an endowment scholarship called Rai Golakchandra Chaudhuri 
Bahadur’s Scholarship, worth Rs. 6 a month, tenable at this College for two 
years and awardable every year to the succos^ul candidate at the Entrance 
Examination, who stan^ next below the ftovernment Junior Scholars 
from the District of Chittagong. 

Attached to the College are a Hindu Hostel and a Buddhist Hostel , which 
are open to the students of the College and the Collegiate School.

This Institution was founded as a Zilla School in 1834, and was converted 
into a High School in 1873. Since the Govemm^t order of the 16th Octo- 
ber, 1877, cheinging the nomenclature of Government Schools, it has been 
called the Midnapur Second Grade College. It is supported partly by Go- 
vernment and partly by the interest of an endowment fund, raised by the 
people of the district of Midnapur, amoimting to Rs. 51,000 in Government 
Securities and Municipal Debentures. The management of the Institution, 
which had been under the control of the Director of Public Instruction and 
of a District School Committee, was made over by Government to the 
Local Municipality on the 1st of July, 1887, on the grant-in-aid system.

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' 9 It consists of a College and a School Department. Into the former such 
students are admitted as have passed the University Entrance Examioeation 
and intend to work for the First Exmiination in Arts. The tuition fee in 
the College Department is Rs. 5 a month, and that in the School Depart- 
ment varies from one rupee in the lowest to three rupees in the highest class. 

A Law Department was opened in 1873, and was affiliated to the Calcutta 
University up to the B.L. standard in June, 1892. The rate of fee for this 
department is Rs. 5 a month. 

There is a gymnastic class attached to the College, in which boys are 
taught exercises according to European and Indian methods. A drill 
master has been appointed to train the boys in the European system of drill . 

, Local Scholarahipa and Medals. 

One Luchman Prasad Oarga Scholarship of Rs. 5 per mensem (now re 
duced to Rs. 4), tenable for two yefirs, founded by the Zemindar of 
Moisadal, of that name, and one Ajodhyaram Khan Scholarship of Rs. 5 
per mensem, tenable for two years, founded by Rajah Mahendra Lai Khan, 
Zemindar of Midnapur, to perpetuate the memory of his father, are award- 
ed annually to the two most deserving students who pass the Universit>' 
Entrance Examination from the Collegiate School, but who fail to gain 
Government Scholarships, on condition that they prosecute their studies in 
this College. 

One Luchman Prasad Garga gold medal of the value of about Rs. 32, 
endowed by the Zemindar of Moisadal of that name, is awarded annually Uy 
the student from the Midnapur College wl>p passes highest at the F.A. 
Examination. 

Four silver medals of the value of about Rs. 16 each, called Harrison . 
the Martin, the Kali Prasanna Ray Chaudhuri, and the Bipin Behari Datta 
medal, are annually awarded to the best student of the Collegiate School in 
Mathematics. History, English Composition, and English language and 
literature respectively. The money for the Martin Medal Fund was sub- 
scribed by the Bengali friends and admirers 'of the late R. L. Martin, Esq., 
' inspector of Schools, to commemorate his name. The rest were endowed 
by the donors whose names they bear. There is another silver medal called 
the “ Abhaya Charan Medal,” which is annually awarded to the candidate 
who obtains the highest marks in History among the successful Entrance 
candidates from the Collegiate School. The money for this medal was 
subscribed by the friends and students of the late Babu Abhaya Charan 
Bose, Head Master of the Collegiate School. 

A temporary hostel, with material help from Government, has been 
opened here with effect from June, 1906.

This Institution was founded in the year 1872 with the object of impart- 
ing education to students of the middle oletsses at moderate and convenient 
rates. The College has been a self-supporting one from the beginning, 
being maintained entirely from fees. It consists of two departments, the 
English and the Vernacular, containing eleven classes. The College De- 
partment was opened in 1871, teaching up to the standard of the First 
Examination in Arts In the Vernacular Classes both English and 
Bengali are taught, but the latter is used as the principal medium of 
instruction. Besides the branches* rendered compulsory by University re- 
quirements, the College insists upon regular instruction in the principles of 
ethics, separate hours being set apart for lectures on that subject. There 
are classes also for music and elementary science. 

Monthly statements showing the attendance, progress and conduct of 
the pupils of the School Department are sent to their parents for their 
remarks and suggestions. 

An Admission Fee of Rs. 3 is charged to all students of the College 
Department, and the monthl 3 »^ tuition fee is Rs. 3. Tn the School Depart- 
ment the rates of fee vary from one rupee in the lowest classes to three 
rupees in the highest.

This Institution, since its first establishment in 1817, has been one ot 
slow but steady growth. True to its mission of supplying the demands of 
the public of Burdwan for education in the modem acceptation of the term, 
it has always kept pace with the real wants of the place. Started as an 
Anglo- Vernacular School imparting rudimenthry education, which satisfied 
the intellectual craving of the Burdwan people of the early days of British 
rule in India, it passed through different stages of improvement, devel- 
oped various phases of usefulness, and at last attained a recognised position 
as a Second Grade College in 1881, 

The educational estabU.shments of His Highness the Maharaja Adhi- 
raj Bahadur divide themselves at the present time under five heads : — 

First, the College Department, which is open to all students that 
are matriculated in the Calcutta University, teaching up to the F.A. 
Standa>rd. The monthly tuition fee is Rs. 4, but there are numerous 
free-studentships aiul Imlf free-sindentships awarded to deserving 
pupils. 

Second, the School Department, serving chiefly as a feeder or tributary 
to the above, preparing students for the Calcutta ITniversity Entrance 
Examination. 

Third, the Persian Department teaching, amongst others, those boys of 
the first two Departments that take up Persian as their second language. 

Fourth, the Sanskrit School, imparting instruction in the orthodox native 
style to those whose religious scruples prevent them from availing them- 
selves of the advantages of the English School. 

And fifth and last, the Girls’ School, the present provision in connection 
with which, though meagre, is more than sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of female education as it is understood at Burdwan. All these 
Departments are under the control of the Principal. 

The disbursements in/, the different Departments aggregate annually 
about Rs. 19,728, they being mainly met by the munificent charity of His 
Highness the Maharaja Adhiraj Bahadur. 

Several boys, in consideration of their extreme indigence, are found in 
money, besides provided with free tuition. 

Three Scholarships of Rs. 10 per mensem each, and tenable for two years, 
are annually awarded to the best amongst those successful F.A. candidates 
from the College who fail to secure Government Senior Scholarshi|]f|L to 
enable them to study for the B.A. Examination. ”

This College is the final outcome of the long-oontinued efforts of the late 
Babu Jaykissen Mukerji in furtherance of the cause of English education 
in Bengal In 1846 he had a Government School opened at Uttarpara 
on the basis of an endowment by him and his brother, the late Babu Raj- 
kissen Mukherji, of Rs. 1,200 a j’ear, and a Government assignment of 
equal value. The School prospered, and won its way to the front rank 
among the schools in Bengal. 

Babu Jaykissen’s wish was that his school should ultimately expand 
into a College, and to this end, so long as the year 1863, he asked Govern- 
ment to raise the school to a first class College, offering to contribute an 
equal sum with Government towards the maintenance of the College. In 
1883 he submitted a proposal for the conversion of the school into a Second 
Grade College, offering to make an endowment for its support so that it 
may cost the Government nothing. The recently initiated educational 
policy of Government stood, however, in the wajj" of his proposal being 
accepted, and it was accordingly not accepted. 

He finally went up to Government in April, 1887, with a proposal for the 
establishment of an aided College in connection with the old Government 
School. Government accorded him permission to open such a College, but 
on the condition that he took the school off the hands of Government. He 
agreed to do so, provided Government left the school the material advan- 
tages it derived from its c(mnection with Government. It took some time 
to settle the terms of the transfer, which was formally effected in March, 
1889. Tlie College and the Collegiate School were then under the manage- 
ment of a Board consisting of the Collector of Hughly as President, of 
Haja Pyarimohan Mukerji, C.S.I., and Babu Rasbihari Mukerji as re- 
presentatives of the late Babu Jaykissen Mukherji, and of Babu Manohar 
Mukherji as representative of the late Babu Rajldssen Mukerji. But the 
Uttarpara School having been resumed by Government on Ist April, 1897. 
the College is entirely maintained and managed by its proprietor. Raja 
Pyarimohan Mukherji.

1821, by influential members of the Armenian community resident in Cal- 
cutta, for the education of our yo^ith, both rich and poor.” In 1813 
Chatoor Moorathan bequeathed a sum of Rs. 8,000 towards the opening 
of such an institution, and his liberality was so supported by a large 
number of donations that, when the Academy was set on foot, it owned 
over Rs. 2,00,000. 

Until the year 1883 the affairs of the school were administered by a num- 
ber of Armenian gentlemen, who were styled Members of the Institution, 
and who elected four of themselves to be Managers. But in that year, 
imder a decree of the High Court of Judicature at Fort William in 
Bengal, a scheme was drawn up for the future regulation and manage- 
ment of the Academy. The funds of the school were*placed in the hands 
of the Official Trustee of Bengal , and a Board of Managers was appointed. 

The College keeps on its rolls^ about sixty foundationers of Armenian 
parentage. Some of these lads are provided for by the Armenian Associa- 
tion of Batavia ; others by the Armenian Church of Calcutta ; others under 
the Mary Apcar Trust ; others by the Burma ex-pupils ; and others by 
the College itself. Besides these, pupils of all denominations are received 
as boarders and day-scholars on payment ot^the usual fees.

This Ck)llege, founded in the year 1862, is under the direct control of the 
French Adirwistration. It consists of two departments. In both of them 
boys learn French, English, Sanskrit and Bengali. The French Depart- 
ment teaches up to the ** Brevet Elementaire ** ; the English Department 
up to the F.A. Standard of the Calcutta University. In the French 
Department, boys read free. Boys passing the “ Certificat d'Etudes ** 
Examination of the French section are admitted as free students in the 
English Department. 

A silver medal called the “ Clement Thomas Medal,” the value of the 
interest on Rs. 600 subscribed by the citizens of Chandernagore, in com- 
memoration of the great interest taken by Monsieur Clement Thomas, 
when he was the Administrator of this setUement, is awarded annuall 5 ’' 
bt the boy who deserves the “ Prix d’honneur of the College.” 

A second silver medal called the “ Prankristo Chowdari Medal,” the 
value of the interest on Rs. 600 deposited by the late Monsieur Prankristo 
Chowdari, when he was the Mayor of Chandernagore, is awarded annually 
to the boy who stands first in French. 

Monsieur Dourgacharon Roquitte, Officier d’Acad6mie and Chevalier de 
la Legion d’honneur, has left a certain sum of money to give four silver 
medals called “ Dourgacharon Roquitte Medals,” to be aweurded annually 
as prizes for Good Conduct and Proficiency in French. 

The College enjoys three scholarships of Its. 10 (ten) each, tenable for 
two years. They are awarded to boys who are French citizens and who 
pass the Entrance Examination, from College Dupleix, in the first 
division with French as their second language, provided the boys continue 
their studies in College Dupleix. «

This Institution, founded in the iiaifie of her father-in-law' by late Ram 
Padmasundari Debi of Hetampur, and opened on the 27th June. 1897, 
is situated at *Hotampur, a village in the District nt’ Birbhum. near the 
Railway Station Dubrajpur (Ondal Sainthia Clu>rd. E.I.R.) The place 
18 reported to be very healthy and has a relatively dry climate ; and 
having none of the distractions of large towns, it is specially suited for 
the development of a healthy collegiate life. 

The College building is a handsome structure, formerly used for the 
worship of the goddess Saras wati. By a trust deed the late Proprietress 
endowed the College with an annual income of Rs. 6,100 (Six thousand 
and one hundred rupees) chargeable on certain of her estates in the 
districts of Birbhum and the Santhal Parganas. The management of 
the College is in tlie hands of a Committee, 
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The tuition fee is Rs. 3 » month. Twelve free^studentahips are 
granted, according to the rules of f^he College, to deserving candidates in 
eeioh class. The number of students in the classes being limited, they 
receive an exceptional amount of individual attention. 

There is a Hostel attached to the College, pleasantly situated outside the 
village, and is under the charge of a resident Superintendent. The 
monthly charge for each boarder is Rs. 6-8 as. There is a Medical Offtoer 
to look trfter the health of the boarders.

The Institution was founded as a Government Zila Schoolin 1854, under 
the control of the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, and was managed 
by a District Committee. It continued under that management up to 
March, 1892, when, in pursuance of the policy recommended by the Educa- 
tion Commission and adopted by the Government of India, the management 
of the school was vested in a Joint Committee consisting of members re- 
turned by the District Board and the Municipality, with the District Magis- 
trate as its President. Under the management of the Joint Committee 
the Institution rose to a first-class school in 1 897. 

To commemorate the Diamond Jubilee of Her Most Gracious Majesty *b 
benign and peaceful reign, it was resolved at a public meeting that the most 
appropriate way to celebrating the happy event would be to found a College 
by the amalgamation of the three local schools, viz., Zila School, Kam^- 
eshwari Prosad Institution (a High English School maintained entirely 
at the cost of Rai Kamaleshwari Prosad Singh Bahadur, Proprietor), and 
the V. J. School : and, ir pursuance of that resolution, the amalgamation 
of the schools took place on the 1st September, 1897. Subscriptions were 
liberally contribute for the purpose of establishing the College, and

1. The accounts and management of tho School and College, as also the 
contributions and endowments, are kept quite distinct from each other. 

The tuition fee for both the first and second- j'ftar classes of the College is 
Rp. 48 annually and that in the School Department from Rs. 3 to Ans. 8 
a month. 

Attached to the College, and under the control of the College Committee, 
and the supervision of the Principal, is a boarding-house capable of contmn- 
ing 30 students open to the Hindus, at a monthly charge of Rs. 7. 

Four medals, one of gold, called “ the Marriott Medal,*’ and three of 
silver, called respectively “ The Roe Medal,” ” The LyaU Medal,” “ The 
Karunamoy Banerjee Medal,” are awarded annually to the students who 
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pass their F.A. Examination from this College and stand highest in 
English, Mathematics, Science and Sanskrit, respectively. 

One free studentship called, “ Evans Free Studentship," and a few more 
free studentships and half-free studentships, are given to poor students 
on condition of good progress and conduct. 

2. Mosumut Sham Kumari of Ulao and Rai L. P. Singh, Bahadur, 
have endowed properties yielding an annued income of Rs. 1,200 and Rs. 
770 respectively. Besides the above, there are some annual subscrip- 
tions to the College.

This College was formerly a part of the Pabna Institution, which 
included also a High English School. The school and the College have, 
however, now been separated, the management of the school still 
resting with the founder and proprietor, Babu Gopal Chandra Lahiri. 
B.A., while the management of the College has been transferred to a 
public Committee. The name Pabna Institution has been reserved ex- 
clusively for the school, and the College Department has been given the 
name of the Pabna College. The College is now held in a hired house, 
a nice commodious building very advantageo-uBlj^ situated on the bank of 
the river. New furniture have also been provided for the College, and a 
nucleus for the Library has been formed by the purchase of books worth 
about Rs. 600 The College, after dragging on a precarious existence 
for more than a year, is now going to be placed on a stable footing 
with the most munificent aid of^the Government and the help of a 
number of gentlemen of the District. An estimate has been made of 
more than half a lakh of rupees for suitable buildings for the College 
and the Collegiate Hostel, the Laboratory, and the Library ; a piece of 
land, measuring seven bi^has, has been secured for the above buildings, 
in a most healthy locality by the river side, and it is fully expected 
that under the impetus the College has received from the Government, 
the building operations will be fairly advanced before the next session of 
the College commences in June, 1908. It has been further estimated 
that when the College is fully equipped, the monthly expenditure will 
come to nearly Rs. 1,000. a goodly part of which will be borne 
by * the Government. For the year 1907-8 a grant of Rs. 2,600 
has been sanctioned. It should further be mentioned here that two 
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iiobleminded Zemindars of the District, namely, Roy Banamali Roy, 
Bahadur, and Babu Jogendra Nath Moitra, pay a monthly subscription 
of Rb. 60 each. The College teacher at present up to the Intermediate 
Standard, but there is every hope of its being raised to the status of a 
first-grade College. 

The tuition fee is Rs. 4 a month. There is provision for a limited 
number of free studentships. Government scholarship-holders are here 
free students. No rent is charged for seats in the Boarding House.

The College was established m 1900, with the object of imparting 
higher education to the people of Tangail. It owes its foundation to 
the liberal munificence of the public-spirited Zemindars of Santoah, 
Messrs. Framatha Nath Roy Chowdhury and Manmatha Nath Roy 
Chowdhury, and is entirely supported by them. 

The College had been affiliated to the University of Calcutta to the 
F.A. Standard. It proposes, under the new system, to include English, 
Sanskrit, ^ngali, Persian, Mathematics, History and Logic adapted to 
the requirements of the Intermediate Examination in Arts of the 
Calcutta University. 

There is an admission fee of Rs. 3, and the tuition fee is Rs. 3 per 
month. 
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There is a regular system of class exercises. 

There is a Debating Society which ordinarily meets once a month, the 
attendance of students being compulaory ; there is also a Sporting Club 
with one of the Pr.>fes8or8 aa its Secretary. 

Attached to the College, and under the»<‘ontrol of the Principal, is a 
spacious Boarding House for the free accommodation of students. The 
Doctor of the Proprietors’ Charitable Dispensary attends sick boarders 
free of charge, and medicines are given gratis. 

The College has a Library, and books Eire lent to students free of any 
deposit. An annual grant of Rs. 300 heis been sanctioned for additions. 
A students’ Common Room has also been started with a view to allow 
the students to make use of books, periodicals and newspapers free of 
any cost. , 

Foundbbs’ Scholarships and Medals. 

A scholarship of Rs. 8 per month, tenable for two years, is awarded 
to the student of the College who passes the University Examination in 
the First Division, in order to help him to prosecute his studies for a 
higher course. Two silver medals are also awarded, on the results of the 
University Examination, to deserving studont^. Four scholsu^hipa of 
Rs. 5 per month, two of Rs. 4 per month, and two of Rs. 3 per month, 
tenable for a year, are annually awarded to the first and the second year 
class students of the College on the results of a competitive examina- 
tion. 

Concessions are granted to students with due regard to merit and 
poverty at the discretion of the Secretary.

This College was established by the Government of Assam as a purely 
Government Institution, under the control of Director of Public In- 
struction, Assam, suid is the outcome of a strong desire on the part of the 
Assamese for a local College. It owes its foundation to the zealous efforts 
of Sir H. J. S. Cotton, C.8., K.C SI., the late Chief Commissioner of Assam, 
alter whom it has been named at the request of influential men of the 
loc^ity. 

The CoUege was sdflliated in June, 1901, to the Calcutta University up to 
the F.A. Standard. The building is a handsome and imposing structum 
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occupying a fine site, and erected by the Government at a cost of over half 
a lakh of rupees. It has a large Science Theatre, with a well-equipped 
Laboratory, and a large Library an4 Examination Hall. 

The main object of the estabUshment of m College in the heart of Assam 
was to provide higher educational advantages ior the natives of this 
Province, and to avoid the necessity of boys going to Calcutta at too early an 
age. 

There is a Collegiate School attached to the College, under a Headmaster 
assisted by a staff of 14 teachers, directly under the control of the Principal. 
The fees levied in the College are Rs. 6, monthly tuition fee, and Rs. 5, ad 
mission fee. There is a small compulsory subscription to the Athletic Club, 
levied from all students In the School Department the rates of fees veiry 
from As. 12 to Rs. 3. 

Connected with the College, and under the control of the Principal, there 
are two separate Hostels for Hindus and Mahomedans, under the direct 
supervision and management of two Resident Superintendents. A visiting 
Medical Officer has also been appointed to look after the health of the 
boarders No fee? are charged to boarders for accommodation. The 
boarding fee ranges from P^. 9 to Rs 10 per mensem according to rates 
of food articles in the market. 

There are Junior Scholarships awarded to the natives of the Assam 
Valley and to successful candidates from Assam schools, who are not 
natives, upon the result of the Entrance Examination. These scholar- 
ships are tenable only at this College, except under the special orders of 
the Chief Commissioner. Senior Scholarships are also awarded at this 
College to students who pass their F.A. Examination, and intend to 
study further. Their values are Rs. 20 and Rs. 15.

The City Collegiate School, Mymensingh Branch, founded in January, 
1883» and maintained ever since in a very satisfactory, position among 
the recognised schools by the Council of the City College Institution 
Calcutta, was raised (at the request frequently pressed on the City 
College authorities, andT particularly embodied in an Address presented 
over six years ago by the public of the District of Mymensingh. including 
the Secretaries of the Mymensingh Association and the local Anjumani 
Islamia, to the late Mr. A. M. Bose, M.A., the then President of the 
Council of the City College Institution, Calcutta), in July, 1901, to the 
status of a second-grade Arts College , and was affiliated to the Calcutta 
University in April, 1902, with effect from the date of its promotion.

This Institution was founded in 1902, and constitutes a religious trust 
under the management of a Board of Trusters. Its aim, principally, is to 
give Hindu boys a training in their religion, and to revive ancient Hindu 
leeuning ; it has in view also the furtherance of the cause of general edu- 
cation. 

The work has been commenced with two branches : one is the college 
teaching the F.A. Course, and the other is the ch<xtushp€Uhi teaching differ- 
ent branches of Sanskrit Literature and Hindu Law and Philosophy. The 
College has got a Council of Management and has recently been ciliated 
for the Intermediate Examination in Arts. It is intended principally for 
Hindu students. Pupilc of other religious persuasions are also Emitted 
merely as day-scholars and upon a principle of non-interference. 

Efforts have been made to make the arrangements as complete as pos- 
sible from an educational point of view. The Institution has got a healthy 
rural site with a big compound and a picturesque river frontage ; it has 
got a boarding-house in which almost all the teachers and the majority 
of the students find their residence. There is a small Laboratory and a 
moderate Library of which the students have got a free use.

The Medical College of Bengal was foundedjby Lord William Beiitinck in 
the year 1835. 

The government of the College and Hospital is vested in the Principal, 
aided by a consultative Council, composed of all the Professors, subject to 
the general control of the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals for Bengal. 

The following Rules and Regulations apply to students who were 
admitted in this College before Juno, 1907. Students admitted in or 
after June, 1907 will bo subject to the New Regulations of the Calcutta 
University. 

The Students. 

1. Students are permitted to entoi for a (‘omplete course of study or for 
selected courses in one or sev^eral subjects. 

2. Students who enter for the full course are called “ regular,’* ajjd 
those who enter for isolated subjects or courses are termed “ casuw ** 
students. 

3. Except under very special circumstances, no student from a medical 
college of another Province can be admitted other than as a casual 
student. 

4. The malcimum number of students admitted under either of those 
designations is determined by tlie Principal at his own discretion (Bengal 
Government order No. 267 Medl. of 19th January, 1897). 

6. Regular students whf have failed at the Test Examination of the 
first year, will have their application for re-admission considered before 
the applications of new students at the next annual session. 

6. No person will be enrolled as a regular student who has not previous- 
ly passed the First Arts Examihation of the Calcutta University, or 
other examination recognised as ^ts equivalent by the Calcutta 
University. 

7. Ceu3ual sthdenis may be admitted at the discretion of the Principal, 
provided they have passed the Entrance Examination of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity, or other ez6unination recognised as its equivalent by the Calcutta 
University, or a Preliminary Arts Examination recognised as its equivalent 
by theBritish General Medical Coimcil. 

8. As a very exceptional caae, a cetsual student may be admitted by the 
Principal without the Preliminary Arts Examination. In such a caae no 
certificate for lectures or hospiteJ practice can be granted. 

9. Any regular student who leaves the College before completing the 
Qourse, with the object of continuing his studies in a medical school in 
Europe, may receive certificates of attendance at lectures on payment of 
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fees at certain (Section “ Fees ”) fixed rates, provided the Professor is 
satisfied that the attendance of the student has been satisfactory, and that 
the subject has been honestly studieU. 

10. All students intending to finish their studies in Europe are directed 
to the Regulations of the British General Medical Council, in which it is 
laid down that Latin is a compulsory subject in the Arts Preliminary. A 
recognised examination in Latin must be passed before students can be 
registered by the British General Medical Council. 

11. A casual student wishing to attend any course of lectures or any 
department of hospital practice, may do so with the permission of the 
Principal and Professor of the subject on payment, in advance, of fees at 
the rates fixed. IfHhe student heis passed a recognised Preliminary Arts 
Examination, he may be granted certificates of attendance at the lectures, 
provided the Principal and Professor are satisfied with his study of the 
subject taken up. 

12. Special students are also admitted to two conmlete courses of study 
other than the University course, viz,^ the Female Certificate Course and 
the Military Pupil Course. 

13. Admission to the Female Certificate Course is granted by the 
Principal, provided the student has passed the Preliminary Arts Examina* 
tion, as explained in paras^raph 7. 

14. Admission to the Military Pupil Course is regulated by the Director- 
General, Indian Medical Service. 

Femat.b Students. 

16. Female students may enter — 

(а) as regular students for the University course ;

(c) as casual students. 

16. The Preliminary Arts Examination required before entering for — 

(а) is the F.A. Calcutta, or its equivalent (see above, para- 

graph 6) ; 

(б) is the Entrance or its equivalent ; 

(c) is the Entrance, or its equivalent (see above, paragraph 7). 

17. A student who has entered for the University coiu^ may be per- 

mitted by the Princmal to change her plan of studies at any stage, and to 
join the Certificate Class instead. e 

18. Female students entering as regular or Female Certificate Students, 
are eligible for a Government scholarship of Rs. 20 per month, and eu*e not 
charged any fees (Bengal Government Education) No. 1286 of 28th Meurch, 
1896. 

19. Such a scholarship need not be claimed if the student does not wish 
to conform to the conditions. 

20. The rules regulating the granting of certificates for'lectures in para- 
graphs, 8, 9, 10, and 11, apply also to female students of all classes.

Female Certificate Class. 

21 . Admission to this class is granted by the Principal. The number of 
admissions is determined by the Principal. 

22. Female students must be over 17 yeema of age before commencing 
their studies. 

'23. They must have passed a Preliminary Airts Excunination before ad- 
mission to the College, viz : — 
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^1) Entrance Examination of the Calcutta University or an equi- 
valent ; 0 

i2) A Preliminary Arts* Examination recognised by the British 
General M^cal CouncU. 

24. Application for admission to this class should recu^sh the Principal by 
the let of May. In the event of a student desiring a scholarship from the 
Government or the Countess of Dufferin’s Fund, her circumstances emd 
claims should be concisely stated. The application should be accompanied 
by a signed declaration of willingness to abide by the conditions under 
which such scholarships are granted. 

25. The conditions under which scholarships are gianted by the Count- 
ess of Dufierin*s Fund are laid down in Appendix No. 3 of the Annual 
Report of the Central Committee of the Countess of Dufferin’s Fund. 

26. The curriculum of the class extends over four years, and is that 
detailed in Section “ Curricula.” 

27. Any proposed alteration of the course of study must receive the 
sanction of the Principal. 

28. The progress in the course of study m regulated by Test and Pass 
Examinations. (Section “ College Examinations.”) 

29. Students who are successful at the final Pass Examination of this 
course are entitled to the certificate of the College qualifying them to prews- 
tise in India. A fee of Rs. 10 is charged for each certificate. 


The Suhnomoye Hostel.

30. All female students are expected to reside in the Hostel, and only 
under exceptional circumstances will they be allowed to live with friends 
or guardians outside the College. Applications may, therefore, have to be 
refused on the ground that there is no accommodation in the Hostel. 

31. Under the rules of the Hostel , preference is given to native students. 

32. While in the Hostel, students are under the 8ui>ervi8ion of the Lady 
Superintendent, and must conform to the rules laid down for their guidwce. 

33. While within the College precincts, students are_ under the disSp- 
linary control of the Principal. 

Procedure of Admission.

The Centbal Committee Scholabships op the CoirNTEsa op 
Duppertn Fund. 

The foQowing scholarships have been created in the pleu^e of those of 
lower value which have hitherto existed : — 

Three scholarships of Rs. 30 each per mensem , whinh it is intended shall 
be held ot the Medical College at Calcutta or Lahore. These scholarships 
are to be tenable for five years and are granted only to students who have 
passed the University F.A. Examination,' and who must api*ee to enter the 
full Assistant Surgeon’s Course. 

Seven scholarships of Rs. 20 each per mensem, to be held by students at 
the Medical Colleges at Calcutta, Madras, Bombay or Lahore. They must 
be over 17 years of age and pass the Entrance Examination, or an exam- 
ination officially recognised by the University as equivalent to the 
Entrance examination. 

These scholarships are paid through, and on the recommendation of, the 
Principal of the College whore the student is working, but are liable to 
be withdrawn should she appear, either from want of application or from 
other causes, not likely to turn out a useful member of the Medical Profes- 
sion. 

A condition vhich applies to all the abovenamed scholarships is that a 
student, on the expiration of the term of her Medical study, shall be bound 
to serve the Association for at least three years, if called upon to do so. 

All students who hold Central Committee scholarships are called upon 
to sign an agreement. , 

(6) Female Students, if accepted by the Principal, will, under ordinary 
circumstances, be accommodated in the Surnomoyee Hostel and will 
report their arrival at the Principal’s office. A female student, per- 
mitted to reside outside the Hostel, must report herself at the Principal’s 
office on or before the 16th June. No lemale student will be admitted 
after 15th June. 

{c) Military pupils nre admitted to the I'^ollege to join the Military Pupil 
Course under the orders of the T>irector-General, Indian Medical Service. 

4. The fees, as laid down in Section “ fees,” may be paid personally at 
tno Principal’s office, or by monej^-order or cheque. A receipt is granted, 
and each student must initial the counterfoil of the receipt.

2. All regular students must pay an annual fee of Rs. 96 in two instal- 
ments — Rs 48 on the 16th June and Rs. 48 on the first November. Fees 
once, paid cannot be refunded. 

2a, All regular students have to pay an annual fee of Ro. 1 to tho 
Medical College Athletic Club. 
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3. The fee for each course of Dissection is Rs. 6. 

The fee for each course of Practidhl Chemistry is Rs. 6 
The fee for each course of Practical Physiology is Rs. 1 0 
The fee for each course of PhysiologioAl Chemistry is Rs, 16. 

The foe for each course of Practical Morbid Histology is Rs. 16. 

The fee for each course of Practical Bacteriology is Rs. 16. 

4. MuhamTnadan students are required to pay the entrance fee of 
Rs. 16 and half the annual fees — ^Rs. 24 on the 15th June and Rs. 24 on 
the 1st November. The remaining half fees are charged to the Mohsin 
Fund. 

5. The following scale of fees is fixed for regular students who take up

6. Casual students who wish to attend any course of lectures or any 
department of hospital practice may do so, with the pei*mission of the 
Principal and Professor of the subject, on payment, in advance, of the fees 
fixed in paragraph 6. 

7. Junior stipendiary scholarships and free tuition for one year are 
awarded to 10 students of the bond fide second year's curriculum on the 
results of the Test and Honour Examinations at the end of the first year. 

8. Junior stipendiary scholarships, and free tuition for one year are 
awarded to 10 students of the bond fide i bird year’s curriculum on the results 
of the Test and Honour Examinations at the end of the .second year, but 
not unless they have passed the Preliminary Scientific Examination. 

N.B, — By the term “ students of the bo7id fide second and third year's 
** curriculum ” is to be understood those students who have not failed III 
former Test Examinations of the first and second year, and who therefore 
have not had to seek re<admission. 

9. Senior stipendiary scholarships and free tuition are awarded annually 

to 10 students of the bond fide fourth year’s cuiTicuIum on the results of the 
Test and Honour Examinations at the end of the third year, provided they 
have passed either the first M.B. or L.M.S Examination. A student who 
has failed to pass the Preliminary iScientific Examination at the end of his 
second year cannot hc»ld a f^holarship in liis third year. Tn the event of 
his passing a combined examination at the end of his third year, he will 
then be eligible to hold a senior scholarship. Senior scholarships, with free 
tuition, ore tenable for two years, provided the holders pass the Test 
Examination at the end of their fourth year to the .satisfaction of the 
Principal. • 

10. Holders of stipendiary scholarships of a value less than Rs. 20 per 
meixsem are nof required to pay the annual fee of Rs. 96 for the year in 
which they hold a scholarship. All other scholarship-holdei*s shall pay the 
same fees as regular students, except female students who are exempted 
from the operation of this rule [Bengal Oovernment Resolution (Educa 
rion) No. 1285 of 28th March, 1895]. 

11. Students re admitted to a curriculiun after failure at Test Exam- 
inations or, in the case of third-year students, those who have failed in 
the first L.M.S. or M.B. Examination, will he required to pay half the 
annual fee iu one instalment (i.e,, R.s. 48), and an extra fee (t.e , for 
Dissection) of Rs. 6 in full. 

12. Students who have passed the Tost Examination of tho second 
year, but have failed to pass the Preliminary Scientific, L.M.S. or M.B., 
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and who therefore have to take up in their third year a» extra subjects those 
in which they have failed, will bef required to pay fees for those subjects 
at the following rates : — Ra. 20 for one subject, Rs. 30 for two, and 
Rs. 36 for three, in addition to the full annual fee. 

13. A student who passes the Preliminary Scientific L.M.S. at the end of 
his second year, but for any reason, does not pass the Preliminary M.B. 
Examination, and who then wishes to pass himself for the Preliminary 
Scientific M.B. or combined M.B. Examination at the end oi his third 
year, and has to attend the lectures in Chemistry, Botany, and Zoology, 
required for his examination as extra subjects, must pay fees in accord- 
ance with the proinsion of paragraph 12. 

The .practice is, however, not recommended, and such students are 
advised to ask permission to revert to the second-year course of study. 

14. A similar ruling applies to studefits who have passed the first L.M.S. 
at the end of their third year, but having fedled to pass the first M.B., 
wish to present themselves for it at the end of their fourth year They 
must attend the necessary lectures as extra subjects and pay extra fees, 
but they are advised to apply for permission to revert to their third year. 

1 5. Students who have passed in all subjects at a University examination 
but fail in the “aggregate,” will pay fees as if they had failed in one subject. 

16. Students who fail at the final M.B. or L.M.S. Examination will pay 

fees for the subjects in which they have to reappear at the following 
rates ; — Rs. 20 for one subject, Ra. 30 for two, and Rs. 35 for three, but 
without any annual fee. , 

17. These rules, with regard to the payment of fees after failure, may, 
in special cases, be relaxed by the Inspector ‘Oeneral of Civil Hospitals, 
Bengal, on the recommendation of the Principal (Bengal Government 
Order No. 263, Medical, dated 19th January, 1897). 

18. No fees are charged to regular female students or to those of the 
Female Certificate Class. 

19. Similarly no fees are charged to students of the Military Pupil Class. 

20. In calculating the sum to be paid under Rule 9 The Students/^ 
the amount of the fees already paid by him aa a regular student, or in the 
case of a student enjoying a stipendiary scholarship and free tuition, the 
amount, which would have been paid by him, had he been a paying student, 
shall be deducted. 

21. Thus a regular student, leaving for Europe at the end of his second 

year, would , after enjoying for two years a stipendiary scholarship and 
free tuition, if he wished for the necessary certificates, be required to pay 
the following sum, calculated thus : — ^

22. The fees payable by a Muhammadan student requiring oertificates in 
the same way will ^ calculated on the same principle, %e. , he will be allowed 
a deduction for the full annual fee, half of which has been paid by himself 
and half by the Mohsin Fund. 

23. Students of the Military dlass and Female Certificate class requiring 
certificates in the same way, will be required to pay the rate of fees laid 
down in para^aph 5 for the full curriculum, or for such portion as they have 
attended. No deduction will be made in this case, as they are not free 
students in the sense in which that term is defined in Bengal Government 
Resolution (Education) No. 601 of 7th December, 1880. 
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2. Any regular student may, with the permission of the Principal and 
the Professors of the subjects, attend courses of lectures or departments of 
Hospital practice in addition to the fu)! ourriculum for the year, and shcdl 
be entitled to certificates for attendance at such extra lectures if the Profes- 
sors are satisfied that the student has attended regularly and has honestly 
studied the subject. For such courses additional fees are charged. (Sec- 
tion ** Fees,*’ paragraph 6.) 

3. A casuflui student wishing to attend any course of lectures or tkny 
department of Hospital practice may do so with the permission of the 
Principal and Professor of the subject on payment in advance of fees at the 
rates fixed. If the student has passed one of the Preliminary Arts exami- 
nations as explained in Section The Students,*’ paragraph 1, he may be 
granted certificates of attendance at the lectures, provided the Principal 
and Professor are satisfied with his study of the subjects taken up. 

4. Female students may, with the sanction of the Principal, change 
their course of study from the curriculum of the University to that of 
the Certificate class. 

5. Casual female students may be enrolled in the Certificate class after 
commencing a course of study in one or more^ubjects at the College, but 
will have to complete the full four-years’ course from the time of entering 
the Certificate course. 

6. All certificates for attendance at these curricula are only recognised 
by the British Goneral Medical Council, provided the requisite Preliminary 
Arts examination has been passed.

5. Students of the first and Fecond-year at the College Test examina- 
tions are expected to obtain a minimum of 40 per cent, in all subjects, but 
30 per cent, in one may not debar them from being promoted to the second 
euid third year’s curriculum, respectively, i^ailuro to reach this minimum 
will entail a further year’s study before promotion. 

6. Those who, after passing the College Test, fail at the University ex^ 
aminatiohs, will be entitled, equally with those who pass it, to join the 
third-year curiiculum, at the end ol which the former will have to present 
themselves for the combined Preliminaiy Scientific and first L.M 8. or 
M.B. examinations. 

7. Those students who fail at the College Test examination of the second 
year will not be debarred from going up for the Preliminary Scientific. 
They will be encoiuaged to do so ; but whether they pass or fail they will 
be relegated to the second-year curriculum, provided that those who pass 

he University examination will not be required to attend the courses in 
those subjects in which they have passed. 

8. Students of the first or second-year curriculum, who fail twice at the 
same stage to gain promotion to the next higher curriculum, will be 
finally removed from the College. 

9. Students of the third-year must present themselves for the first 

L. M.S. or first M.B. examination of the Calcutta University, or for the 
combined (paragraph 6 above). Those who fail at this examination will 
be relegated for a further year to the third-year’s curriculum. 

10. Those who fail to present theifiselves at the University examina- 
tions without satisfactory explaeiation, render themselves liable to re- 
moval from the College. 

11. Students of the third-year who fail twice at the first L.M.S. or first 

M. B. will be liable to removal from the College. If the Principal thinks fit, 
they may be allowed to remain in the College and be relegated to the third- 
year curriculum on payment of fees at rates laid dowm (Section “ Pees,” 
pe^ragraph 11). This concession may be repeated for any number of years 
at the discretion of the Principal. 

12. Students of the fourth-year curriculum must not only pass the 
College Tost excuninations, but must also show diligencse and aptitude in 
clinical work, otherwise they will not be promoted to the fifth-year curri- 
culum. 

13. Students of the fourth year curriculum who, at the College Test 
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ezaminations, obtain a minimum of 40 per cent, of the marks in. three sub- 
jeots, and 30 per cent, in a fourth (Section Curricula **) will be eligible 
for promotion to the fifth-year elaes.^ Those who fail to obtain this mini- 
mum will be relegated to the fourth-year curriculum for a further year. 

14. Students who fail to pass the final L.M.S. or M.B. examinations 
must attend a further course of lectures in the subject or subjects in which 
they have failed, in accordance with the University regulations, and must 
pay the necessary fees (Section ** Fees,’* paragraph 16). 

15. Students who have failed to pass the CoUoge Test and University ex- 
aminations in regular course are not eligible for junior stipendiary scholar- 
ships (Section “ College Rewards ”). 

16. Students of the fourth year curriculum will be allowed to compete 
for the medals, prizes and scholarships of the fourth and fifth years 
(Section “College Rewards,” paragraphs 16 and 17). 

17. The method of examinations for Honours is dete mined by each 
Professor in consultation with the Principal. 

Military Pupils. 

18. The rules regulating the Test and Final examinations of the Military 
pupil class are those ordered bv the Director Oeneral, Indian Medical Ser- 
vice, from time to time. 

Femai-e Certificate Class* 

19. Promotion to a higher curriculum is dependent on passing the Test 
examinations, at which the minimum of marks fixed in each subject must 
be obtained. 

20. A student of the first year who obtains less than 30 per cent, of 
marks in any tiyo out of the four subjects of the Test examinations will be 
removed from the College. 

21. A student of the second and third -year curriculum must obtain 40 
per cent, of the marks in two subjects of examination (Test or Final) to 'be 
promoted to the higher curriculum. A student who fails to obtain 40 per 
cent, in two or 30 per cent, in one subject only will be relegated for a fur- 
ther year’s study to her present curriculum. 

22. If a student obtains more than 30 per cent, but less than 40 per 
cent, of the marks in one subject, she will be eligible for promotion. She 
must, however, attend a course of lectures in the subjects in which she has 
failed in addition to the full curriculum of the year to wliich she has been 



23. The same rules for the minimum percentage of marks accepted for 

the examinations of the second and third years apply ^ students of the 
fourth year. ^ 

24. If a student of tho fourth yearjgains 30 per cent, and less than 40 
per cent, in one subject only, she will be referred for a further course of 
study for one year. 


The Military Pupil Ci^s. 

1. The administrative control of this class, as a portion of the Indian 
Subordinate Medical Department, rests with the Director-General, Indian 
Medical Service. 

2. Students are admitted to this class under tho orders of the Govern- 
ment of India, Military Department (India Army Circulars, 1884, clause 3). 
Full particulars are to be found in a prospectus issued annually from the 
office of the Director-General, Indian Medical Service. 
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3. Students nuist be of European or Eurasian parentage, ph^ically 

fit, of good oharaoter, and between sixteen and nineteen yecu^B of age on 
ad^saion. ^ 

4. While at the college they will be styled military pupils. 

5. Their education at the College is intended to fit them for employment 
in hospitals of British troops and in Military and Civil appointments (India 
Army Circulars, 1884, clause 83). 

6. The course of study is that laid down in Appendix B of the abovemen- 
tioned prospectus, and will be found in the Section ** Curricula ” of these 
rules. 

7. Military pupils must obtain permission from the Principed before 
attending lectures <m subjects outside their curriculum. 

8. The periodical and final examinations of the curriculum will be con- 
ducted, and students who fail to pass them will be dealt with in accordance 
with the rules laid down in the prospectrs issued by the Director-General, 
Indian Medical Service. 

9. At the end of the course, military pupils, if reported qualified, will 
be attested and admitted (India Army Circulars of 1888, clause 162) into the 
Indian Subordinate Medical , Department. 

10. At the same time they will receive a certificate qualifying them to 
practise physic in India and designate themselves Diplomates of the 
Medical College of Bengal. 

11. A military pupil v'ho, at the end of his first year at the College, does 
not, in the opinion of the Principal, give promise of proving a successful 
or desirable student, will be liable to removal. 

12. A military pupil, in the event of failihg to pass the periodical and 
final examinations of the curriculum, or misconducting himself, may be 
summarily removed by the Director-General, Indian M^iical Service, and 
all certificates to which he may otherwise be entitled withheld. 

13. A military pupil desirous of relinquishing his studies can only do so 
with the sanction of the Director-General, Indian Medical Service, and on 
refunding the whole amount of pay received* by him. 

S4. The order and discipline of the military pupils is maintained by the 
Superintendent of military pupils, and the resident staff under the orders of 
the Principal. 

16. While under instruction in the College or Hospitals, military 
pupils are subject to the rules for the maintenance of discipline applicable 
to other students. 

16. Leave to military pupils is granted by the Principal. 

17. No certificate of attendance on any course of lectures, or practical

4. Regular students who at any time are referred for a second year of 

study in all the subjects of one curriculum, are thereby rendered ineligible 
for any of the stipendiary scholarships, junior and senior. They are, how- 
ever, eligible for the special scholarships emd class prizes of the fourth and 
fifth year. ^ 

5. A student who has failed to pass the Preliminary Scientific examina- 
tion at the end of his second year cannot hold a scholarship in his third year. 
In the event of his passing a combined examination at the end of his third 
year he will then be eligible to hold a senior scholarship. 

6. A student referred for a further course of study in one subject of 
curriculum is not eligible to compete for honours in that subject. 

7. Certain clinical College prizes, and all class gold medals and certifi- 
cates of honour, are open for competition of all students except CEtsual 
students. 

8. A female student enrolled as a regular student may compote for all 
scholarships and medals. 

9. A student who has permission to attend a course in excess of the 
curriculum of his year is eligible for the prizes given for that course. 

10. Casual students are ineligible for stipendiary scliolarships, prizes and 
certificates of honour. 

11. A Government female scholarship of Rs. 20 per mensem may be 
granted to a female student on entrance for five years, provided that — 

(o) She is a promising student. 

(6) She is not receiving a scholarship of that value from any other 
.source external to the College. 

(c) She is willing to bind herself to serve Government for four years, 
if called upon to do so after passing out of the College. [Government of 
Bengal (Education) No. 1285 of 28th March, 1895]. 

Note. — If a female student comes to the College with a scholarship of 
less value than Rs. 29 a month, she shall be entitled to receive the balance 
in the shape of a supplementary scholarship from Government on the above 
conditions, j 

K^12. A student holding a senior scholarship who fails to pass the I'est ex- 
amination of the fourth year to the satisfaction of the Principal will forfeit 
his scholarship, which may then be awarded for one year to the student of 
the fifth year who stands highest in the r^ults of the foui’th-year examina- 
tion and is not the holder of any scholarship. 

13. Senior and Junior scholarships will not be awarded to any student 
who has gained the Durga Charan Laha Scholarship of Rs. 30 per mensem 
(Calcutta University Calendar) or emy other scholarship. 

14. A gold medal is award^ to the best student in eetoh subject on the 
result of the Honours examination. In those subjects in which the course 
is biennial, the best of the students of the two years may obtain the gold 
medal unless there be a special medal for the junior year. If the winner is 
of the junior yecup, he can only receive the reward of the junior year. 

15. The fcM)t of a student having obtained a medal or certificate of 
honour will not prevent him from being relegated to a further year in that 
curriculum the Test examination of which he has failed to pass.

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Midwiyes and Dais. 

19. Women who have a fair knovdedge of English, but who have not 
passed the Entrance or its equivalents, will be admitted into the Eden 
Hospital to learn midwifery. The dovemiYient grant Bs. 20 per mensem 
towards the board, washing, &c., of each pupil and gives them free 
queu-ters. After a year’s tuition and bedside practice, if found proficient, 
they will obtain a certificate qualifying them to practise midwifery. The 
fee for each certificate is Rs. 5. They are expected to do general nursing 
in the wards as well as midwifery. 

20. Women who have not passed the Entrance or its equivalents, who 
can read and write Bengali, can be admitted into th# Eden Hospital as 
pupil dais. The Government grants Rs. 0 each per mensem Jbo eight 
pupils towards their board, washing, &c., and gives them free quarters. 
After 12 months’ tuition, and beside practice, if found proficient, they 
will obtain a certificate qualifying them to practice midwifery. They are 
expected to do genera] nursing in the wards as well as midwiferj^^. 

21. Candidates (midwifery and dais) should apply for admission to the 

Sister of the Eden Hospital. •

The College was opened on the 6th April, 1880, and is under the control of 
the Director of Public Instruction of Benged .All classes of the community 
are admitted, and the course of instruction is adapted to the requii’emento 
of the following : — 

(1) Civil Engineers and Surveyors. 

(2) Foremen Mechanics (apprentices or Upper Subordinates). 

Engineer Department 

For eKlmission to the Engineer Department a student must have passed 
one of the following tests : — 

(1) The F.A. Examination of the Calcutta University, or a similar 
standard of any Indian University recogniseS by the Calcutta University, 
preference being given to those who have passed in Sanitary Science also. 
The candidate’s age must be under 21 years. 

(2) The B.A. Examination in the B. Course in Physics and Chemistry. 
The candidate’s age must be imder 23 years. 

The number to bo admitted each year is limited to 40. Six vacancies are 
reserved for candidates nominated by the Government of Burma and three 
vacancies for candidates nominated by the Government of Bengal. Candi- 
dates from Burma and Assam must apply for nominations to the Directors 
of Public Instruction of their respective Provinces. Application for ad- 
mission with registration fee of Be. 1 must reach the Principal not later 
than the 15th of May, and the session commences on the first Monday in 
June. • 

The College course is completed in four years. It includes 2J ho\jrs’ 
work dedly in the workshops for the first three years or until the student has 
passed the F.E. examination ; the fifth or last year is spent on works in 
progress. 

The tuition fee for this Department is Rs. 10 per mensem during the four 
years of instruction in class, no such fee being charged to any student after 
the completion of his theoretical course. The messing fees for those who 
reside upon the premises are , — for Christians, Rs. 2i plus Rs. 2 for rent and 
Re. 1 for electric lighting ; for natives Rs. 9 plus Rs. 2 for rent and Re. 1 
for electric lighting. « 

Scholarships. 

For the present one Junior Scholarship of the value of Rs. 20 a month, 
three of Rs. 15 a month, and six of Ra 10, tenable for two years, will be 
given annually to students entering ^e first-year Engineer Class, who do 
not alreekly hold University Scholarships. The Scholarships will be 
awarded by the Director of Public Instruction on the lost day of June to the 
following classes of students in order : — 

(1) B.A.’s who have taken up the B. Course ; (2) F.A. candidates.* 

Senior Scholarships of the same number and value will be competed for 
at the emnual examination held in May for promotion of students from 
the second to the third-year class. 

A gold medai will be awarded to the student who gains the highest marks 
in Mathematics at the examination for the B.E. degree. The holder of this 

* Except those who passed in the 3rd division. 
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medal will* be styled the “ Ambica Charan Chaudhuri Medallist.” A silver 
medal will be awarded to that candidate at the L.E. and B.E. examinations 
who» not having won the gold medal,iDbtain& the highest number of marks. 

On the result of the University examination for degrees and licenses, two 
Graduate Mining Scholarships * of Rs. 50 a month, tenable for two years, 
may be awarded, and a number of Graduate Scholarships of Rs. 60* a 
month, tenable for one year, varying in number according to the number of 
Mining Scholarships held during the year, will also be awarded provided 
that the total number of scholarships, in the two classes together, does not 
exceed ten at any one time. The one-year scholarship-holders must serve 
continuously during that period in practical work under the supervision of 
the Public Works Department, and to the satisfaction of those under whose 
orders they may be placed. The Mining Scholarships would be tenable on a 
Mine approved by Government, and would be payable monthly on a report 
that the holders continued to work satisfactorily under the orders of the 
Mine Superintendent. The two years* service will be reckoned as one year 
on practical work under the supervision of the Public Works Department. 
Each of these years will extend over a session of nine months’ service in a 
Mine, and three months* trairing in assaying, either under the Superinten- 
dent of the Mine or in the Sibpiir College, as may hereafter be determined. 
Three Scholarships of the value of Rs. 50 per mensem, tenable for one year, 
c will be awarded to the passed B.E. students who are selected to undergo a 
course of practical training under the Sanitary Engineer. 

The Government of India guarantees each year one appointment in the 
Superior Provincial Service of the Public Works Department to a student 
of this College who is a statutory native of India. 

Apprentice Department. 

Any candidate whose age is at least 15, and not more tlian 17 years, 
and who has passed the University Entrance Examination, or has passed 
by ^Standard VII of the Code of European Schools, is admitted without 
further test. 

The number to be admitted each year is limited to 60. If there be accom- 
modation, candidates who have passed the final examination of the B. 
Course of Bifurcation of studies of Zilla school may be admitted to the 2nd 
year class, and candidates of Affiliated Technical Schools who have passed 
the Sub-overseer examination held at the end of the 2nd year at the College 
may be admitted to the 3rd year class. Applications for admission with 
registration fee of Re. 1 must reach the Principal not later than the 6th of 
May ; and the session commences on the first Monday in June. 

The theoretical course, including three hours daily in the shops continued 
for three-and-a-half years, and the remaining year-and-a-half of the fiv’e 
years’ apprenticeship is spent entirely in the workshops or dynamo-house. 

The tuition fee for this Department is Rs. 3 per mensem, no fee being 
charged to students on the Free and reduced fee lists. 

Members of this Department must be boarders, and the charge for Euro- 
peans and Eurasians up to 25 in number is Rs. 6 each per ifiensem, whilst 
5 are admitted free, and for natives up to 40 in number, Rs. 4 per mensem ; 
but apprentices in excess cf those numbers are received on payment of the 
same me.ssing fees as Engineer students, except Rs. 2 fur rent. Certain 
Scholarships are awarded to European and Eurasian students of this De- 
partment by the Imperial Anglo-Indian Association. 


* Rb. 30 paid during training, the balance on completion of satisfactory 
Practical Training. 
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Stipends : — After the final examination, ten stipends of Rs. 10, ’and ten of 
Rs. 6 each, tenable for one year and a half, will be awarded to those appren- 
tices who pass the best examination, both theoreticc.1 and practical. 

The Government of India guarantees each year one appointment as an 
Upper Subordinate on the pensionable Establishment of the Railway 
Branch of the Public Works Department to an apprentice student. 

Electrical Department. 

Selections for this Department are made after the final examination ot 
the Apprentice Department. Electrical students complete their training in 
the Department and are trained upon the 111 volt direct current lighting 
plant as also the 220 volt 3 phase power plant of the College Workshops. 


Artizan Department. 

Boys, preferably the sons of workmen, are admitted for workshop train' 
ing , on attaining the age of 1 2 years. Stiper^s varying from Re. 1 to Rs. 3 
a month are paid according to their skill. 


Minim f Department. 

Selections for this Department are at present made from .\pprentioe 
students, after they have .passed the 2nd year examinations. They 
receive their practical training in mines. 


Workshops. 

The workshops consist of the following shops : (1) Carpentry, (2) Black- 
smiths, (3) Iron and Brass Fcamdry. (4) Turning and Fitting, each under a 
skilled European Foreman.

RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS. 

(i) ARTS^ 

ENTRANCE EXAMINATION, 1*909.. 

1.— GENERAL. 

(a) APP91NTMENT OF Examiners. 

1. Head Examiners shall be appointed to superintend the work of 
the Entrance Examiners in the following subjects : — 

(1) English. (4) Historj^. 

(2) Mathematics. ^ (5) Geography. 

(3) Sanskrit and l^ongali 

Translation. 

(6) Settino Papers. * 

2. Gentlemen appointed to set^the examination papers are requested 
to write in the margin, opposite to each question, the maximum number 
of marks they intend to assign to it. 

3. The examination papers, in dnplicatv, written very legjbly "on one 
side only of foolscap pa^r, are to be sent by post in a sealed and rbgistere^ 
double cover to the Registrar at his private residence. No copy of any 
examination paper is to be detained by the gentleman setting it.. 

4. The papers set shall be tjubmitted to the Registrar with a certifica- 
tion over the joint signatures of the persons appointed that the papers con- 
form to the prescribed conditions and do not involve a material variation 
from the average standard. 

<■ 

(c) Examination of PArERs. 

5. Examiners will be expected to be present in Calcutta during the 
examination in the subjects for which they have been specially appointed. 

6. Each Examiner shall be furnished with a roll containing the names 
and numbers of all the candidates to be examined by him, in which heWiall 
enter the total number of marks assigned to each candidate in each paper. 

The total number of marks must in every cose be a whole number ; if 
the roll submitted by an Examiner contains fractional marks, it will be 
returned to him for correction. 
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7. The ExaminerB ahidl mark on each answer paper the marks assigned 
to each question, as well as the to^al marks. 

8. The Examiners are required to ex^ine the papers of the candi- 
dates in the order in which their names ap^ar on the roll and, at the end 
of each week, to send to the Registr^ or to the Head Examindr, as the case 
may be, the p^es of the roll containing the marks aefedgned to the papers 
examined. The number of papers examined each week is expected to be 
fairly proportionate to the tot^ number of pa||^s to be examined within 
the time prescribed. The attention of the Examiners is especially directed 
to this rule, and the Registrar is required to report to the Syndicate, after 
the examinations are over, any case of infraction of this or any other rule. 

9. To facilitate the wprk of re-examination, the Excuniners or the 
Head Examinei^i, as the ceuse may be, shall keep the answer papers of the 
candidates arranged in the order in which their names appear on the roll. 

In cases in which there is a Head Examiner, the re-examination may 
be done by the Head Examiner himself or by one or more of the Assistant 
ExaSniners at his discretion. 

10. The answer papers shall be returned to the Registrar as soon as the 
work of re-examination is over.*' 

11. Six weeks before the Entrance Examination takes place, the Syn» 
dicate shall fix the latest date for sending in marks. The time allowed for 
t^e re-exami^ation of answer papers shall be /our days for 100 papers and 
under, and one day additional for every 25 papers, or portion thereof, over 
100, Sundays being excluded. 

Where an Examiner has over 100 papers or dfialf-papers to re-examine, 
he shall send in the marks of these papers by instalments of 100 or less, as 
the re-examination of them is completed. 

If any Examiner fails to send in his marks within the limits of time 
prescribed for examination and re-examination, the amount of his re- 
mimeration shall be reduced by Rs. 16 for each day by which he exceeds 
^hat period. 

*12. Each Examiner shall write his name and the subject of Examina- 
tion at th 3 foot of every page of his roll. 

13. No entry shall be made in the roll against the name of any candi- 
date from whom no' paper is received.

2. The questions 'ahall be framed chiefly with a view to test a generfd 
but intelligent knowledge of the subjects, and questions that are very 
minute or very difficult sha||, as a rule, be avoided. 

3. The following values are attached to the various subjects : — 

English — 1 st paper 12Q, 2nd paper 80. Mathematics — two papers, 80 each. 
Second Language — Ist paper 80, 2nd paper 40. History and Geography 
with Huxley’s Introductory Primer — two pepers, 60 each. Drawing 
(optional subject), 100. » 

In the passages on Hygiene In the English selections, only a general 
knowledge of the subject will be expected, and as regards technical terms 
no further explanation than that given in the notes will be required. , 

Part I of the 2nd paper in English (translation from a vernacular and 
the corresponding special questions for stur^nts whose vernacular is Eng- 
lish) shall be calculated to occupy one hour, and 26 marks shall be assigned 
to it. 

Passages for translation may be narrrative or descriptive, or may 
consist’ of simple conversations on ordinary subjects. They must be suck 
as may be easily rendered from the one language into the other. They 
shall, where possible, be .taken from recognised vernacular authors ; and 
they shall not consist of tfny translation made for the purpose of the 
examination, from English into the vernacular. 

Not less than 50 per cent, of the marks in Geometry shall be assigned 
to book work. 

In the papers in Sanskrit and Sanskritic Languages, some of the ques- 
tions at leekst shall be required to be answered in the language in which; 
the candidate is being exanAned. , 

, 4. To pass the examination candidates shall be required to obtain 
33 per cent, of the marks in English, 30 per cent, of the marks Ih Mathe- 
matics, 30 per cent, of the marks in the Second Language. 26 per cent, 
of the marks in History and Geography and 33 per cent. ‘in the aggregate. 

6. Candidates obtaining 50 per cent, of the marks in the aggregate shall 
be placed in the First Division, air^l those obtaining 40 per cent, in the 
Second Division. 

In Drawing, optional subject, the papers of candidates gaining ,60 per 
cent, or more of the ma^s shall be classed as ‘ ‘ excellent ’ ’ and those 
gaining between 40 and 60 per cent, as “ good.” . •

2. Model Drawing — 

By ‘ ‘ Model Drawing ’ ’ the delineation of • ‘ Geometric solids or common 
objects from Nature ” is to be understood. * ^ 

The candidate will be required to draw correctly, in outline. Geometric 
solids, as the cube, triangular, square, and hexagonal prisms, ^e cylinder 
and cone. The solids to be arranged in groups of two or three in combine- 
tion with common objects without omamenation as vases, lotas, buckets, 
stools, etc. 

Drawing to be not less than eight inches in height. 

One paper to be set in this subject. 
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6. As soon as possible after an expimination has been held, the persons 
who have set any question paper in the examination, and those who are to 
examine the answers to that paper or any portion of it, and the Head 
Examiner, if there is one, sh^l meet to determine the kind or standard 
of answers to be expected from candidates, and to decide upon a system of 
marking. Their conclusions shall be embodied in a 'memorandum to be 
jointly signed by them and forwarded to the Registrar. If, owing to un- 
avoidable circumstances, any Examiner who j^as set a paper is ^able to 
attend the meeting, the remaining Examiners ..contemplated by this 
Regulation shall meet and transact the aforesaid business. 

For this purpose a meeting of the Examiners in each subject shall be 
held as soon as possible affer the close of the examination, at which provi- 
visional rules sh-all be drawn up. After this meeting each Examiner shall 
look over a certain number of papers (the mimber to be determined at the 
meeting) and shall submit them to the Head Examiner for re-examination. 
After he has re-examined these papers, the Head Examiner shall call 
cuio\.her meeting for the final determination of the rules. A copy of these 
rules shall be sent to each Entrance Examiner and to the Registrar. 

7. Each Head Examiner snail re-examine at least 5 per cent, of the 
answer papers looked over by each of the Entrance Examiners in his 
subject, with a view to see whether they are working uniformly according 

the method indicated, and shall direct, if necessary, any Examiner to 
conform to that method. 

The re-examination of the answer papers sl\all be conducted in the 
following manner : — « 

Every Entrance Examiner shall, as soon as he finishes the examination 
of about 100 papers, send them with the corresponding pages of his roll 
to his Head Examiner, who shall examine at least five papers taken at 
random out of them , and shall give the Examiner any further instructions 
.yhich may be necessary, or shall return the remaining papers for re-exami- 
nation, if he is of opinion that the rules have not been complied with. The 
saEine course shall be followed with every subsequent batch of 100 papers.. 

8. Thi functions of Head Examiners are — 

(1) to distribute ,* in consultation with tlie Examiners, the marks 
allotted to a question consisting of several parts over those parts ; 

|2) to give general directions, in consultation with the Examiners, 
as to what should bo included witbinoliho scope of each answer, and as to 
how far any particular answer should be dealt with lenientlj’^ or strictly 
by reason of the difficulty or simplicity of the question ; 

(3*) to. look over a few of the papers examined by such Examiner 
immediately after the meeting of Examiners, ft) ascertain how far the 
standard agreed upon is being followed ; and in cases of deviation from 
such standard, to give general directions to b*e more or less strict as fnay 
be required ; 

(4) to re-examine 5 per cent, of tho^answer papers examined by each 
Examiner with the object of seeing whether the standard adopted has been 
generally and fairly adhered to, butr not to insist upon mechanical uni- 
formity. • 

9. In no case shall the Head Examiner increase or diminish the 
marks assigned to any paper ^y an Entrance Examiner without himself 
examining tha|^ paper. 

10. In case of a difference arising between a Head Examiner and an 
Entrance i^xominer an appeal shall lie to the Moderators. 

Ink Every Entrance Examiner must remain in Calcutta as long as his 
services ore required by his Head Examiner. 

12. The Head Examiner shall forward to the Registrar by instalments 
the totalised marks in his subject, with observations on those cases which 
he may deem worthy of special consideration. 
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In order to avoid delay in the submiBsion of the totalised nfarks. Head 
Examiners are requested to see t^at the Entrance Examiners look over the 
papers of candidates in the order in which their names appear on the rolls 
(General Rule 9). o
